Challenger glorious In deleat 

GEORGE K. GEORGE reports on how Gerry Cooney failed to go 
the distance against defending champion Larry Holmes 


T Hb most expensive boxinc* extra-

Top spin blniiM 

V. Chandrasekhar, the Indian men's team cap¬ 
tain, explains the factors which led to his team 
;finishing a poor seventh at Jakarta, to PARTAB 
RAMCHAND 


T he Indian mcm’o team peifonned 
bnlhantly at the 1980 Calcutta 
Anan Table Tennis Championships 
to finish fourth, a position they had 
never before achieved They did well 
auinst Japan befoie losing 2-9 and 
then against North Korea, were 
ahead miraculously 4-2 before losing 
4-5 Only against the formidable 
Clunese, who ultimately swept all 
the titles, did they suffer a bad (0-5) 
defeat But with notable victories 
over Indonesia and Australia, the 
team did the country proud by 
finishing as hiA as they did 
Against this background, the fact 
that India finished as low as 
seventh—a fall of three places—in 
this year’s Asian championship held 
at Jakarta last month should cause 
concern India lost to both Australia 
(2-5) and Indonesia (0-9) this time 
The team also suffered a 3-5 defeat 
at the hands of Hong Kong Even in 
the individual events, the players 
did themselves little credit particu- 
larlv after their piomising shosnng 
in this year's Commonwealth cham 
pionship at Bombay Manmeet 
&iigh’s and, Indu Puri’s entry mto 
the quaiter-tinals were the only 
uumbs of comfort 
Sportstrorld talked with Venugop- 
al Chandiasekhar about the team\ 
performance shortly after his return 
from Jakarta The 25-year-old Indian 
captain, who has always been can¬ 
did, did not mince words “We have 
suffered defeats before,” he said 
“But for the first tune there was a 
sense of disappointment and frustra¬ 
tion at the setbacks Because, it was 
not so much the skill of the players 
that bothered us, but too muck hing¬ 
ed on the surface of the bat ” 
Chandrasekhar went on ta elabo¬ 
rate this point “You see, 90 per cent 
of the players have switched to the 
new anti-top spin vanen of rackets. 
This was m use even before but now 
there is a new twist to the technique 
With the use of this racket, one does 
not know till the last moment whidi 
way the ball will spin, whether It will 
skid off the table, or whether it will 
just stiqi short It is neer impossible 
to judjae the pace for the colonnog 
on bon sides of the bat arc the same 
1 feel that there should be some 


regulation m that at least the colour¬ 
ing of the rubber on both sides 
should be different That would be 
fair" ^ 

Actually, the playing surface of 
the racket caused some controversy 
even dunng last year’s World Cham¬ 
pionship at Novi Saad It came m foi 
close scrutiny by the Intematronal 
Table Tennis Federaaon but even 
though a great deal of fuss was 
created, nothing was done to ban or 
curtail Its use This was because, 
according to Chandrasekhar, “China 
has a strong hold on the TTTF 
affairs " Piedictablv China—which 
has been sweeping all before them m 
recent mternational tournaments— 
would not like its “secret weapon” to 
be controlled The super anti-top 
spm surface was developed by the 
Japanese but the Chinese have 
apparently unproved upon it 



Chandrasekhar said that because 
of all this “we were caught off 
guard” and were no match for our 
avals When asked why the Indian 
players had not svntcned over to 
suoi rackets, Chandrasekhar im¬ 
mediately took out his bat and 
showed It to me He had relaid the 
entire surface snth super anti-top 
qnn rubber and said that he had 
commenced practice with it. “At 
least now I can met used to the 
surface and other players while piw- 
ing with me, can also have valuable 
pracuoe.” But he felt that the new 


rubber might not auic some of our 
nlgyen “luailtls style, for eaample, 
IS not suited to anti-top apm sur¬ 
faces,” he 

Another factor that probably led 
to the Indian team's pom show was 
the lade of a defensive player “At 
Calcutta, we had Arun Kumar and 
Sudhir liiadke Now the former has 
left the country and the latter is past 
this best. If Ode isadefensive player, 
one tan combat the dangnts oi super 
anti-top spin more effectively with 
Jagannath also out of the game, we 
have practically no defensive pln- 
ers,” be bemoaned “More than SO 
per cent of the world’s players had 
switched to anti-top tpin rubber, 
over 30 per cent were now defensive 
players in an efion to challenge this 
threat and not more than 20 per cent 
were the normally attacking play¬ 
ers,” Chandra said 

It IS obvious from Chandrasekhar’s 
remarks that we remain totally m 
the dark regarding the latest techni¬ 
ques of the game While we continue 
to use outmoded methods of 
coaching other nations are develop¬ 
ing latest tecluuques, devastating m 
effwt, and more often than not, 
catch their avals by surprise Some¬ 
thing should be done to see that we 
are not behind in adapting these 
techniques 


Chandrasekhar, has always been 
practical m his outlook Thus he was 
guarded about the future VThen 
asked about the prospects m the 
Asian Games at New Delhi, he said 
“We should do well, but it wiU be 
difficult to finish above the fifth 
poution Since besides China and 
Japan, Korea is fielding two teams 1 
say this in spite of fhe fact that we 
are most likely to go to North Korea 
for a shon coaching sunt in dus 
month Then we wul have a two- 
month camp at Panala. But with all 
this, the lade of a good thir^layer is 
always to be felt Sinay Ghoi|Mde 
will have to be watched mer his visit 
to China The only other young hope¬ 
fuls are Rajat Kathuna and Kamlesh 
Mehta The lack of a good third 
player always puts more pressure on 
the other two and Manmeet Singh 
and mvself often play under 
tremeiMlous piessure.” 

Asked about young Chandramouli, 
wbo was making his first tap abroad 
Chandrasekhar said that he could 
not pass full judgement on the Tamil 
Nadu star “He either played against 
someone who was very weak or 
someone who was veiy strong and 
that was rather unfoaunate for one 
making his debut ” 

The Indian captain had words of 
praise tor the women’s squad which 
finished one position ahead com¬ 
pared to Calcutta—fifth instead of 
sixth He also said that he did not 
observe any drastic changes m the 
approach and techmques of the top 
teams “The accent is still on speed, 
a good serve and physical fitness.” 
he concluded

Wlinliledon's adopted 
son fails yet again 


ASHIS RAY reports on the progress of Vijay 
Amriti'aj, who has built up, over the years, a 
close affinity with the Wimbledon fans. After 
a testing five set battle with Jeff Borowiak, he 
teetered on the brink with big-serving Hoscoe 
Tanner before succumbing in five sets 



F our times m the past nine veers 
has Viiav Amntraj been at the 
losing end of classical or neat classic¬ 
al five-setteis In 197) he went down 
to Jan Kodes, and more recently to 
B|orn Borg, Jose Luis Clerc and 
Jimmy Connors In fact, his quarter¬ 
final clash with the last mentioned 
12 months ago was one ot the match¬ 
es that »et the 1981 tournament 
alight 

Thib year, he had toiled through 
the qualifying rounds—the most con 
bpicuous plaver to do so—and was 
pitied against the enterpiising 
American Jeff Boiowiak, who, 
though is still a tough nut to 
crack, even in an extc nded en- 
countei 

The tie, in fact, was allotted to 
court numbei loui —one ot the out¬ 
side arenas—on the opening dav, bui 
when iiltimatelv coiitested, on the 
fust Thutsdav, it was mated up to 
the more prestigious court number 
one 

Somehow, and one must give them 
credit tor this, the authoiities at the 
All England can smell a thiillei, and

D espite the sneers ot 
the pundits, the sta¬ 
dia of Spain proved that 
Eui ope and south Amei - 
ica could no longer con 
sider themselves the sup¬ 
reme powers of world 
soccer.

peifoim when handled hv a captain 
with the capacity to motiyatc them, 
OI to diteci them stiategicallv Any 
one who nbscM\fd them, though, 
must leel that iindi r Len Hutton, 
the PngliNh team de\ eloped enn 
sideiabiy m eftcHtiycMiess, and that 
Rav Illingwoiih i|Uiie stiikiiiglv 
made the best ot his side so that it 
peiloimed abo\e the sum ot its la 
lents Cettainly too, Mike Bieailes 
had a consideiahle capacity not

P. K. BANERJEE reviews the performances of the 
Indian football team in the President's Cup 
tournament at Seoul 


D usk was descendinc on the city 
when our plane touched down at 
the Seoul airport After diaembark- 
uig, we went straight to the immigra¬ 
tion department and there we met 
with the first difficulty on the tour. 
Some discrepancies were found in 
our papers and we had to wait for 
some time to get things sorted out by 
the officials concerned 
After temporary visas were 
granted to us, we were taken straight 
to a five star hotel right in the heart 
of the city of Seoul» the Garden 
Hotel There 1 realised that the only 
foreign team that had reached be¬ 
fore us were Eindhoven of Holland 
They were a famous team with at 
least SIX former World Cuppers in 
their ranks Of them, four have play¬ 
ed in World Cup finals and one has 
the distinction of two World Cup 
final appearances The latter was 
Kekov, an outstanding outside right 
Then we heard about the Opeiaio 
team of Brazil who were also to take 
parr in the competition Apart Irom 
them, the other powerful foreign 
teams to fight for the title were 
Livakoojen, a second division team, 
along with sides from Bahrain, 
Mala>sia, Thailand and so on 
Of them, the most famous side was 
undoubtedly Eindhoven In Europe 
they are regarded as a top-ranking 
team and indeed this year they were 
the favourites in the leacue cham¬ 
pionship But fur their defrat at the 
hands of Ajax Amsterdam, they 
could have finished first 
Anyway, 1 was a bit anxious to 
know about the practice facilities 
available and started gathenng in¬ 
formation on this score from officials 
present At the same time I was a bit 
worried about the jet lag that my 
players were suffering from So 1 
oered them to go to bed shortly af tei 
reaching the hotel 
Next morning we went for our first 
workout The weather was pretty 
cold, very much like a wintry Indian 
day At the piactice ground we met 
the Dutch team, who were already 
workmg out However, the condition 
of the ground was not up to standard 
In fact. It was not suitable for prac¬ 
tice at all, with the surface being 
extremely uneven Running on it 
always posed the risk of injury We 
discussed the problem with the 
Dutch team officials and sought their 
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advice They told us not to do any 
thing more than some warm up exei 
cises and we followed suit 
Bui misfoi tune was in store for us 
Bidesh sprained his ankle badly, 
causing much consteiiiaimn among 
the entire team Ht was an asset to 
the side, with his speed and 
tremendous dribbling capacity 
Maybe he lacks in skill out he com 
pensates for that with his unpredicr 
able style of running, which gives my 
frontlmers an added advantage in 
penetrating the opposing defence 
The sole reason for nis injuiy was the 
uneven surface of the practice pitch 
Immediately, 1 informed the officials 
and requested them to give us suit 
able training facilities 
The following day we were taken 
to another ground, the Highway De¬ 
velopment Co ^loration giound and 
there was no inconvenience regaid 
ing practice thereafter, though of 
course the condition of this ground 
was not very good either 
Ihen Slatted the tournament Be 
fore leaving India I had two very 
special aims in mind—to defeat In¬ 
donesia and Bahrain in the group 
matches and to avoid defeat at all 
costs against South Koiea and the 
team tiom Holland 1 or the last ten 
months 1 had been coaching more or 


less the same team and mv assess¬ 
ment of my players was tnai they 
were capable of beating the second 
and third grade teams in Asia Dur¬ 
ing the Nehiu Cup we had taken on 
superior teams fiom Asia, Europe 
and South Amei ica and our perform¬ 
ances were quite competent Yet, 1 
had my doubts about whether the 
boys were leally prepared well 
enough to heat the top-ranking sides 
of the Continent 

Anyway, of the ten sides taking 
pan in the competition, five reams 
are likelv to play in the forthcoming 
Asiad Three of them weie in the 
same group and the remaining two in 
the othei two groups We did not 
have to plav against Malaysia and 
Thailand, but we saw them in action 
at fhe Seoul National Stadium where 
the next Asian Games will be staged 
in 1986 

In the first match 1 really felt sorry 
foi the South Koteans In spite oi 
matching the poweiful Finohoven 
pJayeis in almost all depaitmeiits ol 
the game, thev had to come out 
empty-handed True, Eindhoven 
weic supeiior to them, especially the 
way they scored the two Mals 
against Kotea from almost naif- 
chances, showed then leal tapabih- 
ties But the Koieans were unawed 
and put up a suit fight It was really 
brave of them 

The folliiwiiig das we lost lo In¬ 
donesia I have still not been able lo 
figuie out wiiat lealiy went wiong 
with us India had iievei plased such 
an aggressiie game on foieign soil in 
many veais We kept our iivals 
undei piessuic thioughout the 
match and yet wi had in lose The 
onlv leason peihaps was the tact that 
we could not utilise the six scoring 
oppoi tiinities that came our way dut 
mg the match, whercMs the Indone¬ 
sians cashed in on a sudden mis 
understanding between the custo 
dian and the defenders to clinch the 
issue We teallv felt the loss keenly 

In the second match we faced the 
same South Korean team that played 
in the Nehru Gold Cup NaturalJ> we 
were more or less acquainted with 
their style of play, especially then 
stiategy Three players usually act as 
the r>vot of then offence We made 
It a point that they would be kept 
undei stiicr vigil Indeed, this helped 
us to prove equal to the Korean 
challenge 

In the 19th minute we first broke 
through the Korean defence to reach 
their goal area and the first shot 
towards the mark was taken in the 
42nd minute But uniortunately, the 
Koreans suddenly got a goal in the 
second half, off a fiee-kick move¬ 
ment 

You must be able to recall the way 
the Koieans scored a number of 
goals during the Nehru Gold Cup by 
hoodwinking defenders in fieekick 
movements This goal came about in 
almost the same fashion, when the 
Koieaii left midfielder stormed past 
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Compton and centred the ball, aim¬ 
ing at a six-foot fiontlinei Afraid 
that he might head the ball home, 
Mnnoianian made a diving header 
which was highly risky Bhaskai also 
dived foi wai d similai lv« and the next 
moment I saw the ball entei the net 
off Monoranjan's head In the pie- 
viuus match the Koreans had beaten 
Indonesia 4 0 Had they noi won this 
match they would have found them¬ 
selves in trouble 

Howevei, 1 have noticed one very 
encouraging tiend in my team ot 
late The greater the challenge, the 
stiffei the resistance they put up 
But the problem is we are failing to 
maintain out stamina Befoie oiir 
thud matih against the Duiih side 
then coach told Pteifei jokingly 
'"Fight goals to Bahrain Him many 
would vou like to swallow^" Pfeiier 
himsell ^as \ei\ tespectiul lowai Is 
this team

My bovs toiled haul Pei haps nev- 
ei befoie has an Indian side woiked 
Ml sinceielv to win an inteinational 
toiiinamenl It was only in shooting 
that they went wrong What they 
need now is the instinct to score— 
being in the i ight place at the i ight 
moment—now, that is something 
which cannot be taught tu anybody 
That dll iiindte cdpdcity which 
pldyeis like Mewdlal possessed in 
their heyday 

Before the Asiad, we die going to 
take part in only one intei national 
competition And 1 must sdv that we 
have learhed a certain standard in 
Asian football Something leally 
great will be achieved the dav we 
will rise to even gre&ier heights.

The time is not far 
otf when there will 
be bi awls andfiee 
for alia ;n cricket 
matches as is the 
case with football 
Cncketers, a pam- 
peied lot all over the 
world, particularly 
in India where they 
are virtually ‘wor¬ 
shipped*, indulge in 
all kinds of antics, 
fair and unfan, in¬ 
cite crowds and 
cause trouble 
Everyone condemns 
such actions, but the 
evil grows unabated 
It IS not very rare¬ 
ly that fielding sides 
make mass appeals 
to gain favourable 
decisions While, 
sometimes such an 
uproar accompany¬ 
ing an appeal may 
be causM by 
strained nerves or 
over-excitement, it 
IS generally done de- 
libeiately to mislead 
the umpire and thus 
get an advantageous 
verdict It is for this 
reason that instruc¬ 
tions to umpii es sav 
“Don't be influ¬ 
enced by the volume 
and confidence of an 
appeal, bu** do not 
disregard a half 
heaned appeal” 
While there are 
many instances in 
first-class cricket 
when umpires have 
reversed their deci¬ 
sions, there are very 
few instances when 
decisions have been 




given without any 
appeal 

An amazing inci¬ 
dent occurred in the 
MCC-Argentina 
match in 1926-27 
whenW II Marshal 
fell on his wicket 
when playing a ball

Jlmbo comes back 
Inslyle 



T hey do, after all, come back In 
the lonae&t men’s final ever play 
ed at Wimbledon, lour hours and 14 
minutes, Jimmy Connors unseated 
the title holdei John McEnroe i-6, 
6-3, 6-7, 7-6, 6-4 to win the title back 
after an eight-year break 
Onlv one man in the to>iinameiit's 
history has achieved anything like 
that—Bill lilden, perhaps, the 
greatest of all the Americans, recap 
tuied the title after a nine-year 
break in 1930 For Connors, though, 

It must have come like a transfusion 
to hi& career, foi he had not won an\ 
of the great events since the US 
Open in 1978 

Had Connors been a superstitious 
man, the penultimate point might 
well have tilled him with unease 
With three match points before him 
he went for a big serve on his second 
delivery and double faulted for the 
13th time It might have unnerved 
some men, bur not this strapping, 
confident 29-year-old His next ball 
exploded on a puff of powder as the 
ball caught the line and McEnroe 
was gone 

Those expecting some fiiewoiks 
with which to celebrate America’s 
Independence Day were dis¬ 
appointed Much of the match resem¬ 
bled a succession of damp squibs as 
both plavers, oddly, seemed to close 
to becoming consumed by the occa¬ 
sion McEnroe's game, like his per so 
nality, is always perched on a knife's 
edge, but he can laiely have pla>ed 
such an indecisive title match 
One could sense from the start that 
his leservations about his serve had 
not gone He had immediate trouble 
with his toss and, on and off, it 
bothered him throughout the match 
He did finish with 19 aces to his 
credit, and yet he was only three 
behind Connois on the double-fault 
count 

As old aciversaiies—^it was the 19th 
meeting—McEnroe had some scores 
to settle Connors had beaten him in 
the Wembley Indoor final in Novem¬ 
ber and again to take the Queen's 
Club title last month—and ne was 
determined that the 1974 champion 
should not annexe hu Wimbledon 
territory 

It seemed he would prose success¬ 
ful when the first set tell to McEnroe 
in 42 minutes after Connors, .31 
ahead, lost the next five games and 
showed his anxiety iii a sequence of 
netted foiehands The shot that, 
perhaps most of all, had contributed 
to his decline in lecent years 
Again, in the second, Connors 
made the eaiW mote McEnroe was 
rather casual, chopping a \ollev into 
the net to go love 2 down, but then 
broke back only to lose his serve 
again to a now more dirieimined 
Connors m the fourth riu* tennis 
remained iiddled with eiroi, Con¬ 
nors proving slightly less careless 
than tne anguished McFnroe, whose | 
verbal flagellation was often as ex [ 









citable as Max Robertson’s wireless 
coinment 9 ry 

Connors held on to level in the 
second set and should have had the 
third when he served for it at S-4 and 
iO-all, on1\ to produce consecutive 
double faults McEnroe celebrated 
his escape bv winning the tie-break 
7-2 and, at that stage, looked like 
moving forward to a successful de¬ 
fence ol the title—something no 
Ameiican had done since Don Budge 
in the Thirties 

That spate of double faults in the 
third set said Connors afterwards, 
"almost cost me the match ” He 
thought that the ke> to his victory 
was the fact that he controlled and 
won the fourth set, alter that experi¬ 
ence "Against McEnroe you just 
have to stay in there on every point," 
he said "Neither one of us was going 
to roll over and die It was kill or be 
killed That's wh> we have such 
great matches '* 

The only time he seriously consi 
dcred that victory was complete was 
when McEnroe failed to return his 
final serve And that probably has 
summed it up Asked where this 
pertormance stood against other 
highlights of his career Connors, 
typically, declined to answer specifi¬ 
cally But he was conscious ot the 
tact that only one other player had 
bridged such an enormous gap in 
winning two titles 

' 1 did in 1974, and once you do it 
that's tine and dandy—if you want to 
be a one timer I'm no one-timer 1 
have had three chances since then 
and they .slipped me by I had 
another chance this time and 1 was 
going to do anything to not let it slip 
again even if ir meant a fight to the 
death " 

Connors is nothing if not a fighter 
Though much of the tennis was like 
(he weather, rather dull with a few 
bright intervals, Connors managed 
tci galvanise his game in the second 
I tie break Despite two intimidating 
services aces fiom McEnroe, he 
forced set point with a fieice return 
and sunk home a service winner to 
level the match after three hours and 
29 minutes 

That was the moment Connors had 
bt< n waiting for, the arrival of a 
situation he had neither known nor 
sa^ oured tor loui vears He punched 
the ail in exaltation, fusi as he did in 
j the old days, and McEnroe seemed 
almost to sht ink at the opposite end 
of the court The crowd were largely 
united behind the older man and he 
was not going to let his supporters 
down 

Iht tension overtook tedium and, 
from an atmosphere of almost 
embariasscd silence, the Centre 
Court gave vent to its feelings Every 
point was greeted with applause if it 
was in Connors' favoui and McEn 
rue, looking tired after his concerted 
exertion m singles and doubles, 
faced an uphill if not impossible 
task The crucial break came quick¬ 


ly, in the third game Monroe dou¬ 
ble-faulted, hit a low volley out, 
missed e daring top volley and was 
then left helplms as Connors pun¬ 
ched a backhand return for the cru¬ 
cial winner 

Connors was never again tested on 
his own serve McEnroe remnded 
with some daislingly playeo points 
but arith the scent of victory all 
round him,,Connors was not to be 
denied His final serve had a supeib 
irony about it, foe until this year he 
had always considered his serve the 
weakest part of his game and his 
wicked returns his strongest 

Thus the left's domination of 
Wimbledon was complete—not since 
1969 had two left-handers won both 
the men’s and women’s singles. 




M ARTINA NAVRATILOVA now 
stands on the brink of the first 

? rand slam since Marga«%t Court’s in 
970 Once again, she emerged as 
Chris Lloyd’s nemesis in the 
women's singles final when, after a 
brief passage of self-doubt when she 
saw virtorv slipping away, she reco¬ 
vered brilliantly to win 6-1, 1-6, 6-2 
and take the title for the third time 
in five years 

As the holder of the Australian 
ana French Opens, she is now poised 
to march the stunning achievements 
of Margaret Couit and Mo Connolly, 
the only othet player to win all four 
legs in 199) To do so she must win 
the US Open in September "Some¬ 
body IS going to have to play a hell of 


a match to beat me,** she warned. 

On her form and consistency this 
war—already she has won one mil¬ 
lion dollars bhA lost only once m 55 
matches—her confidence is sup¬ 
remely well-placed Nor is she lact 
ing m incenuve Apan from the 
Grand Slam she stands to win 
another 500,000 dollars in the Play- 
tex Challenge a test put up by an 
Amencan company to anyone who 
could win four specified cham¬ 
pionships on four different surfaces. 

It was the third time Miss Navrau- 
lova and Mrs Lloyd had met in a 
Centre Court final and there was no 
change in the pattern Indeed it 
seemed at one stage as though Miss 
Navratilova would record one of the 
fastest victories, for she captured the 
first set III only 22 minutes and was 
immediately a break up in the 
second 

Having played well below par at 
the start, comeding free points with 
a host of unforced forehand errors, 
Mrs Lloyd suddenly put her game 
togethei At 3-2 to Miss Navratilova 
she was attacked by a wasp and this. 
It seemed, broke 'the number one 
seed’s concentrauon 

Quite suddenly Mrs Lloyd's pas 
sing shots began to sing Miss Navra¬ 
tilova's concentration and confi¬ 
dence were clearly affected and, 
when she put a smash in the net otf a 
lob, Mrs Uoyd recovered to three all 
and went on to take the second set at 
a cost of only three fuithcr points 

"It’s always hard when you are the. 
favourite and are winning,** said 
Miss Navratilova, "And all of a sud¬ 
den you see the match slipping 
away 1 was thinking. Oh God, here 
1C comes ’’ I could just see it—Evert 
upsets Navratilova—because it 
would have been an upset 

But there were no signs of panic 
that once affected her Though Mrs 
Lloyd did lead 2-1 in the second. Miss 
Navratilova decided to go on the 
offensive, charged the net and began 
to smash away tier backhand volleys 
with the same precision and foice 
with which she had dominated in the 
early stages 

She mixed up her game too con¬ 
fusingly for Mrs Lloyd, who was 
surprised by her use ot the drop shot, 
anil at 46-30 in the sixth game, 
needing just one point for three-all, 
Mrs Lloyd stabbed a feeble forehand 
into the net 

That, in effect, was that A low 
forehand volley off a smash gave 
Miss Navratilova break point and, on 
the next, she hammered a backhand 
down the line which Mrs Lloyd was 
unable to control From 15-30 in the 
seventh the new champion won 
seven consecutive points 

"In the end it was so easy,” she

E ALY ro^e from the dshes of Mus- 
jliin's debris to puncture the 
pride and deniulish the delicate 
artistry of Brazil on a warm summer 
afternoon in Barcelona to reach the 
semi-final ol an extremely topsy¬ 
turvy twelfth World Cup. It was a 
match many veterans felt should 
rank amoiifs the best this illusiiious 
competition has seen in 52 years 
Thebnlliance of individuals—fed by 
a hat-tiirk blasting Paulo Rossi— 
coupled with fantastic tactical moves 
made it a memorable match in fact* 
It bordcied on fantasy, as the pendu 
lum swung crazily from one side to 
the other 

The Italians did not prove that 
they were the better side Far from 
it Brazil still retained the charm of 
individualistic play that is larely 
seen anywheie else in the world But 
their tremendous haid ivork, cou¬ 
pled with great opportunism, earned 
them a victory that should surely 
rank among their meatest And that 
includes the two Cup victones, one 
against Czechoslovakia in 1934 and 
Hungary in 1938 
For Brazil. Cerezo's monetary 
lapse m the first half proved fatal. 


But It also showed up the bnttleness 
of the Brazilian goal and the fact that 
Waldir Peres is not the best of all 
goalkeepers. In the endg it was their 
own faifure to convert chances that 
proved to be then undoing. But this 
year's World Cup will ever be re¬ 
membered as Brazil's for the taking. 
They had the best set of players, but 
somehow, they lost their way to the 
goal 

The first half produced an electric 
atmosphere The Italians, known the 
world over for their ultra-defensive 
ploys, were expected to wall up and 
then hope for a sudden counter¬ 
attack to produce the one goal they 
needed to reach the semi-finals But 
the Italians needed none of that 

Even as the game commenced, 
Italy energetically probed the Brazi¬ 
lian defence and in the fifth minute, 
tound a path past Waldir Peres In a 
brilliant manoeuvre, the ball was 
floated from the right to Cabrini on 
the left He floated the ball past the 
entire defence in the penalty area to 
an onrushing Paulo Rossi, who 
headed in smoothly 

It took the Biaziliaiis some time to 
settle down, but once they did, they 
got into the smoothy rhythm that so 
characterised their play Sociates 
got the ball in his own penalty area 
and sent a forwaid pass for Zico He 
did not stop running, however, and 
took a letum forward pass just nui- 
aide the opposition penalty area He 


dodgod two defenders, waited for 
Dino Zoff to lean to the right and 
then placed to his left. 

But the Italians came back with a 

g oal in the 25th minute It was a 
iulty clearance by Cerezo which 
found Rossi in possession just out¬ 
side the box He went into an um 
guarded penalty area to send a stiff 
volley ballooning into the net (2-1) 

Zico found Falcao shortly after, 
but his angular shot just missed the 
near post In the very next minute, 
however, Bruno Conti ran about 80 
ards, outpacing the Brazilians who 
ad all come forward to help in the 
attack, but his enerw sapped in the 
heat and all he could do wav to push 
the ball towards the goalkeeper In a 
good move through the middle, the 
Brarilians went up and Cerezo got 
the ball at the eelge of the penalty 
area But veteran Zoff saw the move 
and was at the edge of the box 
himself in a flash to parry the groun¬ 
der that Cerc/o had alieady un¬ 
leashed While Graziani split the 
defence at the other end, he could 
nut direct the ball to the goal Juvt 
before the interval, a stinging 
fteekick bv Eder was saved on the 
line by Zoff 

The Italians continued to have a 
tail shaie of the exchange^ in the 
second half, but it was the Biazilians 
who stiuck 111 the 69rh minute /ico 
got the ball to an unmaiked takao 
on the right Fhe lattci side-stepped 
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the defence and beat Znff with a gem 
of a shot (2-2) 

Ihe Btazilians made the fatal mis 
take of lestine on their oars and the 
Italians weie quick to seize the 
oppoitiinitv of suiting ahead once 
again Ihc Bia/ilians left wide gaps 
in midtield, particularly on then 
right flank lime and again there 
were counter attacks, any of which 
(ould have proved the undoing of the 
South Americans 

But the danget did not come fiom 
there, despite narrow escapes Ulci 
m.itely. it was a corner taken by the 
Italians in the 75th minute that spelt 
the Bid/ilians' doom The ball went 
to Tardelli at the edge of the box He 
volleyed the ball towaids the goal 
But e\en as Peres positioned himself 
101 it. the irrepiessible Rossi 
sweived his body and the ball to the 
right, without letting it touch the 
ground It beat Peres all the way 
( 1 - 2 ) 

There was still time left, but some 
of the Brazilian edge already seemed 
to have gone They did mount a 
massive offensive, pressing 10 men 
into attack, but first ’^alcao. then 
Socrates and Zico and Eder kept 
trying to beat Zoff, but to no avail 
Eder's fieekick was the closest on 
target, out that stinging shot was 
held by Zoff, although it came pen 
lously close to the goal-lin e

E ngland faltered on the bunk 
of gi eater glory, allowing an out- 
of-foim West Germany to coast into 
the semi-finals of the l?th World 
Cup This was all because there was 


no one in the England squad who 
could score a goal against Spain, the 
hosts and peihaps the worst team in 
the second phase of the competition 
As things tuined out, Spain put in 
the best peiformancc they weie cap 
able of in this last match of the 
second phase of the competition 

The Barnabeu is capable of hold¬ 
ing 90,800 people There weren't 
many empty spaces in the tei races as 
the two teams took the field The 
match was exiiemely important for 
England, because West Geimatiy af¬ 
ter holding England, had beaten 
Spain 2 1 Naiuralh, England had to 
sun b\ t^o clear goals to enter the 
semis Fill Spain, there was the ten¬ 
sion of an umiappv football exercise, 
which began wPh a hard earned, 
refeiee-aided 1-1 diaw with unp*e- 
tentious Ilonduias and i.untinued 
through one victory and one defeat 
before the second-stage encounter 
with Germany They badly needed to 
salvage some of their honour in 
home ground ccniditions 

But, apart ftom the mathematical 
interest, there was nothing of note in 
this encountei That is, apart from 
the spectacle'of Spain missing more 
and easier chances ot scoring than 
England 

If Spain had had a good strikei, 
theie IS no knowing wnat the uhi 
mate lesuit would have been They 
would then not have had to watch 
helplessly as Alonso missed a hat- 
trick of sitters These, added to the 
four other easy chances that Satrus- 
tegiii and Santiana missed, sums up 
the numbei of scoring opportunities 
that came Spain's was each time 
they counter-attacked In contiast, 
En^and had four possibilities, but 


each time, thev eithei shot or headed 
wide, 01 put the ball in the path of 
the bundle of nerves that Spanish 
captain Arcanada was He was so 
shaky, he even fisted awav a curving 
corner that was hteralU floating to¬ 
waids him 

But, England ^whu looked danger¬ 
ous only after Trevor Brooking and

A LTHOUCvII ihe fust set ot soccer 
rules was cliawn up in Diitain in 
the nineteenth Leiuur>, rheie is men 
tion of the game's existence—albeit 
informal—in some inteiestmg coi 
ners ot the world 
The earliest evidence, withoiii 
doubt, comes fiom China, where a 
game called isu chu finds mention in 
lecords dating back to two centuries 
prior to the birth of Christ The word 
tw means to kick, while chu means a 
ball and this game was pursued 
keenly bv C hinese soldiers who used 
goals made oi bamboo poles and 
netting Those who pertornied well 
were rewaided with piomotions and 
piedictablv enough, loseis weie 
sometimes punished, oil though the 
recoids do not go into details on this 
score 

The lapanese also plaved a similai 
game and l>v the turn of the seventh 
centuiy, it had developed into 
keniriii, a game plaved on an actual 
pitch Fach coriiei of ihe pitch was 
marked out with a tiee a pine 
cheiis, maple and, of couise, i wil 
low As a iiiatiei or fact, one cannot 
help hut a under if C hina and Japan 
actuallv plaved against each othei 
befoie the biiih of Chiist 
The ancient (heeks and Romans 
also had then equivalent of the 
game The (iieeks called it upiskvios 
and the Komaiis leteiiecl to ii as

for a game ol luggei, but he leplied 
that he would prefer “soccer", an 
instant corruption of the word ' asso- 
ciatioir* and the name appealed to 
popular fancy and snick 
Piofessionalism was not legalised 
in Britain until 18HS and the gieai 
teams and players of rhe early \eais 
of organised soccer were aittiallv the 
old boys of the public school teams

That is how SHEKHAR MEHTA, the five-time winner of the toughest 
rally in the world, the Kenyan Safari, looks upon hfe on the circuit. 
HARESH MUNWANI met him in Bombay recently 


S HEKHAR MEHTA, the man Hhd 
hds won the giuellmg Kenyan 
Safari car rally ten the last foui years 
in succession—and five times in all- 
does nut look a bit like a cai lalU 
driver Bespectacled, and blessed 
with a waistline that would do c >edit 
to a piosperous businessman, Mehta, 
by winning the Kenyan Satan, lonsi 
dcied the toughest event on the tally

In recent years many boxers 
have earned millions by success 
ful marketing strategies The 
ttend was set oy Muhammad A7i, 
who pulled all the possible stunts 
he could^ to am act the box office 
He had talent^ will and charisma 
Some others like Larry Holmes, 
Ken Norton and Joe Frazier did it 
the hard way, by trading 
thousands of punches over the 
years A few like Leon Spinks and 
Sugar Ray Leonard earned their 
title /iff/irs by winning the Olym- 
pit gold mnals which brought 
them to public attention But sea¬ 
ting up an unknown and inexpen- 
enced local fighter tor a 10 md 
lion dollat purse and a ^0 million 
dollar fight almost overnight is a 
promotional miracle Even the 
hot AlhFiJzier fi^t had only 
grossed 21 million The marketing 
of Gerry Cooney surpasses even 
Sugar Ray Leonard's phenomenal 
promotion in box office 

T hey sell real estate in the New 
Yiirk area and have two thingh in 
common a love foi boxing and 
eccentricity People call them “The 
Wacko Twins *' But Mike Jones (46) 
and Dennis Rapport (36) have made 
history in anotner field, by packag¬ 
ing an unknown boxer from a New 
York subuib and sellkng4im for 10 
million dollars for his first major 
bout Today, the world knows Gerrv 
(looney as much as any other boxing 
celebnty of the past few decades 
The irony is even mote baffling 
when one look* at the recent covers 
of the leading magazine* in America 
Time featured Cooney with Sylves¬ 
ter Stallone, the hero of Rockey ID 
on Its cover Spoits Illustrated, the 
country's leading sports publication, 
assigned the front cover to Cooney 
and reserved the inside fold of ifie 
cover for undefeated champion, Lar¬ 
ry Holmes The list could go on if 
lesser known magazines and 
periodicals were inclimcd in the list 
The packaging and marketing of 
Gerry Cooney has been one of the 
most astounding feats of modern 
sports promotion

This IS where Jones and Dennis 
Rappoit come into the story The\ 
were leal estate hiokeis working m 
the Long l*>Unil area with a mutual 
interest in boxing Ihey decided to 
go into boxing piomcition tugethei 
and signed the 1976 Olympic light¬ 
weight champion, Howard Davis, 
and negotiated a two million dollar 
deal from the CBS telivision net¬

The New i^ork Press has tons of 
stones about the ecceniiu stunts ot 
these two men One of iheir clients, 
the 1968 Olympic lightweight cham 
pion, Ronnie Harris, could not get a 
tight So they dressed up a fellow 
businessman in a goiilla outfit and 
lef him loose in Madison Sqiiaie 
Garden during a fight Teddy Bren 
ncr, the matchmakei at the Gaiden, 
had to give them a fight to get them 
off his back Harris did not get too 
fai, but at least Das is got a title

It was at this point that they signed 
local boy Gerry Counev in 1976, aftei 
two months of negotiations They 
igreed to advance him 200 dollars a

Faulty planning Is our 
undoing 

In an exclusive interview with SARAJIT DEB, the 
Indian football ace PRASUN BANERJEE recounts 
his experiences at the various Asiad preparatory 
camps held so far and assesses India’s perform¬ 
ances at the recent tournaments abroad 


SPORTSWORLD Let iib start from 
the beginning During the Nationals 
at Cuttack, it Has announced that 
the All India Football Federal ion 
would conduct a camp for the Asiad 
probables What did >ou, as a player 
who has represented the rountr} for 
quite some time, think of the idea?

PB Yes, you aie ahsolutelv right 
Attei the Calcutta plavers left the 
camp, those who staved on were 
promised about those trips and sub 
sequentlv thev weie cancelled It did 
have a bad effect on them What did 
thev practise tor^ Obviously to sc' 
cute a berth in the* team for the two 
trips and thus established them 
selves fiillv But, since those two | 
nips were cancelled, thev did not get 
that oppoituriiiv \hout the second 
question I think that it must have 
always been on the minds oi the 
playeis, and they must nave felt 
unsure To overcome this, the tups 
should have been on li would have 
helped them get a leel of inteiiia 
tional standaicJs 

SW For the Secunderabad camp, 
seven of those playeis were selected,

PB The «.dmp was situated inside 
a cantonment area All arrange 
inenis ihev made were fine The 
board and lodging facilities were 
good but theie weie some proble<ns 
First and foremost, the ground Ic 
was tar from satistactoi v Good, svs- 
teiuatic piacticc was not possible 
rhi‘ soil wao vciv haid and dry with 
no glass at all We used to have 
practice in two sessions, in the morn 
ing and evening, and they weie quite 
iiiesome, mainlv because ot the 
round Ihe studs of the boots were 
amaged every now and then Okav, 
we had extia pan ot bcKits, but how 
manv can a player carry^ Thiee 01 
four pan But still we fell short 
bc^cause the studs were rendered 
useks eierv second day And when 
we practised with those boots, we 
injured our nails In the eitd, what 
happeni^d was that the players could 
not pel form well 


In addition, we faced another 

B roblem, that of lack of recreation 
lost (if us weie from middle class 
families where the whole atmos¬ 


phere IS very free We stay with our 
family, mix with our frienas and are 
always very relaxed But in the can¬ 
tonment aiea, there were too many 


restrictions and this depiessed us to 
some extent And it psychologically 
affected oui performance 


The idea of having residential 
camps IS veiy good The English and 
German players are usually coached 
in this way But thev are used to the 
set-up It the camp had staited after 
the last Asian Games in Bangkok, the 
players would have grown used to it 
and would not have felt so de 
pressed 

SW Before Ihe team left for the 
Merdeka tournament, it played two 
matches at Calcutta and one at 
Knshnanagar, but they could not 
perform well What do you think 
were the reasons^ 

PB. It IS title rluiT the team did not 
plav well in those matches, but the 
wav the spectators leacted, it 
seemed that tne national team was a 
loieign side We liaidly leceived anv 
support In fact, we weic booed for 
OUI mistakes and this affected the 
moiale of the ream Yes I admit only 
the weakei teams should be given 
such vocal support, hut at the same | 
time It must not he forgotten that we 
were the national team ^oon going to 
plav in a luuinament abioaci, and we 
should have been enc out aged 

SW What was it like at the Mer- 
deka*^ 

PB We plaved leasonablv well 
considering the tact iliat it was the 
fust touinameiit we weie pla\iti(, in 
after the camp Iheie were a few | 
reasonsfoi our paitial success It was 
aftei a long time that the plaveis 
were kept togethei and had de¬ 
veloped uiiclei standing amongst 
themselves Ihe plavcis, turning 
fiom diffeient pi ovine es can come I 
close only it they stay together Thev | 
develop a tremendous team spirit, as 
It happens to players playing 
together foi a club Some people sav 
that a plavei performs bettei his 
club ^han foi his 1 ountrv I think the 
basic icgison is that plaveis ol the 
same club, by spending a lot of time 
together, prac tising togethei and 
thereby knowing each otliei's 
strength and weakncss(*s can help 
their colleagues liettei 

rheie was anothei important 
reason 1 had notn ed that in pievious 
touinaments the Indian team usually 
fights veiy haid for the first few 
minutes and then in the last 20 
minutes, they suddenly get tired out 
The main leason for this is lack ot 
stamina This is anoihei front where 
we were sound at rhe Meideka Hav¬ 
ing done intensive training, the sta¬ 
mina of the playeis had impioved to 
a considerable degree And that was 
the mam reason why we could fight 
till the very end

T he World Cup has brought up 
one very important aspect ut 
the game which Indians will do 
well to learn. This is called the 
set-piece situation, where hours 
of (lailv practice brings perfection 
in the air of beating the opposi¬ 
tion through deceit Take the case 
of a freekick from well outside 
the penalty area Whilo in India, 
one has seen just two or three 
variations in taking this, the 
World Cup showed several coun¬ 
tries doina wonders with it A 
direct kidc would also pot be 
taken direc^, if the opposition 
expeaed it. There could be a pass 
to someone standing square or in 
front, or a lob behind the defence 
wall or even a move involving up 
m four players—ell obviously 
kiMVviBg what they were to do 
before die flnal smM at goal was 
tmn. This coidd involve several 
ovmna runs by players other 
than the four participating in ilia 
move. 

The comer kick was another 
situation which could be used to 


great advantage, as long as sever¬ 
al alternative were found. Even 
such an apparently innocuous 
thing as the throw anywhere near 
the opposing penalty area could 
be utinsed to catch the defence 
on the wrong foot These arts 
were perfected by the Europeans 
and the Latin Americans, though 
the Europeans came up with more 
venations. That is, with the ex¬ 
ception of Brasil. Whereas every 
team studied video tapes of their 
opponenu to discover the varia¬ 
tions they used, none of them 
could really predict what the 
Brasilians would do In a long 
tournament like the World Cup, 
there is the possibility of the 
opporidoiifindiiiu out the various 
eiftemetives uaM by e miticular 
team. That is vdM tha BrasiUans 
could be termed the best, because 
they hardly ever repeated a set- 
piece manoeuvre They didn’t

Tour Review 


The summer of all-rounders 


The recent series boiled down, with the passing of the Tests, into a personai 
struggie between the aii-rounders. Cricket benifited though the competition 
between the two sides never suggested much excitement. A CORRESPON¬

Botham has been 
in one mniinunus appointment with 
success since the Bangalore Test last 
year—and lead onward, albeit indi¬ 
vidually 10 a summer to icmember 
When the question of Kapil's re- 
jusenation comes up one is le 
minded gieatly of that miserable 
\isir of, 1979 when fiankly he had 
become the target of much indulgent 
advice with the result that his natu¬ 
ral faculties were being hindered

He had begun to worry fai too much 
about the swing of the ball and had 
extended carenee batting to a de¬ 
gree ot exaggeiated caution The 
lesult was that he failed at what 
might |ust have won him anv gamble 
with hands tied behind his back and 
with the oppnn«»nts breathing tire 
down his neck At The Oval, thiec 
yeais ago, when just a tew runs 
sifted between India and victory 
Kapil was sent in in the hope that he

record time, run away with the Man 
of the Match award and made sure 
that the senes was squaied. ‘‘When I 
asked for instructions.” he went on 
record after his once-in a lifetime 89 
at Lord's, this year, “the captain 
said, ‘Carry on exactly how you 
feel' ” Sunil Gavaskar could not have 
done his lieutenant and his country 
more eood 

For fan Botham, on the other hand. 
It was just one oi those summers, if 
you have read the newspapers in 
1981 and know exactly what 1 am 
talking about His lowest score in the 
series was 67 and he batted in an 
incredible crescendo, his batting 
permed considerably with a touch oi 
tesponsibility Not exactly utilita¬ 
rian, something unique, something 
veiy much of his own When his 
sledgehammer hitting compelled the 
Indian captain to send his men pack¬ 
ing into a defensive field designed to 
cut oft the fours, Botham would quite 
natuially leveit to his tapand-iuii 
delicacies 

The result was that Gavaskar ne\- 
er hit upon the master equation, had 
his bowling edited around while the 
f'tlduneii competed amongst them¬ 
selves tor the mo^t number ot catch¬ 
es di upped A lespoiisible membei 
of the Boaid went on lecoid before 
the team had embaiked that this was 
the best Indian fielding side that was 
being sent abinad You weie sar.e it 
Viiu had not believed him 



Coming back to Botham, the shot 
tened tout of thret Tests onK seised 
to alleviate the Indian <»' discomfiture 
against Botham's increasing halting 
hashi ba/oukei \ In his last nine in 
nings against India he has reached 
the fitly inaik in as many as eight, 
comprising which die two hundieds 
and one double centuiy It mas send 
the statistical souls scuiiving to 
know th.it had Botham been able to 
coiiveit !iis second innings at 
Calcutta, last wintei, into a half 
bundled he would have bv now been 
the lecipient of manv an accolade 
His double ceniur> would have 
bi ought up his ninth successise in 
nings of ovei fifty and that would 
been a woi Id recoid, leas mg T verton 
Weekes way behind and unawares 
So much tor responsibility, dash and

Digressing to the rest, one finds 
that Dilip Doshi fared well after the 
Lord's Test and proceeded to cap¬ 
ture his Test best at Old Trafford 
But It must be brought to notice that 



also to blame partly for his poor 
bowling in the first Test was his 
captain himself When the hreeie 
was pushing the vanes just where it 
svould have made Doshi frisk in dee 
and from an end where the slope 
would have made minutes difficult 
for England’s front-liners. Gavaskar 
had him despatched to the other end 
and threw the ball to Shastii to leap 
his favourite conditions Some days 
later, Robin Marlar subtly put it 
across in The Tunes ‘‘Doshi, who 
continually has to win Gavaskar’s 
esteem ” You bet there was a catch 
somewhere' 

Another Indian bowler, more bla¬ 
tantly noticeable by the end of the 
senes, was about the opening fiasco 
Nayak’s promotion to the magic slot 
did have many brows curving up¬ 
wards in the Press Box and rightly, 
too This has been one facet of the 
tour that Gavaskar would like to 
forget very soon IIis ankle-busi 
made it possible tni some of the 
lesser lights to bask in the sunshine 
hi^er up That made it eight open¬ 
ers for India in 10 Tests During the 
last Test when the manager ui the 
Indian team was asked to comment 
about Ghulam Parkar, the reply was 
forthcoming that Parkar was a 
talented opening batsman and an 
efficient club wicketkeepei Where 
do they Ntait reciuiting from these 
days’ 

When the Indian team returns 
home—most of them aie off to the 
United States—there will be trying 
rimes for many but caipets of red 
will be laid out for one—Sandeep 
Patil His gamble before the Old 
Trafford encounter was one that 19 
out of 20 captains would never have 
taken And Patil, so mysteriously 
chosen under the garb of an addi¬ 
tional medium pacer, was not given a 
bowl but proceeded to hit up one of 
the most powerful hundreds against 
an Indian’s name He had begun with 
a rasping square-cut for three, thus, 
emphasising a vital truth that he had 
very little to lose under the circumst 
ances Confidence returned as fast as 
the shots—at one stage it was 24 runs 
in an over of Willis'—and the man 
was made Patil, svho at one time was 
giving Dilip Doshi serious competi¬ 
tion in finishing last in the tour 
averages ended up at the dirzy top of 
the Test averages from either side* 

They say thet when a man is dying 
his life passes from in front of him in 
a swift panorama If there is any 
truth in It then this writer shall most 
certainly see Kapil heaving Botham 
into the galleries at Lord's, Botham 
in turn acknowledging cheers for his 
200, pug-nosed Malhotra’s face 
shooting a grin from ear to-ear with 
Patil’s incr^ible century coming up 
and lastly—how can it be formt- 
ten?—Gavaskar being led off wiui a 
dismembered ankle at The Oval. 
And in that order, too It was 
appropriate, the end, that is. It, more 
or less, summed it up for India.

ting ” But at Nottingham what gave 
the gamble awav was the bowling as 
the other department stood up to 
acquit Itself fairly successfully and 
at one junctuic, when Mohsin Khan 
and Miidassai Nazar had put up 
moie than a 100, the outcome 
seemed to lie d«*finitely outlined and 
the visitors home and dry 

Both the Pakistani openers had 
enjoved, till this part of the itiner¬ 
ary, a very successful visit and this 
leg was no exception Mndassar 
Narar had stood out with a high 
degree of consistency, scoring 211 
versus Sussex ai.d 16^ against Gla¬ 
morgan, both nor nut' Monsin Khan, 
who reached his highest Test score 
earliei in the yeai showed signs of 
finally having been elevated to 
matin Itv after his two century in¬ 
nings of 151 and 165 on this tour and 
a near three figuie one against 
Somerset As many as 102 were built 
on by the two in tiers' tandem befoic 
Mudassar Na/ar's iiinmng himself 
out brought toi war d the first signs of 
a setback Mudassar Nazai had 
walked too fai down the wicket and 
when MohsmS return shot down the 
pitch was stopped by the bowler— 
England's newest ‘catch*—Eddie 
Hemminfis. the son ot the former 
Pakistani opener at 51 was caught m 
no man's land and tar awav from 
home 

Mohsin Khan was swallowed by 
the pavilion almost immediatelv af¬ 
ter Just one ball later, when he was 
standing three luns short of an immi¬ 
nent half-century, he tried to find a 
gap in Willis' field with a drive off 
Botham bui in trvingto foice across 
the line, miscalculated and his mid¬ 
dle stump was wrecked 

Pakistan lunched at 128 for two 
after which the blitzknog was taken 
up in the light earnest by Zaheer 
Anbas There were flashes of the 
elegance of yoie coupled effectively 
with the one-day mood before 
Zaheer, at 53, was trapped in front 
and Derek Pringle had claimed his 
fust wicket of the match 

Though there was little ot 
pyrotechnics on an extended lease 
after that, bits and pieces from Mian- 
dad (28), Majid Khan (23) and Imran 
(16 not out) were forthcoming till at 
last Pakistan consumed their 55 
overs, gathered a round 250 for six 
wickets before occupying them-

mate might not have been attended 
hv success had it not been foi Allan 
Lamb He has been in wonder! ill 
link iiglir through the sunimei and 
picked up from his Oval hundied 
with aniithei in Lngland’s hour of 
hopt I amb has always bi en noted 
tor his e\( eptional ease and this he 
had exemplified nevei better than in 
the Lord's 'Lest in June, when he 
diove Kapil Dev foi a foui off the 
veiv fust ball of the last moining in 
England's moments of unceitainty 
f)n this occasion he demonstrated a 
stern ft Ore of temperament beyond 
aigumr lit, his unusually efficient 
118 devoid of anv visiblcL trace of 
tentativeness oi naked error Mike 
Gatnng who at present has treated 
his place among the top of the Coun¬ 
ty averages more as a pre-emptive 
right than as a matter of skill and 
some luck chipped in with some 
chunky support and England made 
the day, as many as 7 5 oveis before 
estimated schedule 

I MRAN KHAN'S threat of making 
the English pay the puce for Kash¬ 
mir—a histoiical contention with its 
roots in the Mountbatten era—took 
another jolting when hu tiusted 
generals tailed him and perished in 
the attempt of making a firm bid to 
square tlie one-day series That made 
It the fourth win for England in as 
many matches this summer in over- 
limit games and if thinu go as salub- 
nously in Australia this winter, it 
would need no exertion for even a 
phlegmatic brain to predict as to who 
shall be the favourites for the 
Prudential Cup, next year 
Unlike the encounter at Trent 


Bndge, it was England who set the 
pace at Manchester and finally drew 
the net of errois around the visitors 
much too earlv for then comfort 
And for England the points of satis¬ 
faction must havb brewed from the 
success stories and the resurrection 
of Mike Garting, blossoming to the 
extreme now in a role that is not too 
unfamiliar with his method of bel¬ 
ligerence The other man to have 
saved the selectois some embarass- 
ment was Derek Pringle, the topic of 
much mulfled discussion in journa- 
listic gathenngs Finally, the lad, 
light out from Cambridge with a 
light blue wrist band to hi^light the 
daring blood of south andadveitise 
growing adventiiie, came good after 
many a tentative probing down the 
pitch 

lalking ot Qadir brings an engros¬ 
sing aspect to tmnd This leg-spinner, 
spinning webs that would have n vai¬ 
led that of a spiderN, has been 
reducing the most of England's bats¬ 
men to insomniacs Most of the crick¬ 
et writers, heie in England, are 
building up a professional iivalry 
between him and Ian Botham with a 
view to increasing gate returns and 
thii can reasonably be explained by 
this one-dav mate b itself Had Qadir 
been played and thrashed—Iqbal 
Qasim was bowled at Old Trafford 
and his eight overs yielded ^6 runs— 
the bubble would instantly have 
been piickcd and all tricks up Pakis¬ 
tan's long sleeve would have exposed 
themselves Instead, QaJir was con¬ 
veniently stored in cotton wool and 
expected to be leleased during the 
fust Test in the expectation ol put¬ 
ting the majority cn England's bats¬ 
men to seed The theorv may well 
succeed English batsmen, who are 
by now known for their mstant dis¬ 
comfiture at the sight of a leg spin¬ 
ner—Qadu captuied J4 wickets in 
the first live matches ot the tour— 
may lust lesnrt to inflated caution or 
indiscretioiiarv strokeplay and lose 
the day 

At Old Ti afford England, like <-ea- 
soned Thespians peifoiming in front 
of a swelling crowd of 20,000, ran up 
an incredible 29S which is seldom 
betteied in one-dav cncounteis And 
this time Gower vindicated Willis* 
perseverance, scored *13 and the cart 
was moving Tavare at the other end, 
usually the undemonstrative of bats¬ 
men, ran himselt oui with the team 
score at 32 but that did little to 
weaken England's k.ause Allan 
Lamb's 27, very typical tuns, com¬ 
pensated tor the damage while Gow¬ 
er perished, too only to allow an 
impatient Gatting to dig his gloved 
lingers deeper into Pakistan's 
throat This Middlesex batsman, the 
modern-day Little John light out 
from Sherwood Forest, started his 
plundering earlv and the tiend was 
set Botham, who had by then en¬ 
tered the fiay, made it rwosome and 
they ventured out together to make 
It a long aftenoon foi Pakistan and as 


embarrassing 

At lunch, Botham and Gatting 
were batting with 11 and 30 respec¬ 
tively and they immediately set out 
for the crash course after reinforce¬ 
ments Gatting made advancement 
to his personal score to reach 76 
wnthout much fuss while Botham 
leaded in a manner that has now 
become an accepted form of his 
attack rather than one reserved for 
junctures of overpressure He sent 
Qasim seienely ovei the top on two 
occasions but fell to Imran Khan, 
caught Wasim Raja, just on the 
verge of a half century off 27 balls 
Gatting failed to malw home and 
beat tne throw, run out, but that 
merely gave the lead to refreshed 
youngsters in the wing to breathe the 
air and prove themselves Piin^e 
made a well-compiled and unbeaten 
34, while Miller chipped in with a 26 
that stamped him out more as an 
all-rounder than as a tiiindler em¬ 
ployed in bleaks 

The target of beating En^and at 
an overly rate of 5 38 seemed Quixo¬ 
tic enough and Pakistan who re¬ 
vived in parts, did not seem to be 
equal ro it In a limited-over game 
though the tally of wickets is secon¬ 
dary, the rapid loss of a couple can 
do nothing but retard the steady 
advance towards the ultimate And 
so It was wiJi Pakistan, who lost 
then first two wickets within three 
runs after Mudassar Nazar and 
Mohsin Khan had applied them¬ 
selves fluently to a firm foundation 
of 52 in /ippy time There was partial 
restoration when Zaheer and Man- 
soor Akhtar—with a century before 
lunch under his belt in one of the 
County encounters—showed signs of 
getting set but Pringle edged out 
Abbas and, to chqck the flint to their 
chances, Mansoor Akhtar was run 
out Fiom then on, the struggle 
materialised itself and Majid was 
bowled for five by Miller 

A 60-run stand between skipper 
Imran Khan and Wasim Raia allevi¬ 
ated frustation, then mounting 
There was momentary hope when 
they flourished especially with 
dashing Rasa's flashing blade always 
a delight, keeping England's potency 
temporarily at bay with a tine 60 
Sadly, It never came to use Imran 
Khan, loo, failed to last out, falling to 
Miller's wiles for 31 The end of the 
story was at hand Naqqash, with no 
authentic pieieiisions to batting, ran 
himself out for only one, Ban fol¬ 
lowed with four but by then the 
spinnaker had sunk to 201 for eight 
wickets Iqbal Qasim contributed 13 
until the fight spluttered out at 222, 
Pakistan being beaten by 73 runs 

However, this is not reason enough 
for hoisting the flags of mournina 
Very much like the fates of their 
geographical neighbours, Pakistan 
coiud show their truer shades with 
the coming of the Tests And if they 
do then it shall be a summei to

DAVIS CUP 

Swedes fnlect a teuch 
of fresSiness 

GEORGE K. GEORGE reports on how the United 
States scraped past rivals Sweden 


A S Che ItaJians and Ameiicdns 
weie euing cra/y un the streets 
of cities like Ncis Yoik, celebrating 
Italy's World Cup soccer victors, a 
>oun|* American patiiot isas waging 
the longest battle of his caieer in St 
Louis John Patrick Mctnioe, Ir , at 
this time was carrying his countrv 
almost single-handedly to the semi 
finals of the Davis Cup artci a six- 
and-a-half-huur duel against Mats 
Wilandci of Sweden 
It was an ordeal foi McEnroe and 
the tennis enthusiasts who were 
glued to their teles ision sets soon 
after the orld Cup finals It was the 
final match of the second round ue 
between Sweden and the U S with 
both countries tied, two matches 
apiece 

The match which lasted six hours 
and M minutes, and 79 games with a 
32 game third set levcaled how im- 
poitant the Oasis Cup has become 
once again lohn McKnioe and Mat^ 


Wilandei had more than personal 
reputations at stake in this en- 
countei 

4 win or a loss would not make any 
substantial difference to their 
careers But, the ciucial final match 
would have a profound impact on 
this year’s Davis Cup It was impor¬ 
tant foi the touinament that McEn¬ 
roe and his team-mates stayed alive 
in It, to keep it going in full swing till 
the finals 

’‘Davis Cup matches in the fifth set 
IS what tennis is all about,’* said U S 
captain Arthur Ashe “The fifth set 
separates the men tiom the boys " 

Indeed it did Sweden had a team 
of “boys “ The oldest player in the 
team was Anders Jarryd, who will be 
21 in another week French cham 
pion Mats Wilandei (17) and doubles 
playei Hans Simonsson aie still boys 
when compared to most Das is Cup 
players But the lads gave the men 
the scare of then lives, befoie con 


ceding a 2-3 victory 

Before Wimbledon, there were 
rumours that Bjorn Borg would play 
foi Sweden But once again the mys¬ 
tery man was missing The burden 
fell on one of the youngest Davis Cup 
teams in history toi the second time 
this year But Wllander’s miracle at 
Pans had given the Swedish team an 
unexpected shot in the arm 

In the opcmiiig singles, John McEn- 
loe had a taiily easy win over Jarryd 
after a 10 8 fust set Wilandei level¬ 
led the match score with a 8 4, 7-5, 
)&, 3-8, 6-0 display against Eliot 
Teltscher The relentless baseline 
game of the Swede prevailed over 
the skill of the Amencan In then 
only pieviiius meeting, Teltschei had 
won 6-X 6-0 But that was before 
Pans 1982 

llie doubles was indeed a one 
sided affair McEnioe teamed up 
with his reguiai partnei Peiei Mem- 
ing It was then first match aftei 
their loss in the Wimbledon finals 
The b-4, 6 3, 6 0 scoie is ample in¬ 
dication of the ease with which they 
oveicame Jan yd and Simonsson In 
the beginning of the match himons 
son held seive at love He looked the 
stronger oi the < ombmation, but it 
was his seive that the Americans 
bioke in the fust set to take the lead 

He was hfokeii again in the fourth 
game of the seconil set That gas’e 
the Americans all lead Ihe thud 
set was McEnioe and Fleming all the 
wav Everything they did was just 
light and it was a clean sweep 

So fat the tie seemed to be going 
the American w.iy But befoii the 
revelsc^ singles began on Sunday, 
riouble had staited Lliot Teltschei, 
who was scheduled to meet |arr>'d 
was out of the tie During piactice he 
had suffered from ’auite tendinitis 
of the lumbago muscle,'* which is

Then the unexpected happened 
Mats Wdander took the third set 
17-lS It was shockina, frustrating 
end frightening It looked as if the 
mighty United States would be 
humiliated by a bunch of kids from 
Sweden The ghost of Bjom Borg 
seemed to loom over the Checker- 
dome The crowd f rose in silence and 
watched helplessly as John McEnroe 
put everything he had into it, with¬ 
out luck 

This IS how It went Wilander held 
serve in the first ume and McEnroe 
took the second Then he broke 
Wilander to lead 2-1 At this stage, 
he was in full command, doing every¬ 
thing the way he wanted In* the 
SOTenth game McEnroe had four 
break points against Wilander But 
the latter fought off four deuces and 
held serve It was the turning point 
in the match 

Then Wilander broke McEnroe’s 
serve to level at 4-4 That was the 
beginning of the maiathon Both 
players held serve for the next 23 

S mes McEnroe had break points in 
ree different games But Wilan- 
der*s patience pi evaded on all these 
occasions Finally, in the 32nd game, 
McEnroe double faulted at break 
point and Wilander accepted the 
favour with gratitude 

That setback upset the rhythm of 
McEnroe's game He seemed de¬ 
jected Wilander capitalised on the 
lapse and took the third set 6-3 m 
just 33 minutes 

The fifth set began with Wilander 
in command once again He held 
McEnroe at deuce four times and 
held an advantage But McEnroe 
managed ro hana on to hold serve 
McEnroe reacted to a call by lines- 
woman Edie Brown by hitting the 
ball past her and umpire Bob Jenk¬ 
ins of Wimbledon fame penalised 
him a point The crowd roared in 
total disapproval of the umpire’s 
gesture and cheered wildly as their 
hero produced a couple of winners 

Then he broke Wilander’s serve, 
the first time in 40 games, to com¬ 
mand a crucial 2-0 lead But Wilan- 
der broke him back in the very next 
with some excellent passing shots 
from the baseline The crowd 
cheered McEnroe all the way 
through the next few games and 
victory was in sight as he held serve 
in the 13th game with two aces 

Then he broke Wilander to take 
the match and the quarter-final tie 
As a weak return by wilander hit the 
net, John McEnroe jumped on the 
shoulders of Arthur Ashe like a little 
kid who couldn’t hide his emotions 
It looked so much unlike John 
McEnroe 

This was the longest match of 
McEnroe’s career It was also the 
lonust Davis Cup match since the 
chauenge round format ha^ been 
eliminated.

What Wilander couldn’t do in spite 
of the 2-hour 39-minute maratnon 
set—namely pull off an upset at this 
year’s Davis Cup quaiter-finals— 
came from Yannick Noah of France 
Noah bea* the Czechs with the help 
of his new doubles partner Henri 
Lanconte He began the campaign by 
beating Ihomas Smid Then he had 
the doubles sictory over Smid and 
Pavel SI 0 .. 1 I After this he took on 
Lendl who had beaten Thierry 
Tulasne in a five-setter Noah’s 6-2, 
3-6,7-9,6-3,6-4 victory gave France a 
3-1 lead over the most formidable 
team of the year The final match 
between Smid and Tulsane ended as 
Smid led i-2 in the fust set The 
French youngstei, who had suffered 


from sunstroke retired, at this stage 

As the Czechs were being elimin¬ 
ated in Pans, New Zealand overcame 
Italy 3 2 at Cervia, Italy Chris Lewis 
clinched the series against New Zea¬ 
land by beating veteran Ardnano 
Panatta, to record the best Kiwi 
show in the Davis Cup 

Austiaha prevailed over Chile by 
sweeping the first thrUe matches 
The reverse singles prcfved to be 
more exciting as Mailc Fdmoiidson 
lost to Ricardo Acuna in five sets 
But John Fitzgerald was in no mood 
for a giveaway In the final match he 
played five sets to overcome Pedro 
Rebolledo It was a gruelling affair 
as both players went at each other as 
if It were a final with high stakes 
involved Incidentally, it was the 
first time that Acuna had played on 
grass 

New Zealand will meet France in 
Paris and the U S A will take on the 
Austialians in Perth Playing in 
Perth will not be to the advantage of 
the Amei leans But the Davis Cup 
means so much to Ashe and McEnroe 
that they will pull all the tricks out 
of their bag to move to the finals 

This lound of the Davis Cup cer¬ 
tainly belonged to the younger gen¬ 
eration of players Their presence 
and performance have given vitality 
and glamou r to the Davis Cup 
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Italian Renaissance

W ITH le^ard to the new setup 
involving 24 teams in the final 
stages oi the Woild Cup. 1 would like 
to point out that the svsteni has its 
disadvantages as well as obvious 
advantages It means that more than 
50 matches have to be played over a 
period of three weeks and 1 personal 
Iv feel that this places too gieat a 
demand on the players One must 
lemembei that these men aie re- 

a uired to maintain peak form over 
ftis period and the moie drawnout 
the tournament, the grearei the de¬ 
mands on physical fitness and stami¬ 
na No man or team for that mattei 
can ever hope to plav a world class 
tournament for such a lung penod 
Howes er,on the other hand, it does 


have certain plus points There have 
been a lot oi newcomeis in the World 
Cup aiena and most of them have 
acquitted themselves very well, like 
Algeria, Ctmeioon a«id Kuwait 
No leal assessment is possible be 
cause oi the vast ness of the tourna¬ 
ment aiid all that is possible is for 
one to review the matches one has 
seen One point that I should like to 
emphasise is that some teams started 
our brilliantly but faded out as the 
tournament went on The prime 
otfenders in this lespect were Brazil, 
while otheis like the new World Cup 
champions Italy, started out on a 
verv defensive note but came out 
bnlhaiitlv at the end 
One must, of course.touch on what 


happened to Brazil They were wide¬ 
ly regarded as the favourites to de¬ 
throne Argentina, but they inexplic- 
dblv tailed to do so The tuining 
point of this World Cup tournament 
was the match between Braril and 
Italy The Brazilian players by natuie 
play an attacking game and even 
though they only really needed a 
draw in this game, one never really 
expected them to plav with that 
intention dominating then style nt i 
play It IS impossible for a side to 
change its attitude to the game, tui ' 
this IS something that is alwavs de¬ 
veloping I woiilci not say that their 
defeat was due to any bad planning 
by ioacli Icle Santana but because 
oi the shot twommgs ot the player i 
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themselves Thev mddc oii«> icry 
plenuMitiirs tdLtKaJ blunder 
They coiicentrAieil on the atmck and 
seemed to igpore rhe basu need to 
fiill back m defence whcneser le 
quirrd Tele Sanlana v\ds lileraJh 
sheutiiijf hiinseli hoai se on the &ide 
hues tor his plavers to fall back, but 
lhe\ paid no heed to what In- aras 
saving It uds not surprising, then, 
that thev paid the puce foi their 
fallv 

Tisn ot the goals that Italy *«ioied 
gainst '-hem in tins match weie lirei- 
ally gilts on a platter One of these 
was a bad erroi on the pair of the 
Bra/iliJii goalkeeper, Waldii Petes 
As IS commonly known. South Amei- 
icaii custodians are traditionally 
weak, but this was really surprising 
In particular, the second goal scored 
by Italy was one that 1 should like to 
desciibe, as this will amply illustiare 
the fashion in which the game was 
played The Brazilians had posses¬ 
sion of the ball and the right back 
and the right stoppei back weie 
passing between eacn other In an 
attempt to find their own left stop- 
pel, they crossed the ball and here 
thev made an elementary erior 
While doing so, they failed to notice 
that the Italian demger man, Paolo 
Rossi was lurking in the area 

The latter obviously seized the 
chance, for it was clear that such a 
lapse on the part of the Brazilians 
would not come again in a hurry He 
shot past Peres and that, literally. 


was the last nail in the Biazilians* 
coflin 

Brazil did nut deserve to emerge as 
the will Id champions Any side that 
plays in such a fashion should be 
written off immediaiulv It is nor iust 
good football that makes a champion 
side It IS also one's appiuach to the 
game irsell One feels soiiy foi them 
but then, that is how soccei is played 
at the highest level No team will 
allow you to make a mistake and get 
away with it Plasing the wav they 
weie, Biazil could not hope to take 
the trophy home But they are a 
wonderful side and will be a threat 
for years to come 
They were a very caiefiee side dui 
ing the whole touiiiameni and that is 
what, in the ultimate analysis, 
hiough^ about then downfall At the 
same time, howevei, I would like to 
mention that I was very impressed 
with their second goal against Italy 
in the same encounter In my opin¬ 
ion, it was the best goal of the World 
Cup Thev were outnumbeied in the 
Mliiation, to Stan with, as there were 
only hve Brazilians in the picture 
against seven Italians Converting a 
situation like this is what counts and 
Brazil pulled this off with the style 
and panache that makes them such a 
difficult side to beat Even though 
this Itself was a biilliant goal, they 
should have exerted themselves that 
little bit more and had they suc¬ 
ceeded in that, perhaps we would 
have witnessed'^ a Brazil West Ger- 
manv final instead 


Undoubtedly, Italy was a deserv 
mg side They were by fai the most 
cautious team Thev were methodic 
al and well organised and most im 
portant of all, they always gave the 
impiession of plaving well wiihin 
themselves They weie an excellent 
side, yet they weie not as attractive 
to watch as say, the Brazilians They 
knew what their limitations were 
and they played according to this, 
organising their game and their tac¬ 
tics accordingly In addition, thev 
were the most effective side on view 
in Spam and in this iexpect, they 
wcie closely followed by both Poland 
and Russia 

Piiiely from the spectatoi view¬ 
point, the most attiatiise team to 
watch was, without a doubt, Bia 
zil However, France and Belgium did 
not lag far behind m this respect Bel 
gium played inspired football 
against the defending champions, 
Argentina in the opening encounter 
and that goal by the talented Frwin 
Vandenbergh scaled the fate of Pas- 
sarella's team Vandenbergh has 
been performing consistently for his 
country and has been largely in¬ 
strumental in Belgium’s successes on 
the Coninent and in Europe His goal 
uve Belgium incredible impetus, 
bur th^ did not quite fulfil expecta¬ 
tions after that magnificent showing 
against Argentina 

I was very-impiessed by the man¬ 
ner in which the Frencn handled 
their World Cup campaign Though 
their players were shot ter than the 
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othei supersiais on view« thc*y never 
allowed this to handicap them They 
wt»re ti haiisbreadth awav from en¬ 
tering the final ut the Woild Cup in 
that iiuly inciedihle match again&t 
West C*ermanv, ivhen they led 3-1 in 
ext I a time But it was at this stage 
that the (■timan coach, the expeii-

Cl ISIS A Cl ISIS It was, and how magni- 
ficentlv this stiiker responded 
It was patently clear to all and 
sundiv that the French were the 
luckless victims of bad lefeeiing 
OuTiiig the sudden death, the West 
Get man goalkeeper Schumacher had 
begun to move betoie the ball was 
kiAed, but the referee either failed 
to notice this oi chose to oveilnok it 
I think that the only people who 


were not aware of this were the three 
officials in whose hands the match 
rested 

All goalkeepers have now started 
moving before the actual kick is 
taken, because the ball-travels near¬

THE iwo pJavors who impres*ed 
me the most were Bruno Coots of 
Italy and the Argentine captain 
Daniel PassarelJa The latter was 
head and shoulders above otnei 
attacking deep defenders He c.iii 
beat anybody to the ball ami out 
jump his op^nenis Pas«>arella was 
outstanding in the air His accuiacy 
of heading needs to be admired and 1 
can think of at least six occasions 
when his headers hit the post Just a 
word about Mario Kempev ip my 
opinion, he is an overrated player, 
although he managed, with the help 
of a little luck, to score a few goals 
Brunu Conti was irrepressible He 
has the uncanny ability to play as a 
rovmg forwaid He is as impressive 
on the wing as he is as a stiiker 
Talkmg of strikers the two names 
that immediately come to mind are 
Zbigniew Boniek of Poland and the 
super star of Espana *82 Paolo Rossi 
Boniek’s hat-tnek was one of the best 
ever seen in the history of the World 
Cup. Rossi, as many rratball critics 
have sa*d, **smells” goals He is not 
the tallest of players but nullifies 
this disadvantage by fine oppor¬ 
tunism 

The only team that used a genuine 
positive winger were the West Ger¬ 
mans, in the form of Pierre Uttbars- 
ki The youngest player of the World 
Cup Norman Whiteside was a re- 




freshing sight in the Insh forward- 
line 

England played cup s^le football, 
and were so very different from 
other European teams 1 had read a 
lot about Ron Greenwood’s boys and 
was a tnfle disappointed with their 
pefformance The English rely on 
the conversion of centres to score 
their goals This is not always useful 
In their match against Spam, there 
must have been at least 30 occasions 
when the English floated die ball 
into the opponent’s penalty area 
from the wing This method has its 
drawbacks One must, however, 
admit that the Epglish forwards 
tned very hard to make the best of 
their chances 

Many people, I am sure, will be 
wondering whether I am going to 
implement any of the moves and 
tactics for the Indian team 1 will 
certainly try, but one cannot expect 
tfj change things overnight A lot 
depends on the ability of the player 
himself and 1 sincerely hope that the

Coming back to the World Cup 
under levipw, it was really unfortun¬ 
ate that Aigentina, Brazil and Italy 
found themselves in the same group 
111 rhe finul tound Here Italy pulled 
itt the two biggest upsets of the 
rouinament Cameroon, Kuwait and 
Algeria turned on brilliant perfoiin- 
iinces I fully sympathise with Alger¬ 
ia, as Germany and Austria con¬ 
spired to keep them out of the 
sLLond lound Even patriotic Ger¬ 
mans felt 'hat the match was fixed, 
football had been raped The 
Kuwaiti attack was very impressive 
but they would have reaped richer 
harvest if they played with a tidy 
defence 

A very important difference be¬ 
tween Indian football and that which 
I saw in the World Cup was the fact 
that unlike us the attackets play 
vers important roles in defence 
Even a striker tackles very hard and 
at no stage lets m On many an 
occasion we saw zico and Boniek 
tackling even harder than what our 
Indian defenders do Anothei essen¬ 
tial difference between the different 
approaches to football is best illus 
trated when we consider the role of 
coaches Here in India—not that I am 
complaining —the coach does not 
always have the final say Abroad, 
however, the coaches of teams have 
absolute authonty, and this is what 1 
particularly want to stress. He chalks 
out his programme, his assistants — 
everything is left up to him and no 
one inteimes, The whole function¬ 


ing of the team—strategy, tactics 
and moves aU woiked out by the 
coach The success of the team re¬ 
volves around him Take Enio Bear- 
zot for an example We all know very 
well that it was he who played the 
most important part in the Italian 
triumph in Madnd The victory was 
the culmination of many years of 
hard labour put in by Enao, who is an

the field against the famed red dc 
vils (a name that has stuck with the 
Belgians ever since the> started 
their not so distinguished World Cup 
campaign in 1910) And even after 
Vercauiereii and Vandenbergh had 
plundered and pillaged their penalty 
area, they could not recapture even a 
little of them 1978 form It was oniy 
after they moved ro Alicante's Jose 
Rico Perez Stadium that they reco¬ 
vered their composure On June 18, 
five days after the opening disaster, 
they showed glimpses of their true 
potential when they beat Hungary 
4-1 But the key factor here was the 
Hungarians' self-confidence, boin 
dut of the record-breaking 10-1 vic¬ 
tory ovei El Salvador and the basic 
error of allowing Diego Maiadona

The lldlun strategy was almost 
flawless They staiu d out by putting 
Centilc on Maradona, with specific 
insrr ui tions to stop him ans how 4nd 
the di ep cieb luler did that veiy well, 
though he did stretch things a bit 
when he elbowed the diminutive 
'genius' 111 the lace But he was 
ctleiiive and that is what profes 
sKiiialism i«- all about (lentile was 
not the Unix one. Though The Ita¬ 
lian^ seemed to adopt the policy of 
niggling rhei. opponents until they 
forgot lootball and indulged in a war 
of attrition 

Once thi^ was established, and 
once tht. Argentines resolxed to pa> 
thc*m back in their own com, the 
Italians began to play football again 
'Ihis was too much fur the South 
Ameiiians who toiiud themselve** 
two goals down A late tree kick 
conveision by Passarella was 
obviouslx not enough 

The Argentines then concentrated 
on the Brazil match, hoping that the 
lattei would then lose to Italy bx a 
bigger margin to allow them to enter 
the semi-finals But, of course, this 
never happened Instead the Brazi 
lians played their best game of the 
tournament Alter teasing and tor 
menting the Argentines in the first 
half, the Brazdiaiis heat them 11 
One Maradona was clearh not 
enough And Argentina had the du 
bious distinction of haxing in their 
ranks two players who were sum¬ 
marily dismissed from the ground— 
Americo Gallegu and Diego Marado¬ 
na himself, the f.rst in the game with 
Italy and the sc*conrl in what turned 
out to be then last match 

Apar* from then political mishap 
and the ageing of players, the Argen¬ 
tines undei Menoiti obviously did 
not prepare well enough fur the 
World Cup It was cleat that they did 
nut St II !y tht- games of then oppo¬ 
nents It was also clear that Taranti- 
ni, manning the left side of the deep 
defence, was not restrained fiom 
moving upfield by Menotti He 
proved a constant soiiue of danger 
to his own side when the chips were 
down, though he did play a useful 
rule in moulding attacks from be-

hind The woeful lack of fuim of 
Mario Kempes was another factor 
that weighed heavily on Maiadona, 
who was left largely to fend fur 
himself Only Osvaldo Ardiles stood 
out, trying to lie the loose ends uf the I 
defence logeth«.r and feed his for 
wards at the same time Passarella 
did have his moments of glory*, but 
he failed to galvanise his team into 
an instrument of attack 

Maradons-'s was a tale oi woe He 
was heralded into the World Cup as 
the biggest star But the managers of 
other teams worked out then own 
plans for him Throughout their cam 
paign, Maradona found himself 
being shadowed by one. sometimes 
two iilavers And he was never given 
much rcxim to manoeuvre To add to 
his misery, he found that he could 
not reach the dizzy heights he had so 
cjuickly climbed in tour years But in 
fairness, one has to admit that if exer 
a count was taken, it would be clear 
that he was the most fouled against 
player in the tournament—though 
one has to add in the same breath 
that this IS the lot of every player 
who distinguishes himself And play¬ 
ers like Pele had to suffer much 
more Pele was literally kicked out of 
the campaign in England in 196b, 
when Brazil made an early exit So, 
that was the sc>rry tale of Argentina 
Of course, Menntti will be sacked So 
will some of the playeis But Menotti 
would himself have quit— with a Hrm 
offer from bC Valencia in his pocket 
And the plavers themselves will find 
several places to go to—Europe or 
the North American soccer league 
bases 

But how far will sacking go to 
rearing another world-beating team'’ 
Argentina will have to look to the set 
of youngsters (Maradona included) 
who won the Wot Id Youth conipeti 
tion in 1980 and, of course, another 
manager But where will they get 
that spark of inspiration that led to 
the Buenos Aires triumph^ It was 
nowhere in evidence in Spam

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Spornng muddle 
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W HEN the need of the hour is to 
maintaiii a side comprising as 
many regular players as possible, 
Mohammedan Sporting found them- 
sehes with no other option but to 
suspend two of their stalwarts The 
suspension of Pern Dorji ami the 
Iranian Jamshed Nasirri has 
weakened both the defence as well 
as the fuiward line but the hard line 
taken bv the dull in question, is for 
mdn>, a welcome departure from the 
time, when leading players were con- 
sideied indispensanJc' 

Had this been solely a decision on 
the part of the Indian Football Asso¬ 
ciation league sub-committee, it 
would have been anothei matter 
altogethei, but the defending league 
champions have certainly estab 
lished a new tiend in disciplinary 
ac tion 

Both player^ had lecently taken 
ihe law into then own hands during 
then sides encounter against foi- 
inidablc Railway I C and now have 
had to ftite the consec|uences bv 
sitting out on the sidelines for the 
rest Ilf the league Mohammedan 
Sporting's action, though it has 
weakened the side, is indeed a uni¬ 
que esaniple which ochei sides 
would do well to follow 
In the past, it has been the general 
pracnii e among the leading clubs 
that offenders have 

been allowed to get away scot free, 
no mattei what then misdemeanours 
were The leasun was fairly obvious 
clubs did not date take the chance of 
incunmg the wrath of their star 

E layers, tor feat that the latter would 
)se all interest in their subsequent 
matches In the highly competitive 
armosphoie of soccer on the Calcutta 
maidan, it was perhaps a natural 
corollary, bur one that, all the same, 
had latner frightening results 
And when c lubs have taken action 
against erring pla>ers»such inst 
anres have been alf too rare—^it has 
made little or no difference at all in 
the ultimate analysis It is a well 
established fact that leading players 
resort to gamesmanship ana othei 
tactics and it often happens that a 
referee oi linesman overlcmks—in¬ 
tentionally or everi otherwise—in¬ 
fringements on the part of certain 
lavers But veiy often the players 
ave made it difpcult tor themselves 
bi' virtue of thrir questionable be¬ 


haviour on the soccer field Such 
tactics have often led to violence off 
the field, with disastrous consequ¬ 
ences The atmosphere on the 
maidan is electrirally charged as it 
is, and does not need any other 
outside elements to aggravate the 
situation 

A few days before the incident 
featuring Dorji and Nasirri, thcic 
was another similar situation du> ing 
the Mohun Bagan Calcutta Cvmkha- 
na match Seasvined caropaignei 
Suraiit Sengupta enteied a woidy 
duel with the leferee, Ajoy Lahiri, 
who earned the ivrath of the specta¬ 
tors for having ovei looked some of 
the infringements during the game 
in question Things were bad 
enough, but they did not end there 
After the march, Sengupta charged 
towards Lahiri with his jeisey in his 
hand and it was clear from his atti 
tude that he was not exactly making 
friendly overtures Ihe referee man¬ 
aged to get out of what would de¬ 
finitely have been a lather tricky 
situarion,thanks to the timely in¬ 
tervention of his colleagues and cei- 
tain club officials 


The match in question was a fairly 
rough one, which finished blank, 
however As if that was not bad 
enough for the Mohun Hawaii suppor¬ 
ters, a penalty was ^aciificed to add 
insult to injury and so it was ex 
peeled that missiles would be the 
order of the day Sure enough, this is 
recisely what happened This 
rings one to a very impoitant point 
The so called junior clubs are tfa- 
dually beginning to prove thai they 
are far from being the virtual under¬ 
dogs that everyone considers them to 
be They aip gradually coming into 
their own and as they find their 
confidence and then form, it is only 
but natural rliat they should provide 
stiff opposition for* the three big 
clubs 

In the recent past, trouble has 
almost always brewed aftei a close 
match between a big club and a 
tumor ouitit A scoreless encounter 
causes even moie woiry The ques¬ 
tion IS why should this be the case^ 
What IS even moie wnriyini* is the 
fact that supporters of the big clubs 
come to eveiy game expecting their 
team to go home tiiumphant Such a 
notion in itself is harmless, bur when 
the cud pioduct uf a close encounter 
is needless violence there is some¬ 
thing diasticillv winng somewhere 

When Railway t C plaved 
Mohammedan Sporting and scored a 
delightful goal thruiign Sanjib Dey, 
all hell was let loose Indeed, this 
was the woisr incident since that 
black day at the hdeii Gardens two 
yfais ago, when sixteen spectators 
lost their lives These are all symp¬ 
toms of a very aaiigeious maladv 

It IS clear to all and sundry, includ¬ 
ing the casual obseryei, that Moham¬ 
medan Sporting have been going 
through a very bad patch as far as

championship form is concerned It 
was a foregone conclusion some time 
a^o that the reigning league cham¬ 
pions were out of the running tor the 
top honours this vear, thanks in no 
small measure to iiiconsistencv and 
some off-coloui performances bv 
leading plaveis who were expected 
to cairy the team through 
There was trouble brewing within 
the club and the otticials were not 
slow to realise this But the point is 
that if thev did take any steps to 
defuse the situation, which was 
woiseiiing all the time, ir was not 
apparent to the observer 
Could the incident involving Poi |i 
and Nasirri have been aserted it 
Mohammdean bporcing piesideni 
Erf an Tahei have been present^ The 
uestion has often been laised in the 
avs following the incident and the 
suspension, but it is dilticult to 
answei, one way oi another, for such 
discussion IS mere hypothesis It is 
well known that the president is a 
strict disciplinarian who brooks no 
misbehaviour on the parr ot leading 
playeis or otheiwise Anothei ques¬ 
tion that has been frequeiitU heard 
IS whether it was his presenie *har 
led to the suspension ot the two 
players Again, difticiilr to comment 
on 

When the Mohammedan Spoiling 
tootbdll secretarv, Ghulam Mustafi 
was asked to comment on whether 
any political piessiire had been 


brought to bear on the club, he 
responded. “Why should anyone 
rcssurise us^ Nothing of the sort 
appened As a matter of fact, we 
were thinking of taking action 
oui selves the rtas after the incident, 
so the question ot piessure does not 
arise The only problem was that 
since the piesident and general 
secietaiy of the club were both out 
(it town, so theie was little we could 
do We could not take a decision 
Indeed, it came as something ot a 
shuck to us all to Icain that the IFA 
Xiiesident had decided to suspend 
the club, only houis after the inci¬ 
dent took place He should have 
waited to read the referee’s repoit 
beioie making such a statement 
That IS why we weie waiting to see 
what fuither action the HA piesi¬ 
dent was go.ng to take ” 

But what about the hasty action on 
the part ot the players in question^ 
Replied Mr Mustati “The players 
had no business to manhandle the 
linesman They should have lealised 
that and gone about things in the 
proper fashion When we lealised 
that Jamshed was getting upset we 
went to cool him down, but as soon as 
the linesman came into the centre of 
the field. Pern Dorji lost his head 
Ihis was indeed icgiettable Of 
course, it happened in ihe heat of the 
moment, but ii does nm mean that 
they will be allowed to get away with 
soniethiiig like this We had already 


decided to ban them after the inci¬ 
dent Imt we had to wait for the final 
say 

“In a special meeting it was unani¬ 
mously (fecided by the president and 
all others ptesent that the players 
would be suspended for the rest of 
the league matches However, both 
players will be expected to turn out 
tor practice with rhe test of the team 
Don’t forget that we have the IFA 
Shield ahead of us Yes, I agree that 
their suspension has weakened the 
team to a certain extent, but this 
could nut be helped Ulrimately,it 
means that theie will be a greater 
burden on skipper Moidul Islam and 
the btheis, who will have to exett 
themselves more to covei up foi the 
absence of then colleagues,” he said 

It certainly needed drastic action 
to enfoice discipline oi else things 
were in dangei of getting out of 
hand Why was there that unseemly 
incident when RFC had scored that 
goaP The media praised it as a gem 
of a goal Said referee Piadip Nag 
aftei Che match “There are no two 
opinions about that goal ” 

This was not the fust time in the 
histoiy of the ('alcucra inaidaii that 
JamsHed had given vent to his iirita 
non on the field Even when he wore 
Fast Bengal colours, he was well 
known foi his outbursts In this mci 
dent. It was because of his kicking 
and losiling of Oipak Bliattiichar lee 
that the galleries erupted That wd«> 
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the fint aicn of liqpendmg trouble 
The police nad to go into action to 
dear the stands and club offiaals 
had to intervene so that play could 
be resumed However, some officials 
were mistakenly beaten up in the 
process “We called an emergency 
meeting the next day with the West 
Bengal Deputy Speaker Kahmuddin 
Shams as our special invitee so as to 
apprise him of the police action We 
wanted him to aiTan|w that the Chief 
Minister and the Spoits Minister 
should ai range a series of meetings 
for us” suted the football secretary 
It was also at this stam that the club 
threatened to withoiraw from the 


league 

The club officials then had a meet¬ 
ing with the Chief Minister, Mr Jyoti 
Basu and the Sports Minister, Mr 
Subhas Chakraborty and the police 
It was decided at this meeting that 
peace would be maintained at all 
costs and that the playeis would be 
specially asked to behave them¬ 
selves in view ufthe situation The 
followup led fu the unanimous deci¬ 
sion on the piiit of the IFA league 
^ulicommitue and the club to sus¬ 
pend the two playeis But is this any 
guarantee that iliere will be no repi 
non ot violence when a big team 
plays a lesser side^ 

In the woids of Mi Mustafi, “whether 
we will or lose or draw, we will 
behave in a mannei expected of true 
sportsmen Furthei, we have decided 
triar an\ playei who misbehaves will 
be debaircd 1 think this attitude is 
going to instil a sense of iuai and 
respect among the players You can 
see tinm this that our president is a 
stud disciplinarian,” he asserted 

To gci back a little in the club's 
history, ii was felt last year after 
their league triumph that they would 
lie back on top again this yeai This 
has not proved to be the case, at 
least in their league engagements In 
the long run last year’s triumph 
would s em to have been a very 
expensive proposition for the club 
In the woids of one club official, who 
voiced his sentiments before the 
league got under way, “When a side 
spends so much on a team, one 
expects that there should be some 
measure of success,but this has not 
been the cose so far We gave our 
players whatever they wanted, all 
the facilities they asked for,but the 
returns have not been satisfactory If 
we cannot get the best out of our 
best players,ic is betrei to concen¬ 
trate only on foiming a team that is 
merely capable of beating Aryan or 
R^asthan*’ 

The first signs ot the drastic slump 
had come during the lYichur Nation¬ 
als Both East Benul and Mohun 
Bagan had sent feelers to the 
Monammedan SC players about join 
ing their respective folds The reign¬ 
ing champions sat back to witness 
another exodus and the club was 
literally back to square one Their 
star players went to the highest 
bidders and the club was our in the 
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wilderness once more,dwarfed by 
thi* talent in the other two rival 
sides It seemed that they were not 
taking an active interesi in retaining 
the men who had done duty for them 
and won back the league honouis 
after so many years of futile 
attempts Perhaps the financial 
drain was eventually taking its toll 
on the coffers of the ^hampipn club 
They were by now reduced to scout¬ 
ing around the maidan tu induce 
players ol the smaller clubs to join 
then ranks True.the juniors in ques¬ 
tion were undoubtedlv talented and 
promising but it was somewhat of a 
comedown for the Mohammedan 
Sporting officials It was no secret 
that the top brass of the club were 
not in the city Had they been pre¬ 
sent, perhaps they could base cap 
tured some of the rising stais who 
had promised earliei to plas for the 
black and-whites 

When askrd to comment on this 
,the football secietary said “We had 
to sacrifice the idea of a leallv good 
side because our annual general 
meeting was delayed as the presi¬ 
dent and sec ratal y weie both away 
from Calcutta at the time We only 
began our drive to recruit players a 
mere ten or fifteen days before the 
transfer season ended, by which time 
the major negotiations were already 
over 

“Since we weie left with limited 
options,we had to approach the three 
Iianuns in order to assure ourselves 
of a team of some standing at least 
However, we were actually having 
second thoughts about them.but we 
did not have much room to man¬ 
oeuvre We took them in on the 
assumption that they were still in 
form and could produce the kind of 
soccei we requited of them Honest¬ 
ly speaking, though,we have not 
been satisfied with the wav in which 
they have performed so far ” 

It is food for thought that the induc¬ 


tion of the Iranians caused some 
controversy within the club circles 
and at least one important person 
resigned his post while some others 
decided to take a different approach 
and stay aloof from club affairs 

With affaiis at such a pitch, NIS 
coach Saeed Nayeemuodin was 
given the reins of the team and 
expected to produce the goods It is a 
well known fact that he is a itrict 
disciplinarian who means business, 
and one cannot help bw wonder if 
this is one of the reasons for the 
team’s inconsistent performance 
thus far 

Said Mr Mustafi when asked to 
comment on this, “Nayeem is a strict 
coach and we are very liappv with 
him The boys are piactising eveiy 
day but it is something of a mystery 
as to why they are not performing up 
to expectations during the matenes 
As for the rumour that there is a rift 
between the Iranians and the rest of 
my plaveis, there is absolutely no 
truth in it The playeis themselves 
have no complaint**^ whatever about 
the Iianians staying sepaiaiely, be¬

T he crowd disturbances at Mad 
las and Bangalore against '‘du 
bious** decisions by the umpires in 
the Kanii Trophy knockout ties early 
this year were a ncw.phenomenon in 
Indian cricket Never before had this 
happened at these centres, where 
the crowd is considered to be the 
most sporting and knowledgeable in 
the country Moreover, the serious 
riots Oi cut red in quick succession— 
in the quarter-final match between 
Tamil Nadu and Delhi in the last 
week of February and in the semi¬ 
final between Bombay and Karnata¬ 
ka in the second week of March 


It was obvious that the umpires 
sub committee ai its meeting at 
Madras over this weekend would 
deeply consider the situation from 
all angles Atiei serious delioera- 
tioiis tor many hours, the committee 
came up with some interesting re- 
rommendations .ind I shall try to 
analyse each as wc go on 


The committee expressed concern 
at the disturbances at the two 
venues, which boasted fair and 
sports-minded spectators It under¬ 
lined the need to safeguard against 
such unpleasant incidents It asked 
the players to co-operate, noting 
with regret that the gestures of some 
of the piayeis had led to these dis¬ 
turbances These gestures were 
either throwing the ball or cap onto 
the ground when an appeal was 
lejected or a batsman's leluctance to 
leave the crease when he was given 
out It noted that umpires are human 
and make mistakes and that the 
players should take every decision in 
the sporting spirit 
All this IS easier said than done 
Who IS a 'walker' nowadays? Hardly 
anyone Even Vishwanath doesn't 
these days To help augment this 
statement, let me lUustiate In the 
Ranji match against Karnataka at 
Madras in December 1978, Tamil 
Nadu led off wnth a total of 244 while 
in reply Karnataka were 15 for three 
Vishwanath was holding firm but 
Aoitly along came a ball from Venk- 
atara^avan that Vishwanath gently 
nudgM mto Jabbar’s hands at short 
legp vishwanath did not 'go” and to 
an appeal the upipve ruled not out 
Vishwanath svent on to make 88, 
saving the match for Karnataka. Af¬ 
ter the day's play, I heard it from 


more than one player that Vish¬ 
wanath admitted that he was out, but 
did not Valk' as his team was in a 
precarious situation 

The second recommendation was 
in regard to police bandobust It said 
that the association staging the 
match was responsible for arranmng 
pioper nolice protection for the ^y- 
ers and umpires Adequate pohee 
squads should be posted at various 
places on the jsround This should be 
particularly followed very strictly 
when It IS likely to be a close match 

This is a very good observation 
since the organisers just do not seem 
to bothei about secunty arrange 
ments Again, let me elucidate Off 
the last ball of the second day in the 
Tamil Nadu-Delhi match, Srinisasan 
was given out caught at silly point It 
was a decision that aroused con¬ 
troversy since a section of the crowd 
thought that the ball had made con¬ 
tact with the ground before being 
caught by the fielder As the players 
came off, the crowd swarmed into 
the field and then into the pavilion 
and shouted slogans against the 
umpires and Mohinder, the Delhi 
captain Venkataraghavan appealed 
to them to calm down and take the 
umpire’s decision in the proper spir¬ 
it After about an hour, the crovrd 
dispersed All this time, there was 
hardly any police personnel worth 
the name at the mound If there was, 
the crowd could not have made its 
way to the pavilion for the distance 
between the various stands and the 
pavilion IS anything between 100 and 
200 yards 

Fortunately nothing untoward 
happened but it was obvious that 
from now on the match would be 
played in a tense atmosphere Sens¬ 
ing further trouble, Venkataragha¬ 
van told a couple of T N C A officials 
that they had better make proper 
security arrangements for the re¬ 
maining two dajfs of the match Asto- 
nishinipy when 1 went to the ground 
on the third momi% 1 hardly saw 
any pobce squad There were the 
usual handful of cops Now, this was 
sheer neglmence on the part of the 
officials This woeful lack of anti- 
apation cost them dearly on the 
fourth day One by one. the "doubc- 
ful” decisions tested the crowd’s 
patience unul they could stand it no 
more 


When Vasudevan was given out, 
caught at backward short Teg, as the 
batsman was clearly padding up, all 
hell broke loose It was only after the 
crowd invaded the field, after the 
umpires were manhandled, after 
chairs were thrown on to the field 
and benches wrenched apart, that 
the organisers woke up and rushed 
to call the polite, when with a little 
hindsight all this need not have 
taken place at all Of what avail is 
wisdom that dawns too late^ The 
consequences have to be suffered 
and Cnepauk suffered the fact that 
Its hitherto spotless white reputation 
was sullied 

A third recommendation was in 
regard to the statements and opin¬ 
ions voiced by radio commentators 
The Bangalore riots were attnbuted, 
in pan at least, to the fact that one of 
the commentators, a well-known 
cricket correspondent for a leading 
English daily, emphasised on the 
point that Vishwanath was a 'wal¬ 
ker” It may be recalled that the 
disturbances at Bangalore were 
sparked off when Vishwanath was 
given out caught He hesitated, then 
departed unwillingly for the pavi¬ 
lion The crowd saw their captain's 
reluctance and remembering his ; 
reputation, were naturally upset ! 
The committee noted that the con-1 
cerned commentator added "fuel to \ 
the fire” and "infuriated” the crowd > 
by noting that Vishwanath was a . 
'walker', implying that there was an j 
element of doubt to his dismissal 

This is a very interesting observa-1 
Don, one that brings to mind a bigger ; 
not at a Test match, which was also | 
attributed in part to a commentator's I 
"rash opinion” Remember the Bom-'

T he last of Australia’s mat crick¬ 
et writeis, Raymond John Robin¬ 
son, died on 6 July, 1982, just a 
couple of days short of what would 
have been his 77th birthday in Syd 
ney With his going a foil fell and 
Austialian cricket wilting closed its 
Great Book 

Ray Robinson had been involved 
deeply with leporting at the highest 
level of the game toi moie than four 
decades, tfts first oveiseas tour being 
with the Australians in 1934 when 
Bi adman and Porisford were flexing 
then muscles to take chaige and 
Woodtull was pointing the sabie 
from ihe front That began a tryst 
with the game that was to last into 
well over 140 Tests and which 
brought across his wav the most 
numnei of uveiseas tours made by 
any cricketing sciibe fiom his 
council 

His ability to scan thiough the 
scenes oi battle and transfer the 
visual impressions int'i print with 
the faintest trace oi bias made him a 
very popular wi iter—in fact, the 
most renowned and widely read Au 
stralian in that sport—and he pick 
led his ability to convey with a rate 
blend of anecdotal comments and 
wit 

Ray Robinson, a Tasmanian by 
birth, was primarily connected, as 


far as cricket repotting went, with 
the Fail fax Group, writing for Sun 
and the Svdne\ Mointng Herald 
while retaining simaltaneously the 
distinction oi being the Australian 
correspondent of The Cndceta for 
thiee decades and a half, the cricket 
correspondent oi The Dadv Tele- 
giaph foi more than thiee and a 
prolific wiitei toi The Times, The 
Observer, The Ciukvtet (Australia) 
and The World oi Cueker (India) At 
one stage his goodwill as a wiitei so 
burst Its seams that his daily wiite- 
ups on Test matches used to appeal 
simultaneously in 20 major cities of 
the Commonwealth 
Robinson's ability to silt ttnough a 
heap ot details and emeigc with the 
substance was indeed lemarkable 
And what in the end lent credibility 
to his statute as a confirmed ciitic of 
the loftiest pedgree was his ability of 
letaining a certain visidness of de¬ 
scription while wilting foi his papei, 
that of another city, aiiothei country 
and for even mastheads acioss the 
continents—all that veiv evening' 
And he was one oi the few writers 
who could view the game's past and 
Its lot of characters without looking 
through the glasses oi prejudice 
Just a couple of years ago, he de 
dared that he considered Goidon 
Greenidge to be the haidest hitter 
smee the War Typical of him, other

Moyes asked him to sign his copy of 
the book there, the request was 
slipwd in to write in addition ^Not 
really a sex manual ** 

Nearly every book of his topped 
the 100,000 mark on the sales chart 
and such was the command of his 
over the technique that one passage 
of his was translated into a French 
book for research by language stu¬ 
dents Quite a few of his books made 
a beeline for subsequent editions 
and not a few of his essays found 
their way into anthologies 
The last few years took a toll of his 
eyesight and he stopped going 
abroad for some tune wfore his 
death But on home grounds he could 
still be found, zest and an appetite 
for hard work undiminished, a pan 
of binoculars slung across his neck 
and pounding away at his machine 
When Ray Robinson died on the first 
Tuesday of July, this year, a fiiend 
found an incomplete copy of the

start of bis career, Jagannath is 
sports the offjcet with the intc^ 
ral Coath Factay, a post given to 
him for hia outstantung contnbu- 
daa to Radwify sports by the 
■ Ministry of Ramnyk

rewarding career and 1 have en- 
jajfed oiany memiirable nHunents 


So many of them an important 
that 1 don’t know where to start, 
but 1 shall try to recount them one 
m one as they come to mind. 
Naturally, the winning of the 
national title was a great dm and 
1 won It by dethioning Mir 
All, who had won die pnvious 
two ytidis, m straight games The 
1969 Jabalpur Nauonw was also 
memorable for me. Against all 
expectations. Railways won the 
Barna Bellack Cup and I had the 
good fortune to win all my match¬ 
es In the final, a Tew gave our 
team any chance against Mahar¬ 
ashtra who were represented by 
Khodaiji, Chachad and Merchant 
But we did overcome them m a 
thnlling tie 

I am particularly proud of my 
record in the nationals and other 
domestic tournaments In the 
nationals, for example, I was the 
winnei once, runner-up once (to 
Manjit Dua in Madras in 1974) 
and reached the semi-finals nine 
times Then from 1965 to 1976 I 
was never beaten before the quar 
ter-final round m any tournament 
in India In 1964, Khodaiji beat 
me in the pie-quarter final in the 
nationals The next tune 1 lost 
before the quaitei-final lound 
was not until 1976 when Prem 
Bedi defeated me in the last 16 
stage in the Northern India Re¬ 
gional Tournament I am the only 
playei to have won the presti¬ 
gious Times ot India tournament 
at Delhi five times, including 
three years in a row <1969 to 
1971) The Press used to point out, 
that 1 was the most consistent 
player on the artuit and my re¬ 
cord proved it

amongst railway players 
In my long career, I have won 
many laurels and awards But the 
one I treasuie most aie the Ai- 
juna Award (1 was among the 
recmients m 1972), the Tamil 
Nadu Sports Journalists* Assocm- 
tion Award (the SK Gurunathan 
Trophy) foi best State Sportsman 
of die Yeai m 1971 and the Rail- 
ww Minister's Award in 1969 
I have never been one to hide 
my feelings. I always speak out 
my mind and I am ready to face

not be out ot place lo mention that 
they lacked foresight when ii came 
to loolung for players who would be

sometimes has an adveise eiffect on 
the remaining player who arc 
forced to function without a vital 
link in the chain It does not mattei 
if there are seveial players of the 
same calibre to replace an injured 
player for whethei a coach will 
adm.t it or not, injuiie* have a 
psychological effect on reams as a 
whole 

As Shankar Banerjee so rightly 
says*! never believed that we could 
be so severely set back by injuries 
Fveiy team dries have its fitness 
problems, with one or two players 
always on the injured list However, 


this year, we have sufteied lather 
rudelv at the hand) of fate My I 
injury list grows longer with each 
passing mt-lch As it stands right 
now, none of my linkmen is one 
hundred per cent fit The situation in 
the forwaid line is no better Sura 
Jit's old knee iniuis has ciopped up 
once again. Ulganaihan has followed 
suit, and to make matters woise, the 
promising Denis Williamson has pul !

final analysis the country loses I 
don't blame the players It is the 
system " 

Thapa has had two majoi iniuiies 
A fracture on his left wrist and 
another on his back Othei wise he is 
a ph^sual frness maniac Informs 
Mabool Ahmed "He practises two a 
and half hours ev^'ryday He has 
never told me that he should be 
excused on the grounds of age or any 
other reason In every game he gives 
his best Loyalty amongst Gorkhas is 
a well-known virtue One thing is 
certain Ranjit will give his best for 
the team be it club. State or national 
level football He is a dedicated and 
honest lovei of the game He knows 
his lesponsibilities and leads a good 
clean life The man has football in 
his feet, the game comes naturally to 
him but we fflve some people in the

Sports Council lepresentaiive The 
other faction i*lecred Mi S Ananrha 
Kiishnan as piesident and T Suku- 
maian Nan as the KSC representa 
rive Howevci, the gioup led by P C 
Genige MLA claims to have the 
support of SIX district units and one 
corporate unit Altugethei, theie aie 
nine district units and five cciiporate 
units The* KAA is the long State 
association gi\ing vonng rights to 
coipoiate members, accoiding to a 
member ot the KSC I his is said to 
be against the guidelines oi the 
AICS 

The split 111 the association had 
come at the wiong moment, which 
had prevented Kerala from paitici- 
pating in the 9rh National Age Gioup 
Aquatic Championships at Kanpur 
Had the Keiala team been at Kanpur 
there would have been a close tussle 
between the pieseni holdeis Mahar¬ 
ashtra, West Bengal and Keiala 
and—ceitainlv a few more records 
would have fallen with Kerala’s pre¬ 
sence Keiala boys and girls hold the 
existing lecords in many events and 
they were the overall champions in 
the boys section last year The un¬ 
timely split has left the dreams of 
many star swimmers in the Slate 
shattered and deprived many incen¬ 
tives, scholarships and stipends 
offeied bv the Gosernment 
However, Mr P C George, the

PAKISTAN EQUALISE 

Pakistan made history by beating England for the first time in 28 
yeai*s and the sins of the first Test appeared forgiven. Mohsin Khan 
hit an unbelievable 200, the wily Qadir kept down the scoring and 
Mudassar chipped in with six wickets to make it a Test to 
remember.

His few precradilloes apart, 
Mohsin looked a batsman of un¬ 
doubted quality He ftequenrly 
IcMntd acioss to tha off to foice the 
ball square thioiigh midwicket or 
widish mid on But he is no exclusive 
legside plavci If England bowled at 
him on tlie off he would hir powerful¬

England, assuming that tlmv car 
capture rhe Iasi two wickets with 
reasonable speed, did nor need to 
score greatly in excess ot 200 io save 
the follow on and on this amiable 
wicket ir should not have proved too 
difficult and if they had save the 
follow on they would have savc^d the 
game 

It was a shame that the vweathei 
should turn so perverse on a day 
when f./ird's was full but at least, the 
many spectators who remained until 
the extended hciui of seven o'clock 
had the pleasure c*f shiiing a taie 
moment, that ot Mohsin Khan be¬ 
coming only the eighth player to 
score a double hundred at Loid's iii a 
Test He was out immediately afrc>r 
reaching this lotdlv taiget bin no 
matter he now finds himself in the 
company ol Bradman, Hammond, 
Hobbs, Compton, Brown Hardstaif 
and Donnelly, the last man to score 
200 at Lord's being way back in 1949 
It IS doubtful, howevci, if any of 
the members of this exclusive club 
were foiced to wait so long to 
achieve then double hiindirds At 
lunch Mohsin had reached 191 in the

captaincy seemed to be already 
showing the effects—and his first

Botham at the other end for once

Gatting was expected to go eailv 
but this was one occasion in Tests 
when he rooted himself in, watching 
Ins partners wilt It was Derek Pi mg 
le to go first making yet no impress 
ion on the critic Qadii, shifted by 
now to the Nuisery End had Pringle 
nabbed at short leg and some time 
later, it was Ian Greig flapped plumb 
befoic one that kept low 

Ihe tension was leaJly mounting as 
England made then progress to 
wards that magic mark of survival 
but the wickets kept going Nut that 
Ilemmings did much lo stem the rot 
and when within shying distance 
Sarfraz accounted for him, clean

ties and the day before rain, after a 
morning that promised the most 
peasant of davs, halted their bowleis 
in full ciy The plaveis came out 
after lunch but were immediatcK 
driven back to the pavilion because 
of bad light and wcie then forced to 
remain indoors until 5 30 p m Pakis¬ 
tan's frustration was undet stand- 
able The Lord's Test is blighted, it 
rarely passes without inteit upturn

Speculation as to whether England 
would save the follow on was quickly 
settled when play resumed at Satur¬ 
day night's score of 226 for nine 
Catting took a single oft Imran’s first 
over and it proved to be a mistake 
The last bsul of the over trapped 
Jackman leg before and England by 
two tuns had failed in their first 
objective The start of their second 
innings was calamitous and the 
.source of England's embarrassment 
was surprising, lu say the least 
Mudassar is not the worst bowler in 
the uorld by any means but he is not 
such a terror that he should be 
taking three prime English wickets 
in just SIX deliveries 

England had coped well if not with 
any gieat conviction with the open¬ 
ing salvoes fired by Imran How 
desperately unlucky he had been on 
the third day with Saitiaz and poss¬ 
ibly Randall, Tavare and the cna ■ 
land camp in general must have felt 
a sense of relief when Mudassai was 
brought into the attack from the 
Nursery End in place of Sarfraz He 
was probably cmly brought on so as 
to allow Imran and Sarfraz to change 
ends Relief indeed Three overs la¬ 
ter, the English innings appeared to 
be in nuns 

Randall, who had played down the 
wrongline to Sarfrar now did the 
same to Mudassar and his off stump 
was sent spinning a distance. In the

putting his left pad in the way It was

N ot since 1954 and the days of 
Fazal Mahmood, have Pakistan 
enjoyed such satisfaction as they did 
at Lord’s on the last day The Gor- 
nhill Test, grippingly fought from 
the start, ended in victory for Pakis¬ 
tan by 10 wickets and any other 
result would have been an injustice 
The prospects for the final Test at 
Headingley with the sides now level 
in the three-match series are 
apMaling 

Pakistan’s second win over Eng¬ 
land in this country was achieved in 
the end with 29 balls to spare, a safe 
enough margin But the last phase of 
a day on which England might just 
have saved the game was tense and 
exciting and a fitting end to a fine 
contest England were bowled out in 
their seconoinningsfor276and that 
left Pakistan 18 overs to secure the 
76 runs required to win 
A rare of a fraction above four an 
over was not too demanding. But, 


adding spice to Ae plot ema Ae 
threat of rain. This had been fore^ 
casted to arrive et four o’clock but, 
to Pakistan’s relief/failed to mater¬ 
ialise The game, however, did finish 
in li^t which in normal circumst¬ 
ances would scarcely have been 
tolerated But, of course, the Pakista¬ 
ni batsmen, would have been pre¬ 
pared to bat in the light of a coal 
cellar to secure this historic and 
memorable win 

ITie way Mohsin Khan and Javed 
Miandad set about their task of scor¬ 
ing runs was in keeping with so much 
of Pakistan’s cricket in this game It 
was positive and assured England's 
careworn captain David Gower, did 
not have a great many options open 
to him and whatever methods he 
might have used to try to defend his 
small reserves would piobably have 
proved inadequate 

But It still required calm nerves, 
clear thinking and a lot of swift 
running between the wickets for 
Pakistan to reach their goal 

But Mohsin and Javed rately fal¬ 
tered No chance was offered by 
either batsman and such was the 
judgement of their running between 
wickets that there were no alarms in 
this department either They made 
the most encouraging stait, taking 
nine runs off Botham’s opening over,* 
and from the next 14 overs and one 
ball, runs accumulated steadily Not 
once weie England allowed even the 
small encouragement of a maiden 
over 

After seven overs the offensive 
had been firmly launched with 
Mohsin again displ^ing an enviably 
composed nature The eighth over 
bowled by Jackman, then yielded 11

Pakistan were not to be denied 
and the fourteenth over arrived with 
just threp runs needed Hemmincp 
bowled It and Javed cut the first bml 
emphatically for four He turned and 
raced for the pavilion as the Pakista¬ 
ni spectators poured jubilantly on to 
the ground 

England, nevertheless, came clos¬ 
er CO saving the game chan had once 
seemed possible and the uncom¬ 
promising nature of their cricket on 
this fmal day heightened the ten¬ 
sion It should be remembered, oP 
course, that when England followed 
on 201 runs behind on the Sunday of 
the game they were soon nine for 
three And wiA the best part of two 



days to go That Pakistan should

occdsionallv prodding offensive 
pieces of toil many vaids fioni his 
Cl ease and staring intently down 
wards into that piivate, implacable 
world ot his, cocooned fiom every¬ 
thing but the next delivery 

By only seven minutes did he tail 


to complete the slowest half-century 
on record Twice dunng a vigil of 
almost seven hours he spent two 
sessions of almost an hour each time 
when he failed to score a run Nopne 
has ever quite managed that before 
The man’s capacity for strokeless- 
ness IS unrivalled, and so is his 
concentration What the Sydney Hill 
or the Outer Ring at Melbourne will

With Botham Tavare shared a

He deserved a hundred, for pati¬ 
ence as much as anythii^ else, but 
was beginning to show just a little 
too much of awession when he 
drove at a widish delivery from Im¬ 
ran and gave Javed a juggling catch 
at second slip That, it seemed safe to 
assume, was the end of England's 
serious resistance but, after Hem- 
mings had been caught at the wicket 
off Imran, Taylor and Jackman 
joined forces for such lengthy 
occupation as to throw the result into 
doubt once again 
For 18 frustrating overs the last 
air stayed together, Taylor hob- 
ling after being struck on the right 
foot by one of Imran's thunderbolts, 
and Jackman, through Pakistani 
eyes, looking ominously assuied 
Signs of anxiety began to creep into

O N the e\c oi the second Indian 
Master's Open Badminton

was quickly obvious that compared 
to the ambitious Pune tournament 
this years championship at the 
Fateh Maidan Inaoor Stadium in 
Hvderabad was going to be almost 
second late 

At the end of the five day meet, 
held between August 11 and 15, it 
could be said that most of the pes¬ 
simism was justified Out of over 5Q 
matches played in five events, only a 
handful weie really of international 
class But of the five days, only 
one—the thud day—really provided 
badminton of the Master’s variety 


Then there were orgamsadonal gaf¬ 
fes and plenty of complaints from

McEnroe was evidently shaken up

said "1 didn't expect him to apolo¬ 
gise to me because when you're 
delibeiately going for someone it 
would lie rubbing it in to say you're 
soiry afterwards " i^ndls reaction 
was'as incisise as the shot "Nobody 
asl^'cl him to come to the net 
anyway " 

John McEnroe was not a soie loser 
"1 can think of 15 excuses, but right 
now I have no claim to be the 
number cme player in the world with 
the way 1 played," he said 1 was not 
playinfK with the intensity 1 need to 
beat him I have to be into it more " 
Although Lendl has conceded only 
one set to him in their last five 
encounters, John McEnroe will be 
able to "Put more into it" in his own 
backyard It is mic that he has been 
sluggish even before Wimbledon. 
Things have not improved since 
either His physical condition is not 
at ns peak He seems to have lost his 
appetite, too But the Toronto expen- 
ence should provide him the incen¬ 
tive McEnroe is too much of a pro¬ 
fessional to let himself dip at the 
best years of his life 
While his track record in the Cana¬ 
dian Open is not so great, it is 
fantastic at the U S Open In 1979 he 
beat Connors in the semis and Geni- 
laitis in the finals In the following 



year he rrroated the semi-tinal win 
over 'lunbo' and ninquercKl Borg 
Last year, he steered past Gerulaitis 
before overcoming Borg who had 
bcMten Lonnors on his way to the 
finals Though h«* was trailing 
against luan Nuiier and Ranicsh 
Krishnan in the early matches, he 
came true at the critical moments 
and hung m theie He should do the 
same this year 

Ivan lasndl is a blaziig fiie right 
now and can, thus, consume most 
players He does not defeat them, he 
just destroys Still, 1 wonder if the 
time has come for Lendl to win the 
Open Personally, 1 don't think so It

WORLD AQUATICS MEET 

East Geiman girls creata havoc 


W HEN The Federation Interna¬ 
tionale de Natation Amateur 
(FINA) gave the final sanction, little 
did hosts Equador foresee the num¬ 
ber of problems that would crop up 
when oiganising the fourth World 
Aquatics Championships at Guaya¬ 
quil Because of their inexperience, 
tne organisers had to seelc advice 
from several countries as to haw to 
run the mammoth show Advice was 
given but unfortunately most of it 
went unheeded It was suiprising 
that the world body had to allot the 
championship to Guayaquil, the big¬ 
gest city on the coast of South Amer¬ 
ica where there were exti ernes of 
wealth and poverty Besides, it also 
has the distinction of the highest 
number of petty offences and juve¬ 
nile drug addicts No wise visitoi 
among the 2,000 entrants fiom 57 
countries for the event dared Msk 
strolling alone on the streets even 
during daytime, leave alone at night 
A German swimmer however, did go 


through the traumatic experience of 
larceny in spite of the intensive 
security 

The venue had five marvellous 
pools for the championship but the 
waterpolo goals were not in accord¬ 
ance with international specifica¬ 
tions This was a strange fact indeed 
Believe it or not, an SOS was sent to 
the director of the second World 
Championship at Cali, Mr Hernando 
Botero, who literally thought “it 
must have been a big joke ” Realis¬ 
ing the seriousness later, Mr Botero 
came to the lescue But that was not 
the end of the problem A great deal 
of equipment and clothing were 
brought from North America and 
Europe, but there was pilferage on 
the wav 

Even till a couple of days piior to 
the competition theie was utter 
chaos and many thought under the 
circumstance that a meet of this sire 
would fare a lot of criticism As a 
visiting newsman commented “Ev¬ 


erything is mixed up—the event is 
too big for the country*' But the 
diiectoi of the organising committee 
declared that they would not allow 
the championship to be shitted any 
wheie else The meet would go on as 
scheduled The organiseis displayed 
all good intentions but their inex- 
peiience proved the bottleneck Had 
they followed advice accordingly tht 
championship would piobably have 
been bettet off 

At least one ttend was leveised in 
South Ameiica At the West Berlin 
Worlds III 1978, the United States 
captuted altugethei twenty golds— 
11 in the men’s and the test in the 
women's—to come out top among the* 
participating countries Foui yeaisis 
a long interim period, but c<intend 
mg nations went the whole hog to 
snub the Ameiicans The Moscow 
Olympics stood in between and the 
USA had to piosc their prowess as 
the leading country, bur the boyccift 
of the 1980 Games by America eii- 
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alAed the Soviet Union and the East 
Germans to call the tune. The 
boycott did more harm to Ae Amer¬ 
ican swimmers than gjood They had 
to prove whether they are still super¬ 
ior to Ae rest of the world But 
Guayaquil gave American suprema¬ 
cy a considerable jolt Although they 
took the top spot in the men’s sec- 
uon. the East German women cre¬ 
ated havoc. Even then, there can be 
no room for complacency for the 
,male swimmers as they managed 
onl^ SIX raid and lost as many events, 
which they could have mustered 
with a little more effort 

The Amencans have etched up a 
name for themselves in the frees^le 
esents but they were rudely shocked 
although having bettered the 4 x 100 
m tcIm world mark by nearly half a 
second They also redeemed them- 
selve further when they established 
yet another world record in the 400 
m (3 19 26) and then went on to 
clinch the 800 m relay title 

There were several highlights 
which cannot be overlooked Bri¬ 
tain’s Adrian Moorhouse may have 
ended' fourth in the men’s 100 m 
breast-stroke but he had the satisfac¬ 
tion of becoming his country's fas- 
test-ever breast-stroke sprinter with 
a timing of 1 3 15—which is even 
better tnan that of Olympic cham¬ 
pions David Wilkie and Duncan 
Goodhew It is sheer ilMuck that 
Mooi house missed the world mark 
bv 200th of a second, but he is 
capable of achieving it USA's Steve 
Lundaquist has the world record in 
this event The 200 m breast-stroke 
iccord of Scot David Wilkie—one of 
the oldest in the record book—was 
erased by talented Canadian Victor

The women's individual medley 
events were dominated by the Ger¬ 
mans, with Petra Schneider—the 
best swimmer in this meet—wresting 
both the golds in the 100 and 200 m 
events In fact, she gave her team the 
first gold, beating compatnot Kath 
leen Nord and defending champion 
American Tracy Caulkins, by 13 
metres and clocking 4 36 10—impro¬ 
ving the Moscow timing by 0 19 qf a 
second—^while in the 200 m event 
she returned record figures of 
2 1197

al difterences include a greater bone 
stiength and density in the male and 
a greater degree ot pelvic tilt and 
obliquity in the female associated 
with femoral axes All of these char- 
acteiistics tend to go against high 
quality performance in most sports 
Where women do have an advantage 
is in flexibility, since mean joint 
range is greater, on aveiage women 
than men Spottswomen tend to be 
young, healtnv, nulliparous females 
who must be able to maintain a 
steady, consistent performance of 
high qaalitv in which even slight 
variations spell defeat It is also' 
known that menstrual hormones

We dll not have the high technical 
know-how in oui country as in the 
West, but with our limited lesoiirces 
and scientific knowledge we can— 
with the help of physiology, physics 
and bio-chemistry—do a lot more 
than what we are doing today If only 
our sports organisations, the spoits 
clubs, and Government bodies like 
the Sports Councils could create 
more system and coordination

Games Handball, a new 
Asiad spot t will be held in| 
silvan sunomidings ai 
the University ground 
Though these ace not 
mandaiiii V spot ts, the 
message ol the Asiad will 
leach the serv dooistep 
of the student cum- 
munitv 

Ihe biiiversiiv com 
plex, used mainly loi 
c I icket and atliletiis, will 
have a mint modern sta- 
fliiim 1 his eight acre 
stf eti h ot open lield v'lll 
provide seating tacilities 
tor '>,400 spectators toi 
handball and 1,400 fot 
archery, with new 
change-rooms, c aletei la, 
toilets and a Pi ess 
ceniie 

This complex built at a 
cost oi Rs 41 lakhs, was 
originally skited tor only 
handball but later on 
archery was also allotted 
to the Uiiiversitv author¬ 
ities That led to redraw¬ 
ing ot the entire plan 
Now the tield has be»*n 
divided into two paits, 
one for aichery and the 
other for handball Cer¬ 
tain alterations in the 
seating arrangements 
have also been made 
The existing building 
ot the University Sta¬ 
dium had a plinth area of 
8700 square feet. It has 
now been extended to 
provide additional plinth 
area of 8,400 square feet, 
in order to provide two 


more change-rooms com¬ 
plete with toilets and a 
massage room, accom¬ 
modation tor medicare. 
Press Intoi mation 
bureau, the All India 
Radio and a cafeteria 
with 80 seats Theex 
isting building will pro¬ 
vide necessary accom¬ 
modation tor the ledera- 
tion, offices, a compuiei 
terminal, I c^tei ees' mom, 
a conference i oom and 
two change-rooms The 
existing seating tieis is 
also proposed to be ex¬ 
tended to accommodate 
1,000 seats toi VIPs and

the Delhi University for 
recreational activities 
which were sadly 
lacking 

For the first time in the 
Asian Games handball as 
a discipline is being in¬ 
troduced as an official 
sport. The handball 
court, which is 20 metres 
wide with a length of 40 
metres will have a synth¬ 
etic teraflex surface 
which not only meets in¬ 
ternational standards 
but also greatly speeds 
up this interesting game, 
c onsidered to be one of 
the basic spoirs in Kuro- 
pean countries The 
teraflex surface, howev 
er, will have dimensions

1 had always been attracted to 
outgoing types because it took that 
kind of man to bnng out the fun in 
me Jimmy brought me out of my 
shell and never alloived oui rela¬ 
tionship to affect his attitude Some 
people saw Jimmy as outspoken. 


controversial and at times even vul- 
ur with his blunt language or flam 
boyaint gestuies on the couit When 
we were alone, he was a quiet, gentle 
man, someone who treated women 
almost as if they weie fragile—open¬ 
ing car doors, sending floweis, wnt- 
ing letters Most men are not like 
that, and his sensitivity may have 
come fiom the close relationship 
with his mother, yet few outsiders 
saw that tenderness, on the court, 
Jimmy was feisty to the end To 
reveal such sensitivity may, in his 
mind, have been construed as a 
weakness 

It wasn't until aftei the women's 
final that I learned about the Wimb¬ 
ledon ball Mary Hardwick Here, a 
former British plaver of the 1930s, 
told my mother about the pioceed- 
ings and the tirst dance of the two 
singles champions 

Tf Fm too tired, do I have to go^’ I 
asked My mother listened to Mary 
explain the tradition and ceremony 
attached to the affair and its import¬ 
ance Aftei Jimmy beat Rosewell, 1 
rushed back to King's Road, bought a 
dress that I liked and then hurriedly 
found some modish stilt shoes High 
heels were ’in’ at the time, so I 
picked out these shoes with skinny, 
six-inch heels There's no way 1 
would ever wear them now because 
they’re too dangerous, but at the 
time, I thought they would make me 
look taller 

Two hours before the ball, I was 
informed I had to make a speech 
That's when panic set in I’ve always 
considered myself a good debator, 
bur I'm not comfortable making 
speeches at formal affairs It’s much 
easier for me to sit in a Press room 
after a match and mull over a ques¬ 
tion than delivei a talk in front of 
several hundred people Most of the 


time, the speef hes at the Wimbledon 
ball are little more than thanking the 
committee, your parents and friends 
Janet Haas even winte a few of my 
speeches at some tournaments But 
committee members arc sensitive 
about all aspe^cts of a plaser's in- 
solvement—iron conduct on the 
court to appearing at an awaids 
ceremony or banquet Jimmy 
learned this at Wimbledon in 1977 
when the Centre Couit ciowd booed 
him after he skipped the opening 
day Parade of Ctiampions loi the 
centennial celebration John McEn 
roe also got a dose of committee 
feelings when they lejeitcd his 
membership into the All-England 
Club aftei he skipped the 1981 cham¬

Predictaoly enough, this led to 
an uproar in the hoac^ fraterni¬ 
ty, ror the new president eras 
wllowing his predecessors m the 
true sense of the word. It was not 
the first tune in the history of 
Indian hockw that a captam had 
been axed after a major tounu- 
ment

and explamed that he had found

threw the BHA out Put ui a 
quandaiy, officials are now run- 
mng from pillar to post looking 
for new piemises They have 
approaihcil both the State Gov- 
einmen' and the Sports Depart¬ 
ment for help Till the time ot 
ming to press the BHA has not 
been successful in accquiring a 
room to house its ofire There 
arc seasons enough to believe

SW Hould It have been better to 
stay back in India and preiiare for

PK Vers tiue 7 he history of Indian

PK. 1 had all good intentions and 
seriously thought that we would 
make the semis India had managed 
to do It last year and 1 thought we 
Could do it again When we an ived 
there the Press was very eager fo 
know the extent of our preparation 
There are thousands of Indians in 
Malyasia and quite obviously they 
were expecting a mod show to be put 
up by us Even after arnving there I 
made the same statement But it was

“Betoie the tiSm^fers began this 
year, 1 had sttessed that we should 
make our club a training centre 
along the Aryan lines Thev are repu¬ 
ted to be excellent producers of 
soccer talent and I sinceiely wanted 
our club to follow suit 1 know ours is 
an old institution, but that is all the 
more reason why we must concen¬ 


trate on this aspect Look at the 
senior playeis nowadays It is just 
because of their professionalism that 
talented luniors are generally lost in 
the ultimate battle I tiied emphasis 
ing that lunior players be inducted 
into the club 1 disagreed with the 
idea of lecruiting the Iranians and 
that IS where the real tiouble be¬ 
gan," said (he general secretary 
Accoiding to an official who wants to 
remain anonymous, no sooner has Mr 
Haque settled down to the task of 
succeeding Dr Rafique Ahmed, that 
there was a bombshell in store with 
regal d to the club's cricket team 
Cricket secietai> At shad Saigal ven¬ 
tured to acquite the best cricket 
team available by jacking up the

iian's Two of them Arshad Saigal 
and Shahrada Parvez offeied their 
setvices but their attitude did not 
exactly endear them to most of the 
club officials It IS learnt that Mr 
Haque had hinted about their remov- 
'al to the president but ill-feelings 
soon became apparent Was it be¬ 
cause of this that Mr Saigal had to 


step down fiom tA post of assistant 
general secretary and Mr Parvez, an 
able administrator, resigned as vice- 
president There was a strung rumb¬ 
lings of discontent and a breakaway 
was inesitable in such a situation 
The changes came after the annual 
general meeting Ghulam Mustafa 
took over as football secretary and 
Iqbal Ahmed as assistant secretary 
It seems, howevei, that the 1981 
accounts were not fuinished and 
most of the club's hockey and cricket 
playeis were aggrieved because 
their dues were not fully met 

When deciding the makeup of the 
football team this season, the club 
took a long time to reach an accord 
Mr Mustafa had the final say in the 
composition of the side and though 
the balance between local and out- 
station players was somewhat main¬ 
tained the coming of the Iranians 
caused a lot of frn tion Added to this 
was the presence of a Semi-official* 
who unnecessarily hampered the 
smooth functioning of the club 
Eyebrows have been raised about his 
utility but no one knows who has 
given him the necessary authority 
According to the source, this person 
even threatened the players the dav 
of the ciucial match against East 
Bengal saying that they would have 
to win at all costs Perhaps it was 
enoimh to unsettle the team One 
wonders why the football secietary 
allows such things

cials and members too. This is not to 
slight the president but his cool 
temperament and generosity have 
been exploited to a great deal. He 
must gear himself up now to save the 
old institution from unsavouty ele^f 
ments The general feeling » thai^' 
the club portfolios have been given 
to the wrong people, therby leading 
to poor administration It is eathered

The members also demand to be 
told what has happened to the nearly

Football polities 

I T IS not uncommon on the Indian 
spot ts scene to tind two bodiei or 
associations both claiming to repre¬ 
sent a spoit in a particular rafUMi 
The I ust for power through spora for 
some officials manifests itscfi m Iho 
form of infighting and back-hiriqg 
and has reached such alarming 
levels that it no longer i aises eyeb¬ 
rows to know that parallel bodies are 
existing Swimming, hockey, athle- 
ucs, table tennis and football to 
name a few are '^victims’* of this 
plague—which is the bane of Indian 
sport 


Either It is a few disgnuitkd peo¬ 
ple who have brokenaway from the 
officially affiliated association and 
formed a parallel body or it is a 
section that alleges that the assoria 
f ion IS neglecting the sport and thus 
promotes an alternative platform 

The latest to join these exalted 
ranks is the Maharashtra Football 
Association (MFA), whose members 
“are disillusioned with the Westein 
India Football Association (WIFA) “ 
Like in all such controversies amidst 
the rhetoric and the confusion it is 
not easy to say who is right and who 
IS wrong and who is telling the truth 

Of the 29 districts in Maharashtra, 
the MFA claims 24 are with them 
and as the majority is with them they 
should be the affiliated unit in 
Maharashtra of the All India Foot 
ball Federation (AIFF) On the other 
hand, WIFA has refeired to the MFA 
as a paper tiger 

To justify its formation, the MFA 
has drawn m a list of eleven charges 
against the wlFA Absence of intei - 
district tournaments, no elections lo 
the WIFA, nor any meeting of the 
district bodies, utter neglect of the 
game in other parts of Maharashtra 
except in Bombay, no visits by WIFA 
officials to study the problem's ot the 
distiict, no coaching camp or re 
feiees clinics The list continues A 
tendency of the WIFA to encourage 
discontent in certain areas like Pune 
and Nasik funds vere nevet made 
available to WIFA in spite of collec¬ 
tion, a constitution which was 
flamed during the pre Independence 
davs governs the WIFA, violation of 
the government guidelines with re- [ 

spect to district representation on 
tm WIFA and lastly that the team 
that represents Maharashtra in the 
Nationals is made up entirely of 
■omtay ^ig^rs, are the charges 

As proof of Its genuine interest in 
football vis-a-vis Maharashtra, the 
MFA has organised an inter-distiicts 
tournament which will be held in 
Shfilapur in the first half of Septem¬ 
ber. Also the MFA in months to come 
promises to raise the football fever 
that IS conspicuously at low kev in 
Maharashtra as compared to Bengal

COMING BACK IN 
1981—AT LAST 

CHRIS EVERT LLOYD tells how shejtrounoed Hana Mandlikova 
in the 1981 Wimbledon final to recapture her crown.

CCTATNO IS that?” Hana Mandhko- 
VV va asked, staring at a picture 




on the wall "Maureen Connolly,” I 
said "Haven’t you ever hMrd of 
her?” "No,” Hana replied. 

At nineteen years old, Hana Man¬ 
dlikova was too young to appreciate 
Maureen Connolly’s three Wunble- 
don singles titles in 1952, 1953 and 
1954 But any student of tennis 
knows that "Little Mo,” as she was 
called, ranks among the greatest 
women players of all tune Sitting 
with Hana m the players’ waiting 
room before our 1981 Wimbledon 
singles final, 1 coundn’t help but 
wonder whether any of today’s 
young pros could develop an attach¬ 
ment or appreciation for the achieve¬ 
ments ol pla 3 rers in the past. The 
l^e dances to a difteent bear 
these days. 

As someone who had won two 
Wimbledons and was ninner-up four 
other tunes, the half-dosen pictures 
on the pale blue walls of the players’ 
waiting room were significant to me, 
esperiaUy the photo of Virginia 
Wade with Queen Elizabeth at the 
1977 centennial celebradim Vu|^ 
ma had beaten me in the semi-finw 
that year before going on to win the 
final against Betty Stove. 

The players’ waiting room at 
Wimbledon sounds lavish, but, in 
fact. It has a chilly, impersonal 
atmosphere and is no more than ten 
by twelve feet Players are brouAt 
to the room before going onto the 
Centre Coiut or Nuinber One court 
for a match It’s doubtful if more 
than four players can sit in the room 
without feeling cramped Four green 
velvet chairs and a hard green couch 
are remnants of other eras Peter 
Morgan, who traditionally escorts 
players to the room, says blankets 
are stored there fm cold or snowy 
days There is also a notice of 
another Wimbledon nudemark* "clo¬ 
thing which displays any form of 
advertisement (other than one 
manufacturer’s small logo) is not 
pemutted to he vmm on the courts. 
Plavers are also reminded that all 


clothing must lie predominantly 
white ” 

The committee gave Martina some 
flak about some of her multi¬ 
coloured outfits during the 1981 
tournament. But the rules are mote 
lenient now than they were when I 
first iriayed "The Championships” in 
1972. 

Losing three consecutive Wimble¬ 
don tinds made me more committed

won one Test hands down and lost 
the other two by a marginal record 
when the tally should, in all prob- 
abihty, have read 3-0 full stop 

En^nd, quite rightly, are a very 
tough side to beat when the condi¬ 
tions are moie familiar to them and, 
perhaps, just that much more im- 
possibie than, say, beating Austialia 
Down Under That the Pakistanis 
won the second Test was ample proof 
of their versatili^ and let not detrac¬ 
tors get away with a word saying that 
WiUis was not playing then And in 
the light of their immense potenual 
DavuT Gower’s cheap squealing ab¬ 
out the 'greased’ ball was quite unbe¬ 
coming of an England captnm As 
bnran Khan explained lato' that 
almost every Pakistani gives himself 
and the balla rub whenever It comes 
to them beDveen deliveries, thu 
bemg neceasitated more out qf haWt 
bom m Palnsiam conditions. There, 
the atmosphere being basically diy, 
it bacomes imperative for the bell to 
remain right urough like a touched^ 
up plum. In England, the mamtained 
shine alloyed with the overljdng 
Imniility sometimes amk a s bottmg^ 
Dna calculus and advanced statistics, 
I mainly bayand nomial eomprahan- 
! sten. As John Wooded himself cot^

How long can I go on alono? 


In an exclusive interview with SUPRAKASH GHOSHAL the young chess 
genius of India DIBYENDU BARUA, who has created a sensation by 
defeating the ex>worid champion Victor Korchnoi at the recently-concluded 
Lloyds Bank chess tournament at London, describes the difficulties he has to 
face to keep h)s ambition alive and prepare himself for meeting the 

challenge of international competitions 


S PORTSWORLD When did you 
Start preparing for the Llo>ds 
Bank tournament^ 

DIBVENDl^ BARUA Well, pre¬ 
paring foi these big toui naments is 
ali\a\s cl big piohiem foi me When 
invitations come tinm the oiganiseis 
of such international mect^ 1 alwavs 
tiiicl mvbelt in a state or unceitain- 
tv—ivhethei I can ultimate]v take 
part fii not—mainlv because of tiiian- 
cial pinblems 

IhuN I Mas not in a \ei\ relaxed 
fiame of mind And as far as the 
game of chess is concerned, vou 
cannot attend to be in such a situa¬ 
tion foi long It IS bound to tell on 
one's game consideiably But then, it 
cannot be helped because this uncei 
taints has become the order of the 


day I received the invitation to the 
tournament nearly two months ago, 
but It was not until the day 1 boarefed 
the plana foi London at Delhi Air- 
poi t that I knew I was actually going 

SW What were the financial prob¬ 
lems that stood in your way? 

DB It IS entirely up to the All 
India Chess Federation to make 
aiiangemcnts for the foreign ex¬ 
change and also for the passage 
I monev All that wc can do is to let 
them know about the invitation and 
then wait foi the final decision fiom 
them 

Now. the mam pioblem with the 
Lloyds Bank tournament was that it 
was not included in the budget set 
aside bv the Central Government tor 
sending young and promising chess 


plavers abroad Naturally, there was 
some reluctance on their part as well 
as some difficulties in sanctioning 
niy trip to England I had virtually 
given up hope of participating in the 
tournament 

That was not all 1 was also 
haunted bv the memory of missing 
the Biitish Championship because of 
identical financial problems Had I 
artic mated in that tournament and 
een anle to win one noim, 1 could 
have obtained today the Intel nation 
al Masrei unking (Barua obtained 
one iioi m ai the IJuvds tournament, 
but IS still one norm short) 

Had I gone foi the Biitish Cham 
pitiiiship, which began in earls Au 
gust. It would have meant spending 
one full month at London if I wanted 
to stay on and participate in the 




Lloyds Bank compotitioa also That 
was something 1 just could not 
aiford 

Thipsay. however, elected to do 
'just that, but he had to pav a heavy 
puce for It When my father and 1 
met him at London, he recounted the 
stoi V of how he had suffered He was 
on the brink of starvation Actually, I 
had been very disappointed about 
not being able to take part in the 
British Championship It was my 
father who stood very firm in his 
decision not to take any risk And I 
found his adamance justified when 
we heard of Thipsay*s experiences 

Anyway, coming back to those an¬ 
xious days before the London tourna¬ 
ment, 1 virtually gave up all expecta¬ 
tions of participating, let alone pre- 
paiing for it 

SW' How did the tour finally 
materialise^ 

DB Anxiety mounted day by day, 
but the Central Government decided 
at last to piovide only the passage 
money —1 etui 11 faie—but only for 
me They did not take into account 
the tact that I needed a coach who is 
nomidlly supposed to accompany a 
piavei to such maior tournaments 

The hall was now in our court and 
everything depended on how much 
mcinev my father could borrow from 
his 1 1 lends and relatives We needed 
at least Rs 18,000 and did not have 
much time He started borrowing 
from idiious sources but we lost a 
tew valuable davs in the process 
When at last we had the money there 
was no time leit to get to Delhi by 
tidin, so we had to go bv air and pay 
cun own wa> 

SW. Wli> did your father accom- 
pan> >ou this time as your coach? 

DB Well, thete is no such thine as 
a coach in chess in our country rve 
leatni the game mostly on my own 
Tve also picked up tips from my 
laihei, who, however, can never be 
said u\ be my coach because he is not 
a leguldi participant in tourna¬ 
ments, national or international 
1 his IS a must for a good chess coach 

In fact, the system is very peculiar 
here Only when it comes to going 
ahtoad for a maiur tournament does 
the All India Chess Fedeiation send 
somebody as my coach He comes to 
my place a few days before the tnp, 
shows me a few pointers and then 
after the tournament is over I find 
myself all alone once again It is 
extiemely difficult tCi practise chess 
for long hours if you don't have a 
goud companion 

SW: Then how do you practise at 
home? * 

DB: I haidly practise at all It u 
only during tournaments that I get a 
sufficient amount of match play. 

SW: How many tournaments have 
you played so nr this year? 

DB: Well, quite a few, out I missed 
a numbei of important ones too due 
to my secondary examinations, in 
March. All these tournaments took 
place around January/February

when I was preparing for the ex¬ 
amination 

Here too we chess plavers have a 
very fundamental problem A chess 
player needs to participate in 
tournaments just as much as he 
needs to take rest tor those who can 
practise at home taking time off 
from competitive chess, it's okay 
But for people like me who cannot 
utilise much leisure time it's a big 
pioblem I can neither go in for too 
many competitions not can tram 
hard at home 

SW What IS the situation like in 
European countries^ 

DB' They have gut a \erv good 
system Four to five players train 
under one coach on a long-term basis 
and when one of his pupils go some¬ 
where to play in tournaments they 
travel together It is not that this is 
the only way to improve one's game 
Chess is basically a game which 
needs individual talent But the main 
advantage of having an experienced 
coach IS that he can keep a chess 
player abreast of the improvements 
in terms of skill and technique 
achieved by the stalwans of the 
chess world That helps a player 
when he is participating in interna¬ 
tional tournaments 

Only when it comes to 
going abroad for a m^jor 
tournament docs the AlCF 
send somebody as my 
coach. He comes to my 
place a few days before the 
trip, shows meafew poin¬ 
ters and then after the 
tournament te over I find 

myself all alone.Even 

you can come as my coach 
one day 


SW. Can’t this disadsantage be 
offset with the help of books^ In 
chess, unlike other games, a pla>er 
can profit considerably from sarious 
books and periodicals on the game 

DB* Yes, that's true but where do 
1 get such hooks^ Ot Louise theie 
are some in organisation-k like the 
Alekhine Chess Club But the\ aie 
not sufticient 

Another problem is that man> uf 
these books do not ^uit ms style ot 
play In fact, every plaser, has mg his 
own line of thinking, has to choose 
books which are suitable for him But 
that requires a iich stock ot chess 
literature which I do not have access 
to 

SW- It has been noticed that one of 
your main weaknesses is a tendency 
to get into time-trouble Woulo you 
ascribe it to your lack ol theoretical 
knowledge^ 

DB- Yes, to a gieat extent 

SW. Would you explain that^ 

DB- 1 face this difficulty mostly 
when It comes to making what we 
call in chess 'obvious moves' These 
can be likened to copvbook sriokes 
in cncket In situations whuh call toi 
such moses, foreign plaveis, wlin 
certainly have an edge o\er me in 
book knowledge make then moves 
in no time, knowing for suie that 
they base onlv one option at that 
stage of play On the other hand, 1 
have to strain myself haid to get out 
of the tiouble Book-piesciibed for¬ 
mulae aie safe and dependable but 
I'm forced to contrive them mvsclf 
and naturally have to spend much 
more time on it than others who aie 
well versed in these techniques On 
many occasions I have created moves 
that can be found in books whith 1 
have ne\er tead Lxpeits have 
pointed this out to me aftei reading 
my match desciiptions Bur ihe\ nev 
er know how much time I have spent 
on these moves It's like tichiing all 
alone How long can I continue this 
way’

DB: Yes, they do help me from 
time to time, but only duting tourna

DB Well, Manuel Aaron once 
asked me to go to Madras and stay 
with him so that he tould give me 
Loniinuous loaihing foi some time 
But that was impossible ftir me, be¬ 
cause 111 that case I would have had 
10 do away with mv studies 1 cannot 
afford to do such a thing at this 
stage I wish 1 ciMild have availed 
nuself of this opportunity because 
Aaion IS undoubtedly one of the best 
pldscis in the country today and has 
alwiss been veis helpful towards 
me 

SW Do sou hate to pas the coaches 
who accompany you during foreign 
trips’-* 

DB No nobody pays them, not 
eve n the AICF The whole system is 
veiv iiifdini.il and amateuiish A 
coach IS sent just because the tourna 
meni .luihoiities do not allow a play 
ei to paiticipaie in a competition 
without a coach oi manager So it 
pist I mere liiimalitv Even you can 
come as mv coach one day if the 
MCr selects you foi the job 
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(Laughs). 

SW: Does not one have to be 
qualilied to be a coach? 

DB: Weill there are no definite rules 
on this score Some of my coaches 
have not even played in National B 
tournaments while m international 
tournaments most of my opponents 
have been trained by Grandmasters 
In Russia it is not impossible for an 
up-and-coming player to get 
coaching from the world champion 
himself 

SW: Why did you draw your first 
match though your opponent was not 
a very tough ptayer? 

DB: I think this was due to fatigue 
Lo some extent Also because of my 
initial lethal gy in adapting to the 
new atmosphere 1 could have won, 
but my concentration perhaps was 
not veiy strong 

SW Thiking about concentration, 
do you think too much media expo¬ 
sure began to tell on your game’’ 

DB. 1 did not feel so, but mv father 
thinks that it was one of the teasons 
why 1 could not maintain my form 
after the victory ovei koichnoi 
Maybe, this was the case, but 1 could 
not tell 

SW. Now tell us about >our en¬ 
counter with the ex-world champion 
Victor Korchnoi^ 

DB' lhat was one of the most 
diamatic moments in mv life It was 
a surpiise that I never thought would 
be so mcmoiable for me I lived so 
far out that it took me abcnit 4^ 
minutes to leach lamdnn bv tiain, so 
it was not possible foi me to come in 
the morning and check up on the 
diaw of the day Thus, 1 never knew 
whom 1 was going to face 

That memoiable day 1 was three or 
loui minutes late So, on reaching 
the hall, 1 didn't have anv time to 
look up the chart of fixtuies Instead, 
1 dashed stiaight to the table where I 
was supposed to plav there 1 saw a 
bald-headed man waiting for his

opponent to come It was Victor 
Korchnoi and the clock had started 
at least four minutes ago 
SW: Did you feel nervous when 
you found that the ex-champion was 
your opponent'^ 

DB: No absoluteh not On the 
contrary 1 wa< thrilled, because 1 
knew I had nothing to lose even if 1 
was routed by the maestro 
SW' How did you find him as a 
player^ 

DB He is a very aggressive player 
and always se^^ks to gain an early 
breakthrough to turn the game in his 
favour But this is a rather risky style 
of plav, especially when the oppo¬ 
nent is a positional player One smg- 
le mistake can spell disastei and that 
was partly why Korchnoi lost the 
match to me 

He went on the offensive right 
from the beginning, while 1 adopted 
more oi less a defensive stiategy 
But both of us got into time trouble 
which called for fast moves from 
both sides In a hurrv, Korchnoi 
made a crucial mistake somewhere 
around the 44th move, but for which 
he could have eaiiiecl a diaw 
In fact, Korchnoi was not playing 
according to his usual form 

SW. Whv do you think he declined to 
be photographed with you^ 

DB* Ht' did not allow any player io 
be photogiaphed with him, ex«.ept 
duimg the price distiibution cere 
mony I don't know the reason But 
he is a perfect gentleman After the 
match he sat with me, analysed the 
proceedings and showed me' the mis¬ 
takes! had made I was verv impress¬ 
ed I think his refusal to 'be photo- 
paphed with me has been play^ up 
by a section of the Press in an 
improper way But people should not 
misunderstand him 

SW: What are your future plans^ 
DB: (Hesitantly) The more I take 
part in intei national tournaments, 
the more Pm beginning to realise 
that the uncertainty, the lack of 
proper coaching facilities and my 
poor knowledge of the theoretical 
aspects of the game are baffling 
me My father has now got to pav 
back the debt he has incurred and 1 
have to cry and learn the more 
advance techniques of the game all 
on my own

Cricket’s private army 

GERALD PAWLE writes on Sir Julien Cahn, owner 
of a private cricket team much before Kerry Packer 
did his rounds 


E .W SWANION has accurateiv 
described the activities of Sir 
Tulien Cahri's XI as 'a modem ciick- 
el phenomenon without parallel' 
Although couiitrs house cricket still 
survived with suipiisinf* vipour in 
the las; decade before the Second 
Woild Wdi, no leascinahle compaii 
sun could be made betweeen Sir 
Julien’s pinmotions and the eleftant, 
esseiiiially amaieui fixtuies staged 
on such Jo\el\ giouiids as Pelsham, 
Foiiv Hill, diul lliisingham at Mar 
chwiel and llolv|ioii, or, foi that 
mattei on m\ giandfather's gioand 
at Widtoid in Herttoidshiie, where 
intriuuirg loc il iiiles weie observed 
and tieldeis uniild iiiii in fien/ied 
ciicUs lound a laige walnut tree 
waiting to (iitih the ball as it 
bounced trom hinnch to bi inch 
On these 1 Ksiari fields the cricket 
was often of the highest class, hut 
the possihilits ol defeat rarel\ 
clouded the entuvment of the match 
Not so with Sir lulien whose teams, 
packed with lest plaveis, wen sent 
in to battle with oideis to win bv the 
laigi St possible margin, even against 
the most infer loi opposition In this 
task thev were often hampeied In 
rhi II captain who, to i|uote Swan 
tun s charming and generous under 
state-merit, was ‘unblessed with ariv 
natiiial abiliis in the game', his 
bowling was ‘inoidinatels slow and 
ciuite without intiinsic met it* Into 
this c xiiaoidman menage a south 
fill all immclei named T R Reddick 
found his was in into on the demise 
of Aiihiev Faulknei's School of 
Cricket wheie he anc* Ian Peebles 
had lieen on the staff lumniv Red 
dick plased with iiiiich success foi 
Sii julieii until the Wai and 
although his Mibsec|uent careei in 
vohed county ciickei with Notts, a 
spell as chief coach at Old Trarfoid. 
and then a long and happs c'mplos 
meni in South Atiica, wbeie he was 
widels regarded as the outstanding 
ciicket coach of his time, a much 
trasellod life biought him no expeii 
ence ciuite so lemarkable as his 
bivarie and demanding appieii 
tueship with the' Cahn ciicus In 
Cape town ovei the veais we often 
talked about those davs Now that 
Sir Julien Cahn's XI has become part 
(»f the mvthologv of the game Tom 
Reddick's leminiscences gave a 
striking pictuiu of what might be 
desciibed as sponsored country 


house cricket 

Still in his teens, Reddick found 
himself a membei of a distinguished 
and colourful band ‘Plavmg in most 
of the games were I C W (^Loftv ) 
Newman, a tremendous haismaii 
who often opened with the New 
Zeaiandci Roger Blunt, and scored 
some 1S,()00 runs for Cahn (i h 
Summers, of Richmond, a prodigious 
hitter who scoied ovei H,000. C S 
De mpster (New Zealand), C R Max 
well, who came straight I rum school 
at Biighton, Denss Mtukel i South 
Afiica), H R MuPt, a quickish bow 
lei who looked aftei lulien's wines 
and entertainment, and the Austia- 
lian trio, Harold Mudge lack Walsh, 
and Vk Jackson There were also R 
W V Rollins, CieiAge Heane, later 
captain of Notts Ian Peebles, and in 
the mid 1910s the South African fast 
iHiwIei Bob Cusp 

‘lohn Gunn was ihe 'cam s umpire, 
and another Notts plavei, Tich Rich 
meind, took a tremendous number oi 
wickets toi us In the wintei most of 
us were assigned to gibs in Sir Ju 
lien's \ ast business empire I was one 
of the very few with an bgieement, 
and finished up hv managing 12 
luiniturc shops in the South of Eng¬ 
land'* B\ the time Reddick joined 
the staff thev had two first-class 
grounds to pla\ then home matches 
cm—Stanford Hall, Cahn's lavishlv 
laid out estate neai Nottingham and 
laiughbornugh Road (‘the best wick 
ttt 1 ever saw'K closei to the citv 
‘Earlv in one game there,' said Red¬ 
dick, ‘a ball lifted while Sii lulien 
was balling—the oris ball 1 ever saw 
behave unexpectedly in nine vears 
Immediatels ihe groundsmen were 
summoned and a tiemendous in 
quest was held on the spot' 

When Reddick first loined this 
remark ible retinue Sii Julien Cahn 
was in his middle foities A trail 
ligiiie of medium height, he was 
something of a dandy who woie 
exquisitelv tailoied suits and monng 
lammec' silk shirts When batting he 
used metal leg guards and he thinned 
inflatable pads befoie facing fast 
bowling 

A teetotaller, he ate sparingly 
Although he smoked innumerable 
cigais he in%’ariabl\ threw them 
awav soon after lighting them His 
litestvie was impiessivv A decidedls 
insecure horseman, this did not de 
tei him fnim hunting, and he was in 


turn Master of the Burton, the Wood¬ 
land Pytehley, and the Fernie It was 
estimated that hunting and cricket 
alone cost him at least L^),000 a 
year He was capable of great gener¬ 
osity, lavishly supporting hospitals 
and chanties, and on his home 
grounds he lefused to take a gate 
Collections went either to charity or 
to ciicketers' benefit funds 
T lemember playing against the 
West Indians,* Reddick recalled *We 
lost two wickets quickly and the light 
was fading Maxwell and I were 
ordered to stay there foi half an houi 
so that a collection could be taken 
toi Bill Voce, but we were up against 
Constantine and Martindale and 1 
tould not time them at all All I could 
heal was the /fft zfft sfft as the 
ball passed me but Max hit these two 
ciut of sight and our lobs were safe 
for anothei day'* 

'There were insaiiablv hilarious 
foi if anything he was a worse con 
luior than he was a cnckeiei 
Assisted bv the household electii 
cidii, he would attempt trick after | 
trick and never quite get the sequ-; 
erne right His favourite illusion, | 
mnsulving a bowl of disappeaiing i 
goldfish, was a spectaculai failuie,! 
but as the routine was conducted | 
with the utmost solemnity it was ' 
iiiesistiblv tunny and was always 
cheeied to *he echo' Once Reddick 
gained a legular place in the side he 
became one of its most piolifu 
rungetters, storing over ISOO luns in 
three successis'e seasons—‘but you 
have no idea of the stiain we plaved 
undei ' Against Waiwickshite in a 
I oaring gale a gingei haired bow lei 
was swinging the ball fantastically 1 
was soon out and in came Maxwell, 
one of the most brilliant batsmun 
wicketkeepers 1 have ever seen 
‘'Don't woirv. Sir Julien," he said as 
he left the pavilion, "just lease it to 
me'" He was out immediately and wc 
baielv struggled past the bundled 
'Cahn sent foi his right-hand man,

W HLN the black and white che¬ 
quered tldg signalled a set of 
five motorcyclists, clad in race re 
galia, off with a deafening roai from 
souped up engines sans silenceis in 
tho “Renn Carls Monsoon Race*' at 
Raia, It heralded the birth of a new 
sport in Goa. And if the flood of 


entiants for the Independence Dav 
event was any yardstick. Motor 
Spoits replete with spine-chilling 
ihiills and daiedevilrv had made its 
debut 

Open to mobikes and ca^s the 
“Renn Calls Gaiage" race-cum- 
lallv—the fust of the kind in this 
teriitoiv—ceitainlv proved no cake 
walk The ciicuit mapped our b\ the 
oiganisers, Rennie Ahieu and his 
Geiman buddy Cail (both lace en 
thusiasts), comprised an assortment 
(if hair pm bends, warci logged dirt 
Hack, highway and steep slopes 

It was an eight kilometre lap of 
sheei hell selected to test the grit 
and skill of competitois as also the 
sturdiness of their \ehicles In addi 
non, a heasy monsoon downpour on 
the eve ot the race onl\ worsened 
matteis, 1 dicing organisers to hastily 
empty truckloads of rubble to “le- 
paii" stietches ot washed away 
kuuhd tiack 

Biaving a mid-moinmg dnzrle the 
laige Sundav ciowd let off a thundei- 
ous cheei as the ten motorcyclists 
were flagged off Classification 
being no bar, motni bikes of vaiious 
makes, such as Yezdi, Raidoot, En¬ 
field, liiiimph SOO, BSA Falcon SO, 
vied with one anoihei toi top hon¬ 
ours in the two wheeler section Foi 
two-wheeler there were two races—a 
3-lap (24kmj “eliminaiiun” run and 
the 5 lap (40km) grand finale Four- 
wheeler had to compete in a 5-lap 
(40km) event 

As expected it was Herman Abreu 
astride the poweiful Tnumph 500 
who rode home victorious in the 
S-lap I ace coveting the 40* km dis¬ 
tance in 52 minutes 13^2 seconds. 
Earliei Abreu also won the 3 lap 
race 

Poised on his poweiful SOOcc 
machine, Abieu skilfully co¬ 
ordinated bqdv movement and speed 
III manoeuvre his bike on the 
tieacheious curves, while gunning 
his machine on the stiaights to stay 
way ahead of the others However, 
had the two Enfield “Bullets** and a 
Yerdi—bikes which may have ren¬ 
dered some challenge to the TR500 
on the highway—not come a cropper, 
Herman would ceitainlv have been 


haid put to maintain his lead Both 
iideis of the Bullets took a bad toss 
when they slammed into a compound 
wall on a right-angled corner Lucki¬ 
ly they escaped with minor bruises 
The encounter foi cars legaled 
wayside watchers Flagged off at 30 
seconds intervals, drivers filed en 
gines and slid into geai to take otf at 
tremendous speed round the first 
bend foi a 5-lap stint of the lOugh 
Circuit The entrants included sever 
al vehicles ot foreign make, VW, 
Vduxhall, DKW, Mercedes pitted 
against the iiidian Mahindra Diesel 
Jeep, Fiats and Standard Gazols 
Conseciuently, it was the Mahindra 
Jeep drnen by Phillip Valadares 
who sped auoss the finishing line 
bagging the “Renn Calls Garage** 
shield and a cash award of Rs 500 
Valadares slammed his foot on the 
gas pedal and kept it there from the 
moment the starting flag waved him 
off The tight luitis of 

the tiack weie definitely brutal on 
tires, brakes and drivers But Vala- 
dares dare-devil neive saw him 
through the full 5-lap (40km l clock¬ 
ing a winning time or 46min 34 secs 
A vehicle that was a hot tavouiite 
for the top position—the DKW 
front—wheel drive driven by Anto¬ 
nio and Kevin—had to back out of 
the race after the engine stalled 
Some miscreants had apparentls 
tampered with the open contact 
points of the engine while the car lay 
idle awaiting the flag off Yet 
another casualty was a Standard 
Gazel which completed the course 
minus the front hood—to bag a con¬ 
solation pnze fur the hardest tiier 
But motor-racing is dangerous—it 
says so on the entrance ticket to any 
majoi Grand Piix Yet, the sport 
shall thrive foi sports sake As 
affirmed Philhp Valadares. winner 
of the four-wfaeelei event, “It isn't so 
much the prize money, which in this 
race was grossly inadequate, but the 
thnil of racing for spon that attract 
participants Yet one has to spend 
much to prepare a car for a lace or 
rally ana any sort of sponsorship 
would be welcome **

Recently, the association was for¬ 
tunate to find a place to set up its 
second training school in the neart of 
the city This centre, howeser, is 
exclusively meant foi students of the 
game between the age of 10 and 16 
and IS jointly-sponsoi ed by the BTTA 
and the Calcutta University Insti¬ 
tute, which IS famous for its services 
rendered to the student community 
in both sport and culture for over 
ninety years The space provided 
accommodates three tables for prac¬ 
tice The trainees under competent 
coacheS|gre bemg put through a 
syllabus of systematic training The 
interested juniors aie taking full 
advantage of this centrally-located 
venue

For some time I have been thinking 
about a short series featuring the 
greatest players from the USA, and there 
could hardly be a better moment to start 
itthannow In chess terms the indepen¬ 
dence of toe United States was 
proclaimed by Paul Morpny's triumphal 
visit to Europe in 1858, durbw whicn he 
proved h'TiM without any doubt to be 
the best player in the world If the 
European masters had been umm- 
pressed tw his victory in the First 
American (;hess Congmss m New York 
tne prevuus year, th^ were oomnncad 
when Morphy won his match with Adolf 
Anderssen in Rsns by 7-2 with 2 draws 
AiKlerssen had emerged the wMor m 
lo'idon in 1851 and was raoognbad as 
a biilliant tactician, but he was ap- 
(•dreritiy helpless against the young 
Amen‘:dn star Morphy was a gsraus «

PhilKlor a century earlier The pieces

ago the site for the indoor 
stadium was being scoffed 
at because of the loose 
riverside soil 

The stadium is destined 
to become one of the coun 
try’s premier palaces of 
sport Its arena of 78 x 60 
meters puts it in the world 
standard Its loof is sup 
ported by eight pylons 
with structural steel 
space-frame with corru¬ 
gated aluminium sheets 
rising to a height of 44 
metres 

The indoor stadium, 
with Its sound-prcxif fold 
able partition, can be man 
ipulated in just seven mi 
nutes to divide itself into 
stadia The stadium will be 
accessible by split level 
promenades along both 
main axes besides a num¬ 
ber of auxiliary openings 
Lightina will be installed 
to enable live colour tele¬

The 'administrative 
block of the stadium is a

PARTAB RAMCHAND profiles and interviews Duleep Mendis 


B elievers m the sodiac signs 

tell me that one of the charactei 
istics of a Viigo IS a person tidy in his 
methods 1 don't normally beheve in 
these things but even disbelievers 
may concede some significance in 
Rohan Louis Duleep Mendis' being a 
Viigo Besides being immaculate in 
his methods, he is supposedly pure 
minded, too And these two qualities 
are also characteristic of Meiidis* 
batting 

He IS JO now, born on 2S August, 
1952 at Moiatuwa and like all lads 
with immense gifts, he made his 
maik eaily, fust bursting into prom¬ 
inence playing foi the Sn Lanka 
Under 19 against the Australia 
Undei 19 in 1971 72 after having 
touted India with the Sii Lanka 
Schools team two years before But 
the innings that marked him out as 
an iipcommonly fine prospect was 
against Clive Lloyd’s all conquenng 
West Indian side in 1974-75 In the 
limited-over game at Colombo, he 
took the muih vaunted Caribbean 
pai e attack apart foi a sizzling 75 in 
92 minutes with a six and nine fours 
It was this knock that set him apart 
trom his colleagues and from that 
moment he was put alongside Tenne- 
koon as one of the country's leading 
batsmen 

Mendis it was who carried the 
fight into the enemy's camp in Sn 
Lanka's epic battle with Australia in 
the 1975 Woild Cup Australia had 
led oft with J28 in the allotted 60 
oveis, but Sn Lanka were un¬ 
daunted Evei> batsman stood up to 
the thunderbolts being hurled n 
them from both ends Wettimiiny 
and Mendis had to retiie hurt Men¬ 
dis had made )2 runs before his 
tenure «ias cut short by a Lillee 
delivery that struck him on the face 
It was this innings that brought to 
the fore an added quality>-cour- 
age—to the other charfhing and 
graceiul facets of his play 

He IS also the only Sn Lankan 
batsman to score over 1000 runs in 
limited over games—a creditable 
feat He was the first from that 
country to score a century in Eng¬ 
land when he belted the East Airman 
bowlers for a quick 144 at Taunton in 
1975 Before he came to India he had 

f layed in 65 first-class matches and 
12 innings—more matches and 
more innings than anyone else. Stat¬ 
isticians pomt put that during the 
current tour of India, he ewpsed 
Tennekoon’s f^res and has taken 
over statuticaiiy as the finest Sn 
Lankan batsman of nil tune Can 


there be any doubt that even aesthe 
ticallv he is the best among the 
island’s batsmen^ 

But if cncket tans in other cities 
have not had the good foi tune to see 
Mendis at his best, those at Madras 
can count themselves doubly fortun 
ate They saw two positively great 
knocks fiom his punitive, classic bat 
The 105 he scored in last month’s 
Test match was one But equally 
memorable was his 194 against 
Tamil Nadu in the Gopalan Trophy 
tie at Madras in 1977 In the latter 
innings he had come in when two 
wickets had fallen quickly but did 
not bother trying out his defensive 
technique and straightaway sailed 
into the attack When it was all over, 
the bowling lay in shambles around 
him The depressing fact was that 
there were just a few hundred spec 
tatois present at Chepauk that day' 

A TEA executive with the famous 
Maharg/a Organisation in Col 
ombo, Mendis is married and has a 
two-year-old son He spoke to PAR- 
TAB RAMCHAND in Madras 

S PORTSWORLD: How would you 
milk the 105 you scored in the 
Test? 

DULEEP MENDIS: Yes, I think it 
must rank as the best mnini>,s I have 
ever played For one thing, 1 had 
been out of form of late Then 1

umpire this time confirmed it—105 
, and out to Doshi 

Theie were quite a few more runs 
to come in the afternoon It was soon 
Aruna Ranatunge driving, then 
heaving but effectively all the same 
On one occasion it was two fours in 
one over 'giving rise to thoughts 
whether the carnage had begun 
again But Doshi it was again, and 
auspiciously, too, as he notched his 


hundiedth Test victim in Ranatunge 
caught by Vengsarkar at cover With 
a few delivenes and with the score 
still at 204 Lanka's sixth perished, 
Ranasinghe nabbed by little Lai 
even before he had scored 

But in a redeeming posture. Sii 
Lanka cairied the fight to the oppo 
site camp and the majority ot the 
remainder of the afternoon was seen 
out by Madugalle and the logger 
Somachandra D'Silva. and tiicy sur¬ 
mounted the total by 77 vm some 
typical lest batting of plodding and 
an inclination of waiting to score 
Doshi broke through again and this 
time he had Madugalle swiping to 
Madan 1^1 tor 46 and it was the 
latter with the new ball who compel¬ 
led Somachandra to edge to slip for 
49 Suddenly the end seemed near 
but stumps even closer still 

The amusing thought ot the day— 
in some ways, unashamamedlv un¬ 
patriotic—^was that Kiimani diopped 
Dias when he was edging Kapil to 
slip Had that come about in safer 
hands the morning might have been 
ruined' 

Quite the expected happened on 
the second day Unable to match the 
batting exuberance ot the visitors 
from across the Strait, India compa¬ 
ratively plodded to a day ot fiustrat 
ing watchiLg at the Chepauk At the 
end of the day the home side was 
safe at 251 for one wicket Apart 
from the fact that Gavaskar got him 
self vet another Test hundred and 
Arun Lai partneied him in a gritty 
association of an encouraging open¬ 
ing alliance of 156 there wasn’t real¬ 
ly much to write about 

Sri Lanka finished in the morning 
with 346, courtesy Kapil Dev who 
picked up the last two wickets to 


wrap things up As tor Sunil Gavas¬ 
kar, there is little doubt that he 
himself would not like to remember 
this innings as among his most 
memorable when the vears have rol¬ 
led by His innings was largely a 
mixture of caution and sate stroking 
and seldom did he commit mistakes 
It must have been living in the first 
couple of hours, if viiu have the leg 
fracture well in mind, and it was only 
aftei he had flicked one foi his 
hundred that he tuined one to 
square leg, not entirely along the 
ground and Mendis, though he tried 
hard, failed to grip 

After Lfil had gone, bowled by De 
Mel foi 6J, It was Vengsarkar to pick 
up the challenge He tried to force 
the pace, not succeeding entirely^ 
and though the late evening showed' 
him in bettei light with some fine 
drives, most of the day was spent 
plonking the anchor while Gavaskar 
was stroking quite well, especially 
after tea 

The third day, truncated by a bout 
of rain on the evening the day be 
fore, put a brake on India's chanc.es 
and the home team were left 
stranded after taking the lead at 198 
foi four wickets Foi once the 
chances of a draw began to matei lal 
ise and the Indian captain was the 
centre of much discussion at Madras

By the end of the day he was 
batting with 30 off as many balls and 
Yashpal at the other end was ex¬ 
pectedly timid for a man who can 
alter his moods to suit the occasions 
The fourth day was, perhaps, the 
most exciting when you have the 
circumstances of the match strictly 
adhered to For India saw out the 
morning and part of the afternoon 
with Patil advancing to his hundred 
in a fiery mood and determined to 
hit every Lankan off the length Sri 
Lanka, too, finished on a perplexing 
note—at 179 for three and with 41 
still in the red they weie playing like 
a set of batsmen maddened beyond 
correction No ball seemed deserving 
of respect and for once the visions of 
an exciting finale were conjured up 
Much oi the Indian debt of the dav 
was rounded off to Sandeep Patil 
His poweied innings left Kapil, too, 
in the shade and out of the 168 runs 
that came to be scored on the fourth 
day from the Indian side, Patil con 
tributed half of them His ideas were 
crystal clear when after reaching his 
century he immediately lifted Rana 
stnghe for a six and as if that was not 
enough he hit another for four off 
the following ball

and he went quite early for only 17 
Kapil Dev managed 31 off 35 balls, 
an inequal balance, and consequent¬ 
ly not too laudable for such a gifted 
all rounder and after he had left 
chasing a Ratnayake delivery to the 
wicket keeper it was Madan l«al to 
chip in with some effective boundary 
hitting In all he managed five of 
them to leave India at S66 for six 
before Gavaskar declared and left 
Sri Lanka looking absolutely incoii 
sequental in the presence of this 
overwhelming total 

But the afternoon belonged to Roy 
Dias, sn fact the entire day Coming 
in at the loss of the first wicket 
which fell at six he kept the scores 
moving at an incredible rate of fren¬ 
zied boundary blazing The 50 of the 
innings came off just 39 minutes and 
8 5 overs—a situation that would 
have done a one-day side credit 
Often Dias fetched himself a couple 
of boundaries in an Over, once even 
three off Kapil Dev There looked as 
if there was little to stop him and 
indeed there was little as he had 
already got his fifteenth boundary 
when just 62 It was a pity that he 
fell three short of what would have 
been his second Test hundred, off a 
mere 108 balls He went finally, 
caught by Gavaskar and in the pro 
cess to give Shukla his first Test 
wicket 

Mendis had been at the other end 
for most of time—and overshadowed 
too His end-of-the-day 59 had span 
ned 91 balls and Ranatunge at six 
seemed to belie his first innings 
dash 

Mendis picked up the threads from 
where he had left off and though his 
innings now was more laborious he 
showed the necessary application to 
carry a losing venture ri^t into the 
enemy’s dressing room He got his 
second hundred of the match—stat 
isticians here hummed that only 
three others have done so against

Ranatuim began the slide for Sri 
Lanka in the morning when he tried 
to cut at Doshi and paid for it by 
snicking to Kirmani behind and |ust 
four runs later Doshi induced Madu 
galle to have a try at him, lifted him 
all r^t but Patil had cupped at mid 
off That should have packed it up 
foi India but Ranasinghe made 
amends to his first innings lapse 
Atoning, he carted the Indians quite 
rudely foi a 77 that came off iust 98 
balls He even lifted Kapil Dev for a 
boundary over his head and then 
paid the expense, being bowled in 
the process Fifty of his runs had 
come in boundaries 

Earlier, Mendis had rubbed the

It was Kapil Dev's final burst that 
finished Sri Lanka off He had the 
last two men quickly polished off as 
Sn Lanka finished* for 394, quite 
good for a second innings tally and 
especially if you are fighting to save 
the match That left India to make 
175 to win in 53 minutes and a score 
of mandatory overs—an even 
chance 

But the very first over provided 
the set back when Arun Lai failed to 
get over the line of the ball and Dias 
and caught it safe Vengsarkar fol¬ 
lowed caught and bowled by De Mel 
but Patil and Kapil ensured for some 
time that the fight would not be 
thrown away 

The two added 62 runs off 52 balls 
and then India came to the closest to

the mid nineteenth century Most of 
the dicker was played in and around 
Colombo, and as it was the capital 
also and an important tunction on 
the chiel sea route between England 
and Aiistialia teams used to stop 
ovei at Colombo foi a game or two 
These gamt s date back to as fai as 
l^bl and this tiadiiion is still being 
continued over a century later 
In the latter half of the nineteenth 
century cricket was played chiefly 
by the rich British coffee and lea 
planters aiound the hill country ol 
Sii Lanka (then Ceylon) There are 
stones that these planters in the 
disriicts of Colombo, Kandy an J Gal 
le would travel almost ^0 miles on 
horseback thinagh wild countr>' and 
oyei Iugged terrain to play the game 
1 his enthusiasm, unoer different c ir 
cumsrances, is still seen today among 
the island's cricketers 

fhe pioneer British merchant 
spoilsmen founded the Colombo 
Clicker Club in 1863 The contiibii- 
iioiis of this Club to the growth of Sri 
Lanka cannot be overemphasized 
, Iiiiiing the formative years, the CCC 
! look upon Itself the enciie responsi 
I hiliiv of running the game in the 
I isla.'Js In Sri Lanka the CCC is 
liecjiiently compared to the 
Marylebniie Cricket Club, the le- 
ilr«iihtciblc forefather of internation¬ 
al (luket 

Ihe interest and the standard of 


the game in Sn Lanka grew steadilv 
towards the end of the nineteenth 
century and at the beginning of the 
cunent one And a new dimension 
was added with the Indo-Sn Lankan 
connection that commenced around 
1930 From that moment, Sri Lanka 
cricket with Indian encouragement 
took a tremendous upsurge Of the 
numerous international team which 
have played in Sn Lanka, India, 
always considered a ‘‘good and 
fiienalv neighbour** has sent out the 
most number of touring squads Sn 
Lanka, for then part, has always 
been generous in their praise for 
India, without whose help they could 
not have made it into the interna¬ 
tional arena India first regularly 
placed Sri Lanka's case, first for the 
Associate Membership, and then for 
the Full Membership as far back as 
1964 And when Sn Lanka did play 
their first official Test match earlier 
this year, it did seem a tiiumph tor 
both, Sii Lanka and India 
Aiound the time the India-Sn 
Lanka connection was forged the 
country was fortunate to have a 
dynamic oiganisei in Dr John Rock- 
wood, known today as the “Father of 
Sn Lanka" Dr Rockwood, who was 
the livewire of the famous Nondes- 
ciipts' Cricket Club, was also the 
founder of the Tamil Union Cricket 
and Athletic Club Tireless and en¬ 
thusiastic, Dr Rockwood was in¬ 
strumental in bringing to the island 
W E Lucas' Indian team in 1926 and 
Jamshed Antia*s team from Bombay 
in 1929 Other far-sighted pioneers 
included Robert P Senanayake and 
P Saravanamutcu 

The first tour that aroused 
tremendous interest in Sn Lanka 
was the one they sent to India in 
1943 I'he team, led by Dr C H 
(fi nasekara, the first of the many 
outstanding players produced in the 
counti V He led a strong team which, 
contrary to expectations, had the 
better of both the drawn 'Tests* at 
l^ahoie and New Delhi 
Ihe good performances of this 
team did a lot to further enthusiasm 
in the game And from then on, the 
game in Sn Lanka was more orga¬ 
nised The influence of the CCC 
slowly diminised Upnl the begin¬ 
nings of the Second World War the 
game in the pearl-shaped island 
could not be imagined without this 
club Notwithstanding the fact that 
they did encourage local talent, the 
CCC*s spirit was still largely western 
and about the time of tte Second 
War, with the island on the verge of 
gaming Independence, it did seem a 
matter of time before the CCC 
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actually vanished troni the scene 
that It had largely helped in 
creating 

It was ainund this time that the 
Beard of Control foi Criikct in Sri 
Lanka took shape With the help ol 
the CCC It made the lovely Maitland 
Palace Club at the Colombo Oval, 
the headqiiarteis of Sii Lankan 
cricket Soon the Colombo Oval was 
nor only acknowledged as one ut the 
most pictuiesque grounds in the 
world but one which had among the

Sn LaAka took this up as a chal¬ 
lenge Not only did they expand the 
base so that a lot of cricket was soon 
being played iii Kandy, Galle, Jaffna 
and other places, but they also saw to 
It thgt uicket at the grassroots was 
nut neglected At the school level m 
paiticular, Sn Lanka showed a 
tremendous improvement in «tan 
daid 

So much so, even during the Six 
ties, when the senior team repeated 
ly lost to India, the schools team on 
the other hand, again and again, got 
the better of their Indian counter 
parts Interest at the college level 
was something to be seen to lie 
believed and when two top cnllcges, 
tor example, crossed swords at the 
Colombo Oval, the ground was not 
big enough to accommodate the mul 
titude 

One lust had to go thiough the 
coverage given to these games in the 
Press and over the radio to grasp 
their impact More impoiiant, Sn 
Lanka augmented their financial re 
sources, so much so that they were 
no more whistle-stop tours to the 
islands Thev were now full-fledged 
\isits reams that came to Indio and 
Pakistan invariably went lo Sn 
Lanka Then there weie tours to Sn 
L anka alone, some lasting foi as long 
as two weeks In 1972-73 foi exam¬ 
ple, both Pakistan and England vi 
sited the island within the space of a 
couple of months Guarantee monev 
was imreused and when it was learnt 
that in 197S Australia had vetoed Si i 
Lanka's application foi I ul1 ICL 
Memheiship because thev said "Th.^ 
island lacks financial resouices and 
it IS no reflection on the skill and 
ability of the players", no liitle effort 
was made by the otganisers, headed 
Gamini Dissanavake, President of 
then Board of Control for Liicket, to 
pool in mote monev tor the game 

This kind of enthusiasm fiieu then 
iiickoieis to reaih foi higher hon 
0111 s and as the bevcnties dawned, ii 
wjs quicklv appaieni ihat the 
opposition to Sn Lanka\ gaining 
rull Membership could not continue 
loi long. In the inauguial World Cup 
in 1975, Si I Lanka gaie a lieait 
waiming display against Australia, 
whun in the face ut a total of 32K, 
they did not flinch even in the face 
of fierv bowling b\ Lillee and Thom 
son and replied with 276 for four in 
bO o\eis But the\ fared badly 
against the West Indies and Pakistan 
and this, more than anything else, 
set then cause back tor anothei few 
yeais 

As It was, thev still had to wait but 
tor not long In the 1979 World Cup. 
thev lost to New Zealand but then 

r lulled ott a biiUiant \ictoiv ovei 
ndia B\ now no one doubted then 
piowess in one-dav games, but did 
thev have the necessaiv application, 
deteimination, dedication and 
staying power tor the foui-day and 
live-da\ ganies^ 


A tour of England in 1981 pioved 
that they did, foi they tinislied with 
an impressive record And finally the 
dream "came tiue. Ahei several le 
buffs, the ICC at last granted hull 
Membership to the island last year 
and announced that England wuuld | 
play an official Test at Colombo on ■

Yet, getting into the K C wa^ not

and III Kami Singh refused to go tc 
Rnshane for the Commonwealth 
Cjdines because he did not want to

The Organising Committee blun¬ 
dered on regardless Six tables and 
two fvpewi iters were ail that were

T he "‘Indian leopard”, B S Tha- 
pa*s return to tlie nng is certainly 
very happy news for boxing fans 
Thiity-year-old Thapa has won the 
natioiial title five times Not only is 
he a recipient of the Arjune award 
but he has also won a silver medal in 
the Ninth Asian Boxinc Cham¬ 
pionship at Bombay, a gold in the 
”Mini Commonwealth Games” in 
Brisbane end a bronxe in the Com¬ 


monwealth Games at Edmonton 
Thapa's participation in the last two 
Asiads at Indonesia and Bangkok did 
not however, bring him any laurels 

Thapa was absent from the boxing 
scene at Seoul, the lumour being 
that he was unable to take* dny more 
blows In fact, after a 12 vear ngor- 
ous career, the tired Guikha nad 
gone away to settle down into the 
c|uiet and j;ieace of a newlv wedded 
life 

And soon a new Thapa emerged— 
stronger and bolder Now he uses 
both hands with equal power, speed

And lastly, there is our gold win- 
iic» the gigantic Kour Singh Thirty 
yeai old Singh has actually set a 
leioid 111 Indian boxing by winning 
four gold medals within the biiel 
span of thiee years — 1980 to 1982 
With his strong will and punch pow¬ 
er, this man could ereaie histoiy in 
Indian boxing 

Ihe Indian boxers' list, however, 
has remained incomplete without 
the inclusion of JaslaL Pradhan, tha 
Seoul gold medallist His name was 
cancelled from the 29th Nationrti 
Championship in Delhi even though 
he turned up foi the weigh-in M S 
Chako, the Services team manager, 
says that Pradhan is phvsicallv unfit 
for an international meet as he is 
suffering from aches in his hmbs 
With the aid of specialists and 
medical men, Pradhan might have a 
bout or two in the Asiad, but his 
name is certainly out from the Com¬ 
monwealth list Pradhan is confident 
that he will face the Asian nngs And 
the boxing fans shaie his hopes 

Despite all oui optimism, we 
should consider Samuel Hickman's

Hamit Singh—a living legend 


T he ^eatest ever Indian player 
Ranjit Singhj] of polo. Master 
tactician Incomparable leader 
These die the ways Rao Raja Hanut 
Singh oi Jodhpur is described by 
polo veterans of India and abroad 
“One of the greatest players evei 

S ruduced,'* commented John Board 
aik Gannon consideied him “an 
absolute aitiste" Major Kuldeep 
Garcha, member of the present Indi¬ 
an team that recently went abroad 
said, “The first question we were 
asked was about Hanut “Everyone 
respects him In fact, we got a terrific 
reception there onl> because oi hinf 
This IS not surprising li you mea 
sure Hanut\ feats tor a moment At 
21 , he was a nine-goal player and he 
remained one till he was 39 He 
played actiselv till 68 , holding a 
S goal rating which, incidentally, is 
the handicap ot India's most accom 
plished players at piesent> Moreov- 
ei, hr played and coached pc lo play 
eis all over the world and groomed a 
number oi wot Id bcateis 
To attain this high level of excell¬ 
ence Hanut used lo put in endless 
hours of intensive and wearisome 
practice every day Under the tutel¬ 
age of his fathei Sir Pratap, Regent 
of Jodhpur, Hanut fust leaint how to 
swing a mallet And fiom a very 
early age he developed an abiding 
love for hoises He used to ride like 
an expert (“sits beautifully and rides 
like I he wind," says an old article) 
There is the story of a polo player, 
proud of his pony, who asked Hanut 
tor his expert opinion on the horse 
He rude it, but said nothing When 
the owner persisted Hanut replied 
ciyptically “Shoot it tomorrow' 
morning “ A 86 year old horse train¬ 
er, Khet Singh, who now looks after 
the polo ponies of the Maharaja of 

i aipur, recalls “Rao Raja Sahib 
new horses He would get up at four 
every morning to personally super¬ 
vise their feeding and training ” 
Hanut owned more than 40 ponies 
which were categorised accoraing to 
merit and split into strings Ordinary 
horses were used for practice while 
the quality ones—thoroughbreds 
like firefly, Snap, Zigrag—were kept 
in reserve for important games Re¬ 
members Ramdhan, Hanut's syce, 
“He loved his horses If we were 
careless with them he would hit us 
with his stick But he was big- 
hearted, we were often rewarded 
too ” 

Besides horses, Hanut was equally 
meticulous about other polo equip¬ 
ment His sticks were whippy, 53 


inches with a 6^2 to 7 ounce head, 
and were always made b\ one 
Keshu—who latei built up a cinema

Ili4 Singh’s fight for lifo 

S UBEDAR Kdi SiiiKh, an insti ucior 
111 the Ai my Ordnance Coi ps 
(Secundeiabad) is without doubt one 
of the best lavelin thiowers India has 
evei pioduced But it is indeed, sad 
and pathetic, to find this cheerful 
man in bed tightinf* a gi im battle 
against teiminal cancel at the Mil it 
arv Command Hospital Pune 
In 1 ebi uarv this year Raj Singh 
had a malignant tumour on his left 
hip which was operated upon im 
mediately and after thiee months' 
tieatment at the Malignant Diseases 
Centie he was discharged, but only 
to find himself in bed once again this 
August with the same killei disease 
having dangeioiisis spread to his 
lungs 

Before going to see him, this cot 
respondent prepared himself to meet 
a defeated man, but the lanky Sikh, 
who donned India and Services col 
ours in his biilliant caieer, never 
seemed to have given up hope 
Born on May 8 1S44, in Maiitan 
Village of Singur Disti ict, Piiniab, 
the young Kaj Singh matriculated 
from the Mauian Goveinment Mid 
die Sc hciril where he took to athletics 
at an early age O* all the events he 
liked javelin throw the most He 
foined the Aimv in 1963 and soon 
made it to the Set vices team foi the 
Nationals 

Raj Singh's most memorable mo 
ment c ame in the year 1967 at the 
Bangalore Nationals when he stood 
first in the javelin throw event way 
ahead of his riyals In his long career 
he was crowned national champion a 
lecoid nine times and got silvei and 
bron/e medals on seseial occasions 
He lepiesented Sei\ ices from 1969 
tn 1981 

After his brilliant perfoimances at 
The Nationals, the selectors could not 
Ignore him and in 1970 he was in 
Ci'ided ill the Indian team which took 
on a yisitine West German side Rai 
finished third m two of the lest 
matches ImmediateK afterwards he 
went on a tour of Russia At Moscow 
and Odessa where some meets were 
held he stood nin*h and as Raj hum 
blv put It ht Russian grouncls and 
equipment confused the Indians con¬ 
sider ably and our spikes were of no 
use on the niodein tartan tracks 
Moreover, the foreign competitors 
were of a very high standard ** 

Raj Singh created history when in 
the Asian trials in 197 i at Patiala he 
flung the spear to a lecoid distance 
of 70 18 mts which till today has not 
been surpassed by anny Indian But 
even after such a splendid perform 


ance, disappointment was still in 
store for him In spite of a promise 
that he would be taken on the tour of 
Philippines for the Asian Athletic 
Meets, internal pohtics among the 
officials stood in his way and an 
enthusiastic Raj Singh was told at a 
New Delhi guest house, just one day 
before departure, that Gopal 
Kidyoor (Maharashtra), a younger 
athlete was being preferred toiiim 
The NIS authorities in Patiala then 
told a depressed Rai that he was 30 
and too old 

l-ortunatelyfoi him Services never 
dropped him and he continued to 
shine at fhe Nationals When the Sri 
Lanka team came in 1976 for four 
athletic tests, Raj Singh voluntered 
to take part in both javelin and shot 
putt events and crowned himself 
with glory finishing first in all the 



four 'tests' in both the events But a 
modest Raj would tell vou today 
"That was possible because the 
Lankans were no good and it was a 
cake walk lor me " 

What impressed me most about the 
Subedar was the typical army brav¬ 
ery that he exhibited in his fight for 
life Doctors attending on him told 
this COI respondent that as the cancer 
had spread to his lungs, chances of 
survival are a hundred to one against 
him Raj Singh is facing his misfor¬ 
tune like a fearless warrior and is 
still very confident that "If 1 die, I 
will die on the playground and no¬ 
where else 1 am not worried about 
myself, but 1 am concerned about the 
future of my family" Tears welled up 
in his eyes for the first time dunng 
the intvTvicw when he said this Raj 


Singh has his wife and two children, 
a daughter Chiddarpal (14) and son 
Jagtar (11) who are now being looked 
after by Mmor Joginder Singh, for¬ 
mer Asian Gold Medalist, at Secun¬ 
derabad It has also been reported 
that coaches, athletes and trainees of 
the NIS (National Institute of Sports) 
Patiala have joined hands to give 
financial aid to the ailing sportsman 
Many of them have appealed to the 
former international star Eddie Se- 
quieia of Bombay ui help them col¬ 
lect funds for the aid of Raj Singh 
and his family

The old order changoih 

PARTAB RAMCHAND files his despatch on the 


Board’s Annual General 


A JOURNAUST colleague walked 
£\out from the Press Bax in the 
midst of the one-day international at 
Bdnftdlore on 26 September and 
went towards the telephone ''Where 
dii> you going^ There is a match 
going on," said his friend, a former 
lest cricketer "This is a minor 
march," leplied the lournalist "1 am 
going to find out tne score in the 
higger game being played at the 
hotel " And eveiyone around knew 
what he meant 

When this long weekend was ovei. 
It had to he admitted that while 
there neir no fireworks, it certainly 
wasn't a quiet or smooth weekend 
I he meeting had its quota of sui 
puses, high drama, low humoui, 
diamatics, suspense—and the woiks 
It leitaiiilv will go down as one of 
the must lemarkable Annual Genei- 
al Meetings in the Board’s Si-year- 
old histois 

One can't actually pinpoint any 
single dare oi event to tiack the 
beginning of this revolution Foi dis- 
cnnieiit had been growing among 
certain membei associations over 
the past few years Slowly they he 
gall to emerge as the North-hast 
faction which formed the rival partv 
against the hstablishment gioup rep 
leseiited by the combination of the 
We ' and the South Central Zone, in 
keeping with its geographical posi¬ 
tion was more oi less a fence sittei 

I here only remained an impoi rant 
issue to rake up and the Rs 35 lakhs 
case—which is now too well known 
to need recounting here—came in 
handy for the rival group, headed bv 
Mr Jdgmohan Dalmia of Bengal and 
Mr J S Bindra of Pumab In the 
meantime they had succeeded in

tor India In the ^0 years since he 
made his entry into international 
tennis, he has served the country in 
various capacities—player, non- 
plaving captain, sole selectoi Be¬ 
hind the scenes, he has been the 
hi am behind most of the maj<ii deci¬ 
sions taken by the All India Lawn 
Tennis Association 
Fine, It was Ghouse Mohammad 
hIui first made the world sit up and 
tiike nonce of Indian tennis when he 
ciiteieci the 'luaitei-final ol Wimble¬ 
don in 1919 But he tlickeied all too 
biietlv on tlie iniei national scene It 
%vas only the advent ol Knshnan that 
ea\e Asian tennis a tiemendous 
btiost on the woild ciicuit 
Kiishnan's enviable record is im 
piessise Winner ot the lunioi 
Wimbledon Title in 19S4 Twice 
semi liiialist at Wimbledon in 1960 
and 1961 Ranked imongst the top 
tcMi [ild>ers for five veais, tour years 
in cl low Seeded three times at 
Wimbledon, once as high as number 
four One ot the most formidable 
Davis Cup records ot all time Reci¬ 
pient ot the Fadmashree Award and 
the Helms Award for Best Spoitsman 
in \sia One ot the best loved sports¬ 
men ot oiii times 
All these laurels rest easily on him 
Now 4S and well placed in life, 
Krpi nan cannot put an end to his 
I lo\e attaii with tennis, which started 
when his father gave him his first 
racket about 40 vears ago He still 
plays the game both in India and 
abroad He has kept abreast with the 
changes and latest trends in the 
game 

Talking with him is an experience 
one will not forget easily foi his 
knowledge of the game is so pro- 
lound He can discuss any aspect of it 
with equal felicity He is lefieshing- 
ly diffeient as fai a« the past genera¬ 
tions go Generally oldei people al¬ 
ways talk of how '‘great'* plaveis of 
their days weie and how "puny" the 
modems are Knshnan always 
spe iks highly of Laver, Emerson and 
Fiasei and also has a kind word 
about Borg, Connors or McEnroe 
In the Fifties when Knshnan 
started making his mark, his game 
art I acted considerable woild atten¬ 
tion It was his own inimitable brand 
of play It was a style that brought 
back St long and vivid memories of a 
bygone era—the golden period of the 
20S when the gieat touch artistes 
Cochet, Ldco^te and Borotra domin¬ 


ated the scene Knshnan in fact was 
frequently compared to Cochet His 
game was based on consistently 
accurate ground stiokes 

From the baseline would flow an 
unending stream of foiehand and 
backhand shots which Knshnan used 
to execute effortlessly The oppo¬ 
nent was usually left bewildered and 
breathless for Knshnan hit the ball 
with such deception that the man on 
the other side of the net had no clue 
as to which side of the couit the ball 
would land It was with one such 
performance that he got the better of 
Roy Emerson—always a tough oppo 
nenr—in the quartei-final at Wimb¬ 
ledon in 1961 Emerson was seeded 
fourth and Knshnan seventh Dun¬ 
can Macaulay, the eminent critic, 
had this to say, "most surprisingly 
Knshnan beat Emerson with com¬ 
plete ease *' 

"It was one of the best matches 
that Knshnan ever played at Wimb¬ 
ledon He turned Emerson's speed to 
his own advantage and directed his

shots td all parts of the court where 
Fmerson wasn't" How quaintly put' 
and how this single sentence sums up 
Kiishnan’s mesmeric, magical game 
The Wimbledon authorities them¬ 
selves admitted that total attend¬ 
ance went up during the few vears 
that Knshnan played at Wimbledon 
at his peak 

Kiishnan's long Davis Cup recoid 
has been surpassed only by Italy's 
Petrangeli Ceitainly it can be said 
that numerous though his individual 
triumphs might have been, they take 
only second place to his Davis Cup 
lecoid He was single-handedly re 
sponsible foi India's impiessive 
showing in these matches in the 50s 
and 60s The pressuie on him, be 
cause of the lack of a good second 
singles player or an effective dou 
bles combination was too much 

Quite often he had to win both his 
singles ties and also figure prnmin 
entT> in the doubh's as will More 
than half a dozen times he brought 
India to the Intei-Zone finals and his 
proudest moment came when he 
spearheaded India inio the Thai 
lenge Round in 1%6, with a supci hu 


man effbit against Brazil's Thomas 
Koch in ihe decisive singles of the 
Inter-Zone Final at Calcutta 

Down by two sets to one and 2 5 in 
the fourth, Knshnan turned the 
tables un his rival for a truly fantas¬ 
tic victory Another great showing 
was in Australia when it was said 
that the Indians would not win a 
single set let alone a match Knsh 
nan, along with Mukherjea, bi ought 
off a great imset victory over New 
combe and Roche, the Wimbledon 
doubles champions He could leallv 
be called "Mr Poker Face" toi there 
was no expression on his face as he 
chnicallv and elegantly demolished 
his opponents There were no tan 
tiums His court behaviour was im¬ 
peccable Not once would Knshnan 
question a linesman's or umpire's 
decision 

There was a peiiod when Knshnan 
was tanked onl> below rhe tliruc 
Austialians Lavei, Emerson and 
Fraspi In the 1962 Wimbledon 
Championships, he was seeded 
fourth behino them and had a 
favuuiable diaw He was likely in

^HE great debate continue& It has 
X been going on for almost a de¬ 
cade now and for all you know it will 
go on for another decade 1 refer to 
the issue that has been a favourite 
for discussion among tennis fans in 
the country—^who was the greater 
player, Ramanathan Knshnan or Vi- 
lav Amntraj^ 

1 lanklv, the debate will continue 
till a thud player, who hopefully is 
bettei than both of them, bursts 
upon the scene Only that can put an 
end to this debate for with the facts 
and tears of both Knshnan and Vnav 
being pai allel in so many wavs, it is 
dittiiiih to lome to any detinite 
conclusion 

I lust and foremost both had a 
lousing stait to iheir careers Krish- 
nan won the lunior Wimbledon 
down 111 19>4 at the age of 17 Ihen 
in 195b he stored a shock victory 
o\ei Diohns in the fust lound at 
W 1 m bledon (Di nbnv interestingly 
enough had won the Wimbledon title 
the sime sear Knshnan won the 
lunioi version Viiay's great yeai 
l■ 1 ltlallv was 197) Not vet 20, he won 
the Hong Kong Open and Volvo 
Milev gunning down formidable 
opponents in the process He also 
enieied the quaitei-finals at Wimb 
ledoii and loiesl Hills 

li was then that the gieat debate 
staited and all pointed out to Viiay 
building upon this dream start and 
o\ei hauling Knshnan in the eves of

It IS a tiibute to Siikkanth that 
even a plaver like Kapil Dev found it 
difficult to force the pace and le 
mam at the crease He did hit a lour 
and a six otf succccssive balls from 
De Mel, but two halls latei tried to 
repeat the trick and was caught at 
long oft 

Srikkanth pursued the tactics with 
far greater success His 92 had come 
in a Slav of two hours He had faced 
only 86 balls and hit eleven fours and 
two sixes He had scored s7 and 9*1 in 
the fust two matches And it did 
swm conceivable that he would go 
one bertei this rime But he then 
went for a lusty square cut at De 
Silva, gave himself tcMi much room 
for the stroke and left his stumfs

Roy Dias talks to PARTAB RAMCHAND 


M any teams have come to India 
with two batsmen of great repu¬ 
tations But not every time have they 
lived up to expectations The excep¬ 
tions* are few One can remember 
Weekes and Walcott of the 1948-49 
West Indian side. Sobers and Kanhai 
of the West Indian side ten years 
later, and Harvey and O'Neill of the 
Australian side of 19S9 60 By their 
exploits in India, certainly Mendis 
and Dias can take their places along 
with these illustrious predecessors 
Watching Dias bat on this Indian 
tour has been a revelation Normally,, 
an attacking batsman's icchnmue 
can at times be faulted But nis 
technique is almost perfect He 
h*aves no gaps between the bat and 
ad He sees the hall sery early and 
as remarkable reflexes The best 
sight from the visitor's point of view 
during the entire tour was in sc^eing 
I)iiis drising The bat came down 
straight in a perfect aic and whethei 
It was directed towards cover or mid 
oft, mid on or inid wicket, the ball 
almost flew to the boundary That is 
nut to sav that he could not play 
other stiokes With all his attacking 
skill Dias plays strictlv ac cot ding to 
the textbook A Srikkanih he is not. 
though if the situation warrants he 
dues improvise He is able to adapt 
himsi If to any given situation In the 
first innings in the Test he scored fiO 
off 110 balls But his second innings 
97 was made off two deliveries less 
His 121 at Bangalore was a typical 
one dav knock, despite the |(rtm 
situation right through the innings 
He faced just 144 balls 

How Dias came to play cricket 
Itself IS an interesting story Idolis 
ing hia elder brother, a first class 
soccer player from a Colombo col 
lege, he naturaUjr fcllowed in his 
footsteps and decidea to give all hia 
attention to this sport Bui at the age 
of 10 he found that his new school 
did not have soccer as one of its 
games So he turned to cncket 
In reality, he has virtually been 
the openuiM batsman Sri Lanka has 
invariably lost a wicket whdn the 
shine is still on—this was very true 
even in India—but he has not 
allowed this to affect his graceful 
'batting. He has, in fact, been the 
country's nniat consistent batsman, 
but in a most elegent manner 
Among the Sn Lenke players, he has 


earned the most praise ot late both 
in Sn Lanka and overseas In Eng 
land last year he made 608 runs ai an 
average of 40 5 And his record since 
Sn Lanka started playing Test 
matthes is second to none Nor even 
the mercurial Mendis has been able 
to match his figures He started off 
his Test career with an inauspicious 
duck but made a bnlliant 77 in the 
second innings and since then has 
never looked back Before coming to 
India he was Sn l^nka's highest run 
getter with )72 runs from four 
matches at an average ot 46 SO He 
became the second Sn Lanka pLayei 
to get a ceiituiv hs scoiing iU9 
against Pakistan at Lahore He has 
mainiaiiied the top position after the 
Indian tup and his tiguies now aftei 
five Tests stand ai runs at 52 90 
)ust for greater measure, he also 
scored centuries m successive one 
dav matches—a lare ^eat indeed 

Dias is 10 now (born October 18, 
1952) He IS fit keen and skilful 
With all his natural gifts there is po 
reason to believe that he won i be Sri 
Lanka's kingpin of their batting for 
some vears to come Married toi the 
last five veais to a girl who followed 
his cricket caieer fiom the time she 
was a little girl. Dias recently joined 
the famous Maharaia's Organisation 
to further his cricket career That's 
ambition for vou (lood as he is. he 
still wants to get belter That should 
be a comforting thought fur the Sn 
Lankans 

S PORTSWORLD Your 97 in the 
Madras Test was a highly 
acclaimed innings How wouM you 
rank it? 

ROY DIAS. Yes, even 1 think it 
was the be<I innings 1 have ever 
played I came in at a critical stage 
We were 220 luns behind and had 
lost our first second innings wicket 
in ihe opening over But 1 had no 
problems with the bowling and went 
siraightawav for my shots, all of 
whicp came off 

SW: Nothing it seemed would stm 
you from reaching your hundred 
Your dismimal was quite sudden

The Federation has no outs 

G. Jagannath, former Indian table tennis international himself, 
points out the ills of the sport in the country 


I T IS indued vuiy dishuiiitening to 
note that of late the affairs ot the 
Table lennis Federation of India, 
the apex body of Table Tennis activ¬ 
ity, has sunk lo its lowest ebb on all 
fionts This has been paiticularly 
noticed in spheres like selection of 
Indian contmftents and discipline 
amongst playeis and officials con¬ 
cerned In spite of the tact that the 
^selection committee comprises ex 
national champions and Indian inter 
nationals, it is clearly set n that there 
is no cleat cut policy oi set pattein 
while selecting Indian teams toi 
competitions abroad toi the past two 
years Bur is it pinper to thiow the 
entile blame on the selection com 
mitiee alone, whin ii is leliablv 
learnt that a high lanking ledera 
non ofiicidl often inti rleres with the 
selection crimiiiiriee\ lecommenda 
turns to suit his whims and tancies 
lo start with, the Indian national 
champion \ Chandiasekhai was 
dropped lium the Indian scjiiad toi 
the til St F\ong\ang International 
Table reniiis Championships in 
1S81 Itie reason gi\eii was that he 
had tiiiished tilth in the selection 
tiidls conducted at Patiala piiiii ro 
the championships But in the same 
league, Siiiav (ihnipade, who 
tinisiied sixth and Kamlesh Mehta, 
who tiiiished sexeiith weie selected 
to represent India In the same selec 
tion trials Mannieet Singh who afiui 
laying onl\ a tew man lies, spiained 
IS ankle The lemainmg five oi six 
matches which he did not play at all 
weie awarded in Manmeti's favour 
as a 2-0 victory by the Noiih Koiean 
coach Pak 1' Ciill, and tinalls he was 
given the second lank in the overall 
selection tiials This cleailv shows 
that diffeietit policies die adopted 
lor ditfereriL plaseis while selecting 
the Indian team 

Again, simildi selection ti lals wcie 
held at Patiala to select the Indian 
team tor the Asian Union Table 
Tennis Championships to be held at 
Jakaita Recent'v in this, P Ha«i ot 
Tamil Nadu tiiiished sectiiid and set 
could not find a place in the five 
membei squad for the Jakarta cham 
pionships 

A couple of the selection commit 
lee membei s weie totally ignorant ot 
Suiav Ghoipade (National ]unior 
champion) leaving tor China toi 
training during May 1982 for a 
period of three.* months No selection 
committee membei will dicpute Su 
jayS being selected 'But to be 

S nored in the selection committee 
diberations is not constitutional 
Again, a six-member Indian team 
went to Japan for the Tokyo Open 


Table Tennis Championships Irom 
12 to 14 Maicli 1')H2 lleie again, 
some of the select ion cominiiiee 
members wuii* in iht daik about the 
team's select uni and not weie they 
asked to gue ihcMi composiiiun ot 
the team 

In view ol the Asiad at Delhi the 
Goveriimeni giant was <ibtained to ■ 
send out teams to the second Fvon ■ 
gyang Intel national lable Tennis 
Tournament folhmed hv naming in 
North Korea lapari and an Inieina 
tional Invitation Touinameiit at 
Seoul and another Invitation Toiirna 
meni in fapan Hie men and 
wnmeii's teams were selected at 
Aimei on IS June, 1S82 bv the 
selection committee Rita Tain who 
was onlv a stard bv made the tup to 
Noith Korea in spite ol the tact that 
none ot the tout selected women 
plaveis opted out Subsequently 
Rita went to Japan to plav 'lest 
mail lies, lo the Seoul Intel national 
rouinameni and again to plav in the

Again, niuch to the amusement of 
eve 1 vone, Manmcet aftei losing ti> R 
Han of Tamil Nadu iii the quaitei- 
tinal league ot the West Zone left 
Ahmedabad immediatch on medical 
grounds without plav mg his lemain 
ing matches But a week laici, he was 
fit enough to he at Seoul represent¬ 
ing India' 

These aie just lew examples to 
show that It is the piavei dictating 
terms *o thp siipiemc bodv, choosing 
wheie and when he* wants to play 


and not the selectois And the led 
eiation is a silent spectatoi without 
anv guts to take disciplinaiy action 
in spite Ilf the fact chat majoinv of 
the selection committee members, 
wanted Manmeei to be diopped tinm 
the Indian squad Again, Manmeet 
hit the headlines bv lepcnting late 
till his team matches during the 
recent Inal Games and wanted his 
name to be included which was 
tinned down bv the Chief Refeiee 
He lilt the place in a hull and latei 
gave a letter that he should not be 
consideiecl tor the Asiad and that he 
was not going to take anv mine pait 
in the Tiial (lames Ihc veiv next 
da\ he lendeied an unconditional 
apology and plaved his singles 
maiihes which he lost in the semi¬ 
finals to Kamlesh Mehta Ihe I'ed- 
Liation societal V instead oi taking a 
stem act ion gave a statement in the 
Pi ess stating that Manmeet was 
voung and immatiiie and was the 
best b'*t fell the Asiad And that 
when the team iiselt has not been 
finalised bv the selection committee 
and that Manmeet is not even i ank 
ed within the tiist ten in India' Such 
iJiiwairanted statemeiiisbv lesponsi 
bie officials ot the 1 edeiation makes 
It cleat III all concerned that Man 
meet Singh is alieadv selected in the 
Indian squad in spite ot all his shoit 
comings' 

1 he T111 has selected coaches like 
Nihal Singh and Chaw at fm Nepal 
(Pentangular) and the Seoul Intel na 
tional Open Table lennis Tiiuina- 
ments in 1981 and 1982 lespeetivclv 
The above meritloned coaches hav'e 
never plaved table tennis even at 
then State level ana selecting such 
pel sons as official coaches toi stal- 
waits like Maniit Chandiasekhai, 
Kamlesh, Indu Puii Shailaia and 
orlieis «s dll insult to then status and 
to senioi NIS coaches like ex 
National champions and iiiieination 
dls with wide lange ot experience It 
mav be tiue that there are mans 
technical Licunac in sponsoiing 
coaches attached to the NIS like 
Thii Livengadam, Bhandaii and uthei 
senioi internationals like Khodaiii.

Australia iu a spin 

Abdul Qadir did it again. This time he finished 
with eleven wickets in the Faisalabad Test as 
Aussie after Aussie had no clue where to hit. 
KHALID MAHMOOD takes in Pakistan's re¬ 
turn among the topflyers and concludes 
that India will have a trying time 


A ustralia, headed toi then 
worst uveiseas tour in yeais, 
went down and, bai ring Greg Ritch¬ 
ie, without sembldnce of d fight as 
Pakistan impioved on then maigin 
retold and won the Faisalabad Test 
by an innings and three luns With 
Pakistan alieads two Tests up and 
one to go, the thud game can only be 
looked tot ward to tor academic in 
terest and reasons of personal glory 
And there could be no better ending 
to the game than Oadn's taking 
eleven wickets He had captured five 
in the second innings of the first 
lest—and to think that he is a leg 
spinnei Like old times again 

Pakistan began their advent on the 
opening day and looked in comtott 
able touch Their lead in the senes 
showed n<i signs ot being restored to 
parit> and ir was largely the work of 
Pakistan's front liners who woie the 
Australian attack eaily and kept 
themselves reconciled to the peg 
ging Ihiee wickets down tor 232, in 
keeping with I aisalabad's tradition 
for inert wickets seemed decent 
enough and the home side had trek 
ked ill the light direction 
I oi even if the score looked mod- 
tifire enough for a full day's play 
then there were consolations thrown 
111 .IS well not forgetting the centuiy 
paitni I ship put up by Mohsin Khan 
uiid Mudassai Na/ar lhat Mohsin is 
maiiiie enough ol late to be etched 
111 as o»ie of the world's more enter- 
piising (it batsmen is not to be 
doubted and the tact that Mudassar 
is a hat wcMghied heavily in utility a 
tact onlv ihe fi dish would oppose 
But tor sonit time their working in 
tandem had alwavs lieeii an Imran 
duam Quite like the tashions in 
other cnuntri's A ceaseless switch¬ 
ing ot partners tor ('lavaskar in India, 
combinations galore in BligS.tv and 
now this 

Mohsin Khan and Mudassai Na/ai 
saw our the whole morning in 
apparently no dilticulry on a pitch 
that reminded mote ot hay, broken 
bowling hearts and flooded score 
boaids The former plaved his shots 


with much abandon, though not al 
ways exceeding himselt A couple ot 
swishes did edge but that extia 
Mohsin power beat Hughes' sc hem 
iiig to It 

Mudassar, the safei toil, this time 
went past his noimally advancing 
paitnei He got the liest out ol 
Sleep's untidy breaks, some of them 
even tull tosses and till even an hoiii 
atiei lunch they were undivided 
Those tigiiie conscious in the Pi ess 
Box started humming about it tieing 
the tiist rime in hall a decade that 
two ot Pakistan had legisteied a 
centuiy partnership to begin the 
innings with 

The taiiv tale ended when Mohsin 
Khan with 76 ventured into a hook, 
tound the edge and Maish behind 
gambolled around like a child Pakis 
tan were then at 121 and that ought 
lo have thrust the reins back into the 
hands of Mansoor and Mudassai On 
other occasions, the score might 
have come otf in slower buists This 
lime neithei could have waited 
Mansoor made good the thieadbare 
Aussie bowling while Mudassai too 
began to opt more for aggression 
than safety fust bat&manship But 
finally, he paid for it Having taken 
in Boidci's coming on, he subse 
quentiv tiled to cleat the lop ott him, 
got It a tiifle eailv, made it b lloon 
agonisingly in the air betoie it 
cushioned out in the hands ot 
Hughes skiiting mid on 

At 181 with eight men vet to fall, 
the issue seemed sate in Pakistan's 
hands but 20 runs larei, Miandad 
was to fall Vic tim >if a ball kept back 
by Lawson, Miandad on drove but 
only to be taken by Laird at mid 
wicket 

Tempoiarily, Australia couldn't 
have asked foi the bettei With tea 
and biscuits alieady past, Miandad 
could have worked his way out of a 
comparatively l^an,period... 

But the end effect was still about 
the same in Pakistan's favour Man 
sooi Akhtar threw the reins behind 
him while Zaheei showed signs of 
avenging his lapse of the first Test 


With the voungei man on 44 and 
Zaheer on 19, Pakistan looked set for 
a diiving-rhe ball home exercise the 
next day And rhor^ wasn't really 
much evidence to suggest that they 
wouldn't Australian bowlers had 
done litrle all through the three 
sessions Thomson looked lacking in 
speed and naked venom. Sleep 
yearned for spells for an honest 
deliver v chat even bounced right and 
Blight, though nor actually maltre¬ 
ated hunted without any success 
And vou could guess what thought 
must have remained uppermost in 
Hugnes' mind at the team meeting 
lhat evening over dinner 'Tf onlv 1 
had Yardlev *' But the chopper 
blade alieadv seemed leadv foi Au- 
stiaha's neck 

THF steaminlling continued on 
I he second dav Pakistan resumed 
and the two overnight vigilance 
officers ensured that then chances 
oi victuiv weie kept bevond Austia 
lia's leacli And as the dav boie on 
theie weie manv who had begun to 
woiidei where the next wicket was 
going lo come iiom Foi Aklitai was 
tipped to be the le-hS likely man lo 
cairv the fight on foi so long but on 
this dtiv of steaming slaughter he 
icalised Ills life s ambition and, 
what s more, his potential His cut 
ting and diivmg on occasions would 
have filled aiiv ol Ripley's editions 
■iiid as long as Zaheer was 22 vards 
■iwav vou knew that Akhtai was 
being egged on Minds went bac k to 
lidgbastori, when rhev had been bat 
ting, and Akhtai had got his Test 
fiftv Ihe thought comes back of 
Zaheei walking down the pitch and 
putting a hand on his head As if 
meaning '*1 pass it all to thee son " 
And on this second dav of batting 
biiitaliiv I saw Zaheei s glasses 
shielding the moist pride Oi. lust 
pel haps 

And while Mansooi Akhtai was 
bunt on silencing all those in the 
Picss Box, who had s.iid that his 
selection for England had been one 
extlavagance,Zaheei ii wtisfiomthe 
other end reducing the Aiissies to a 
.species of oblivion Seldom have ' 
seen him actually going aftei the 
howling with such gusto And ihev 
say that age mellows Zaheei hit 17 
buundaiies and thiee sixes -food foi 
lhat theory' i 

Mansooi Akhtai finished with his 
ha/oukeiy at a peisonal maik of 111 
aftei adding with Ins moie re¬ 
nowned paiinei while Zaheer was 
moie suprisiiiglv out at 126, Ixiwled 
41eep Leater in the dav when 
Hughes must have been praying foi a 
Lillee and a Gieg Chappell, Haroon 
Rashid stencilled his place deeper 
into the Pakistani side and proved 
light the notion that he was a better 
local batsman than one when pitched 
outside the country The arthwart 
rays of the evening had Pakistan at 
an.unreachable SOI for six. Lawson 


had ended hu strivings of the day 
with four wickets and Bright had 
yielded 107 in 41 overs with no 
wicket 111 exchange Worse chan that, 
as idi as the luns given away were 
conccined, was Sleep He had fi¬ 
gures to turn one into an insomniac. 
One for 159 runs, if you please 
PAKISTAN did it on the third day 
Just when most at the ground had 
begun* to imagine that the match 
looked like heading towards a dead- 
duck draw Qadii struck 
By the evening of the third day he 
had the Aussies reduced to 141 for 
eight wickets, Qadir having perso¬ 
nally accounted for half of them 
Originally it was thought that the 
Aussies would be vulnerable to off 
spin, a stand that was not entirely 
proved in the first Test And on this 
occasion, biought on earlv in to the 
firing line, he repaid the confidence 
bv trapping Laird for eight with the 
score at 20 And the next Australian 
wicket ought to have fallen not long 
altei. but Wood and Dyson entren¬ 
ched themselves At one stage even a 
draw seemed the most logical out¬ 
come Wood had Imran at bay for 
some lime and, while Paki fielders 
weie more botheied changing their 
ends foi the varying stances, the 
bowlers toiled Until Qasim had 
Dvson in ciouhle for one ball, it 
popped and Mudassai fiom silly 
point had clutched even before it 
had left the bat He had made 23 
Fouiteen runs later, Mudassar was 
to ha\e his moment of glory He 
might never quite succeed to sum¬ 
mon I he balmv days of life spent at 
Lord's and l^eds but here he demon¬ 
strated how much it means to chip in 
with a wicket here and there For he 
had Wood caught by Ban for a de- 
seised 49 The bie^kthrough was 
made 

But those dismissals should not 
have been the excuse foi the subse¬ 
quent disastei s Hughes soon was to 
lump out at Qadir as if going down 
the walk to a lady He lashed out, 
only to sky it in the air for Imran to 
hold and then it was Border to swing 
blindly outside the off stump Most 
batsmen would never have played it 
but Border did, edged and Miandad 
had cluMied hard to give Imran his 
first wicket of the innings 
Even 123 for four did not look bad 
enough But in anothei few minutes 
Australia had slipped deeper into 
the mire Peter Sleep was declared 
leg before the following ball and 
Abdul Qadir completed the rout by 
clean bowling Rod Marsh and then 
having Bright taken up by Haroon, 
both for nouAt* Australia managed 
to see out the evening at 141 for 
eight wickets and some lournalists at 
the ground keeping their eyes set for 
a day of rest, were of one mind to 
check out of the hotel by the end of 
the fourth day Australia never 
looked like having the spunk to meet 
die devil In the face and canying on 


the fight anything beyond the ex-

T here was a lot in store on Day 3 
at Brisbane. Without being ex¬ 
tended the English badminton team 
won the gold with a clear victory 
over the Caiadians. The English 
were never really stretched in the 
whole tournament and came out easy 
winners But the two people who 
weie in the limelight on this day 
were the Tanianian long-distance 
runner Gidemas Shahanga and the 
golden girl of the Commonwealth 
swimming pool Lisa Curry 
The ever smiling popular swimmer 
from Queenslancf nas already put 



two golds and a bronze into her 
bag—remember she was in the relay 
team that was disqualified—and 
must surely rank as one of the 
heroines of the meet The glamour 
event of the swimming is always the 
mens 100 metres freestyle This 
event was won by the 20-year old 
Neil Brooks of Australia, while the 
second and third swimmers were 
also Australians seventeen-year old 
Greg Fasala and Mike Delaney 
Brooks returned a time of 5114 
seconds which is still more or less a 
second away from the Olympiad 
mark of Jim Montgomery The 
youngster waved a pair of souvenir 
swimming trunks as Prince Philip 
presented him with his gold medal It 
was another bad day for Canada as 
England’s Philip Hubble struck gold 
in the 200 metres butterfly for men 
Africans were in the limelight on 
the first day of the athletics events 
but perhaps that was only to be 
expected Shahanga was followed by 
Tanzanian Zakaria Bane in the 
10,000 metres England’s Julian Goa- 
ter led the field lor most oi the way 
at the Queen Elizabeth Stadium but 
had no answer to the late burst of the 
Tanzanian duo 

Veteran Indian welterweight 
pugilist Chenanda Machaiah was in 
ruthless form as he knocked out his 
aggressive opponent from Ghana 
Amartei Amarbove to move into the 
second round of the 67 kg class The 
Ghanian, whose head hit the canvas, 
took as long as two minutes to recov¬ 
er from the tremendous left hook 
that the Indian deliveied This was 
the only note of joy for the Indians as 
their weightlifters and shooters met 
with little luck 

H e is the Olympic champion He 
IS the European champion And 
now to prove his ability lievond 
doubt Daley Thompson also won the 
decathlon athlete who have been 
cheered on by a partisan home 
crowd Today was quite different 
Thousands of Aussies burst into 
thunderous applause as the 24 year 
old British decachlete collected his 
medal 

Kathy Bald a typist fiom Ottawa 
proved that she was as proficient in 
the water as she is on the keys when 
she registered a shock win in the 
womens 100 metres breast stroke 
The Indians left their debacle in 
the team events behind them and 
instead put up a much bettei show in 
the inaividual events Chenanda 
Machiah unleahed an array of jabs to 
outlast Leonidas of Tanzania On the 
badminton court Pradeep Gandhe 
and D'sa also registered victories in 
the first round of the doubles events. 
With this the first five days of the 
Games are over and even the mas¬ 
cot—n giant mechanical kangaroo 
named Matilda—^had something to 
offer.

Ihev have alieadv tiaselled c|uite 
an impu'ssive distance—m just one 
season (lUishaian, a second year 
Hindu C ollege student is 19 (born on 
8 Maicli, 1%)) and Manindei is only 
17 (boin on 11 June, 196S) Yet. both 
aie plaving lor North Zone and even 
distinguishing themselves' The past 
season was paiiicularly happv toi 
iMith, Cuisharan playing two supeib 
innings getting centuiies off Kama 
taka and England Maninder himself 
got 40 Ranji wickets from only five 
matches bagging live wickets or 


more in an innings on four occasions 
Besides success, skill and Sikhism 
these two boys share a lot more 
things They went to the same school, 
Bal Bharti Air Force, and weie 
coached by Guicharan Singh, a per¬ 
son who has produced almost the 
entire swarm of talent presently 
spilling out of North Zone Gurshar 
an, levealed coach («urchaian, was 
spotted rather fortuitously ”He was 
recommended to me by someone 
who saw him plav in a park 1 called 
him to the nets His i^itential was 
iiiioiistakable 1 had him shifted to 
Bal Khaiti where they encouraged 
spoils and took him under mv fold ** 
Piogiess was instantaneous as 
Coil sharaii immediately set about de 
molishing the bowlers He made his 
maik for the first time in 1979-80 
when, pla>iiig for the North Zone 
schools, he hit 41 and 100 not out 
against C'eiitral Zone The following 
year he got 70 off Haiyana and 102 
veisiis hast /one Such success m the 
schools' tournaments brought him 
swiftiv into the Under 22 team And 
scores of 4*^ nor out, 48 and 64 not 
out enabled him to find a place in 
the Noiih Zone side Gursharan 
didn't fail here either he promptly 
cracked 119 against the West in the 
finals'

But there were failures, tcMi Tour 
mg England with the Under 19 team 
(juishaian didn't exac tly excel Then 
he flopped in some important Ranp 
matches besides the North Zone 
game against England 
These failures were actualls only 
minor aberrations in what was a 
glittering string of successes And 
what makes Gursharan Singh C^Pal 
h") more pleasing is his humility 
While describing his century against 
England he was characteristically

Gursharan Singh’s technique, thanks 
to coach Guruiaran, is sound Hib 
stance is upright and easy and being 
bhort (S'?"), he does not have to bend 
too much Watch him play a forward 
defensive shot and you realise that 
the basics of batting are correct He 
really gets over the ball, head down, 
the left elbow is out, the front knee 
bent, the right hand loose Anything 
short and Gursharan is right behind, 
back and across 

More imptirtant, he is a biight 
stroke-player with a penchant for 
hitting between mid-wicket and mid 
on He plays straight and refrains 
from the cut oi the pull Fuithei, he 
has the qualities that only the atcom 
plished playeis possess ills centur 
les tc-stilv that Gurshaian has the 
ability to plav and build a long 
innings His concentration is intense 
and the timing, an unfailing indica 
tion of ildss, IS most pleasing 

“His gieatest quality"* said 
Chauhan, “is his maturity He is \ei v 
cool Doesn't paiiu in a tight situa¬ 
tion " Added Surindei Klianna, (hir 
shaicin's team-mate, “Palli is a class 
pla\ei He is simply superb on the 
leg side 1 haseii'l seen anv voiings- 
tei as good as him " Coach Gurchai 
an too was undei standabls ecstatic 
“I’m very happy that he has become 
a tine playei who has all the shots 
He is a good bov Simple and haid 
working A willing worker, he never 
complains 1 hope he plavs foi India 
soon " 

Before he docs that however, Gur 
shaian's batting could do with some 
improvements Conceded that he is 
veiy good on the on side but at times 
you get the impiession that he is 
trying to hit eveiv thing, even balls 
pitching aiound off stump, through 
mid wicket Agiees Chauhan “Yes, 
he must correct this oi he would be 
in gteat trouble if the ball leaves 
him Basically, I think, he needs two 
years in Ranji Tiophy” If Maninder 
IS presently better known than Gut - 
shaian then it is only because he 
made a name foi himself a season 
earlier In 1980-81 playing in the C 
K Nayudu Tiophy matches, he got 
about 40 wickets from five games 
and in the following yeai, was ele 
vated to the Ranp level at Bishan's 
behest He repeated the perform¬ 
ance He took exactly 40 wickets 
again from S matches, now at 14 97 
each 

Remarkably, even at 17 Manin 
der’s bowling technique is extremely 
correct The action is flawless, in the 
final stride the bodv is side-on and 
the right arm reaches for the sky 
before the left descends gracefully 
The ball, after landing, breaks a 
good deal moving nippily towards 
slip His greatest asset, however, is 
the bounce he obtains even from 
pitches that normally don’t yield 
much

almost simultaiieouslv to add a 
memotable chaptei in the histois of 
the game in this countiv 
Rut where are they now, after 
having letiied fiom competitive 
footbalP What is their life like to¬ 
day^ What bort of connection do they 
have with the game at present^ What 
leturns did the« get tor then dedi 
cated service to the game^ 

These are the questions that 
prompted this writer to meet a few 
soccer veterans of the past to find 
out their lifestyle after retirement 


from the foreground of active foot 
ball 

Fui some, the withdrawal has been 
total In such cas^s, most of their 
time IS now devoted to things an 
ordinary man is supposed to he busy 
with Late riving, a hurried browse 
throudi the morning newspaper with 
siightly more attention to the sports 
pages, elbowing erne's way through 
the ciowded streets of the city to 
office, back home in the evening In 
between mav come an hour desoted 
to the running commentars of the 
League matches This apart, soccer 
plavs little or no part in their lives 

Fur othcis. however, football has 
not vet liecome as remote from life 
as their more forgetful contempor- 
aiies It still occupies an important 
place in their minds, in ^heir aware 
ness It IS still veiv much a part of 
then existence The happenings on 
the gieens the drama, the disputes, 
the controversies still find a lespon- 
sive choid in them For them it is a 
case of coming off the field to sit on 
the sidelines Thes are not bidding 
good-bye to the world thev once 
belonged so closels to 

Manv of the them are still directly 
involved in the affairs of th«* maidan 
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Generally, they are still associated 
with the clubs they served in their 
youth Sometimes they help these 
clubs by giving free coaching to 
junior, inexpenenced players In 
times of crisis, they provide their 
wise counsel to the cluh authonaes 
Instances are not rare when these 
veterans have saved their favourite 
organisations from many a Critical 
situation 

But the strangest—and most dis^* 
quieting fact—is that most of these 
veterans are hardly shown any re¬ 
spect by the present generation of 
those who control the same in the 
city Ungratefulness is the hallmark 
of their Class and so it is small 
wonder that they seek these veter¬ 
ans' help m the proverbial hour of 
crisis, only to forget about them 
immediately after 

A former footballer, a celebrity in 
his heyday, begmng club officials for 
a ticket to watdi a big match is not 
an unfamiliar sight "Today, power is 
concentrated in the hands of the 
moneyed people and the opportun¬ 
ists," said a weU-known footballer of 
the Sixties, who pleaded anonymity 
lest his comments result in the cur¬ 
tailing of whatever benefits he Kts 
these days He added "like cridcet, 
football too has now become a profit¬ 
able proposition Some people want 
to make money out of it and some 
seek self-publicity through their 
association with this popular game 
Frankly speaking, soccer is only of 
secondary importance to them They 
know nothing about it, nor do th^ 
try to 

"The only thing they are after is 
money and, of course, fame Whenev¬ 
er you find them showing a keen 
interest m the game and the players, 
you know for sure that they are 
trymg to hoodvrink you to conceal 
their real motives They are the 
enemies of the game in disguise It is 
largely because of them that we are 
gradually losing our interest in the 
well-being of football in this State 
The juggernauts must be removed 
first" 

But should not their misdeeds be 
brought to light bv those who know 
of the secret goings-on^ 1 put this 
miestion to the same footballer He 
mugged, sayuig "who is going to 
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listen to us todav^ The world of 
football knows only one tense—the 
present Once you arc out of the 
running, nobody will pay any atten 
tfon to you If one says an> thing 
against anybody, people will sav you 
only gi umble W ho bothers about us^ 
This IS the tiagedy ot us retited 
players Nciihei can we protest, nor 
can we tolerate We only suffer " 

There is little doubt about the fact 
that many of our former greats have 
opted to stay awas tiom tootball 
mainly because of the heinous 
atmospheie that prevails in almost 
all soccer centres ot the coiintrs We 
could have utilised their expertise to 
good advantage fheii vast expeii- 
ence would ha\e helped us overcome 
a number of problems, especially 
with regard to coaching and gioom 
ing talented young plavers at an 
early age 

It IS ironical that in a counris with 
an abundance ot talented footballers 
who have pioved their prowess at 
home and abroad, one ot the piimc 
drawbacks at present is a lack ot 
efficient coaches and sinceie admi 
nistrators The mot cause ot this is 
the unwillingness among nut \etei 
ans to get ins'olsed in the compli 
cated situation that grips the game 
now 

In then dass. the entire atmos 
phere in game was totalis liee from 
what can be described as extra 
football problems Ihese are the 


S roblema that have nothing to do 
irectly with the game, but instead 
are created by people who hover 
aiound the comdois of power in 
pursuit of their own interest Said 
Prasanta Sinha, a national player of 
great repute who played for this 
country in several international

“Moieover, the men who were at 
the helm of things were absolutely 
dedicated to the cause of the game 
The\ themselves were players of 
great repute and their sole put pose 
in lite was to work for the betcei 
ment of the game They looked upon 
the playeis as ^eii won children and 
whoever could show promise was 
given all possible help to go up thes 
laddei 

"Take mv case But tor Baghada 
(Bagha ShomeY 1 could never have 
fulfilled mv dream of being a good 
tootballer I was only a para (local) 
plavei and used to play on the 
streets with bare feet From there I 
was biought stiaight to the first 
division No controversy arose No 
biidv grumbled Thank God. 1 vindi¬ 
cated my mentor's faith in me 


"^But now,** continued Prasanta 
Sinha. ^^the atmosphere is different 
Very different It is much moi e tense 
and IS ridden with fierce underciir 
rents of rivalry 

"‘This IS caused by vaiious factuis 
like people adopting unfaii means in 
order to get their candidates 
selected end so on In my time, if a 
player was not in the team we could 
tell him so straightaway Rela 
tionships between plavei s weie so 
easy and cordial, free from all sorts 
of unwanted intervention But today 
this IS not possible I cairjc spell out 
all the reasons Many people aie 
responsible for it But the fact is that 
these thm» have led us to keep 
aloof from football Afrci letiiement 
1 received many coaching offers, but 
1 preferred lo lead a peaceful lile 

**These days my contact with the 
game has become negligible As a 
mattei of fact it is weaiing thinner 
and thinner day by da> Sometimes I 
go to the maidan, vcsit the old clubs, 
come in contact with manv known 
faces But I trv and lemain .iwa\ 
from It all It's all pait oPmv memoiv 
now—a once-upon-H time kind ot 
thing 

''But I've no regieis for having 
seveied all connections wiili the 
game aftei mv retirement On the 
contrary, I lealise that mv deiision 
was absolutelv coiiect, especiallv 
when I consider what the sitiiaiion is 
like todav At least I .an alwavs sav 


Vbuoiaylive oiice.~doit in stjie 
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0116 thing—football has never been a 
aource of bitterness in my life It has 
been enjoyment all the way. Some 
people, mostly my close friends, 
often tell me that had 1 maintained 
my connections with soccer, 1 could 
have eai ned a lot in vai luus capaci¬ 
ties 'Don’t you see how much some 
of voui I ontemporaries arc earning 
sril1?*tht-\ ask me Some even lament 
tliat we weie plavers of the Fifties 
and Sixties and not of the Eighties, 
had we been we could have eained 
much more than we did in our times 
True, but I've nevci been so protit- 
mindcd in mv attitude towaids the 
game Not could any of us afford to 
he in out time 

"You would not believe me if 1 tell 
you much we used to get from 
the clubs Compaied to today's stan¬ 
dards it was nothing The system of 
pioviding employment to plavers 
was also not in sugue at that time So 
It was out sheei loie loi the game 
that made us rake to it seiiousjv ^

Piasantd Sinha reined fiom first 
division tooihall in 1^)72 when he was 
with l.asi Bengal I he question that 
aiises 111 one's mind is whelhei the 
club, one of the lop-ianking sides, 
piovided any fiiitiniial benefits lo 
him at that time The answer is no 
“lleic nohods hotheis lo lake ans 
inteiesi in the fiituie of an outgoing 
pifivet Ihe pre^nt is all chat mat 
leis 111 this ensiiiininetu As long as 
one can gise one's club sersice, no 
prohhmi Aftei that, the chaptei is 
closed 1 his system is ill s'ogiie even 
now 1 think seiious ihcuight should 
he gisiMi III this diieciioii Something 
should he done about it 

"Take the case of Fintii 
(Samaiesh) Chowdhuiy oi thac of 
Tmun Bose Lseisbodv knows how 
gieat they were in then da\ But 
when they letired, thes iiisc slipped 
silently into oblivion Nohodv 
thought of the gieat set vice thes had 
rendeied to the game and to the 
clubs No extra financial bencdit was 
piosided to them Sue h a fate befails 
most of oui footballers these days," 
lamented Fiasanta Sinha, whose 
only concrete link with soccei now is 
that he is one of the selectciis of the 
Bengal lunioi team 
Ml Sinha is as sinceie in this, his 
present responsibility, as he was as a 
playei in his voungei days The 

S limpsps of dass gone by return to 
IS life when the vercians get 
togethei on certain occasions, some- 
rimes to attend picnics or to play 
friendly exhibition matches or some 
times |ust for the sake oi a few hours 
of refreshin*g adefa Says he ''We 



always look forward to such get 
togethers I hose are the happiest 
moments in rnv life now The light of 
the iithei days illuminates every¬ 
body's mind the achievements aie 
remembeied, the failures reviewed, 
old lokes are cracked and old nick 
names lecalled " 

But nor all veterans have seveied 
then relatioi.s with the game Many 
have chosen to continue their service 
to soccei either by coaching promts 
mg voungsteis or holding responsi¬ 
ble positions in the diffeient admi- 
nisitative bodies that lule the game 

In the former case, it is perhaps 
the best wav foi a footballer to pass 
his retiied life, sharing his expeitise 
with those who really need to learn 
the finei points of the game Thev 
also make up foi the latter's lack of 
experience with advanced theoretic 
al aspects of soccer It is something 
only the old timeis, who undoubted 
Iv raised the standard of Indian 
lootball, can pioside to the piesent 
aspiiants 

Some do so in a big wav as coaches 
ot the lunioi clubs oi Calcutta 
Abdus Sattai, the 1952 Olympian, is 
one oi them Aitei his retirement 
from competitive football he has 
devoted his life entiielv to coaching 
and glooming piomising lunioi plav- 
eis who geneiallv make their debut 
III lust division football as membeis 
oi the small clubs He has generally 
been cunnetted with Howrah Union 
as their coach after calling it a day 
from Muhun Bagan 

But what did the authorities of the 
big clubs do foi him when he auit the 
game^ Did they haye anv plans to 
giant him financial benefits for re 
tiled liie^ "No Never We could not 
think ol anv suih thing then," said 
Saitar 

"Of course. It is not that players 
nevei got benefits from their clubs 
altei the> letiied There were in¬ 


deed certain instances of leputed 
players getting special grants from I 
their authorities after their exit from , 
the scene Foi instance, Appa Rao - 
and Venkatesh, as far as 1 know, 
were given a handsome amount of ' 
inoiiev when they retiied The man 
who made that possible was Isotish 
Cuba But these weie «i few excep 
tional cases On the cithei hand, most 
• footballers weie doomed to a hie of 
I tremendous hardship when then 
I playing days were ovei. 

"Take the case of Dhanraj oi even 
of Swami Navar," continued Sattar. 
"Can anybody evei oveilook the ser¬ 
vices thev rendeted to their clubs 
and to Indian toothalP What are 
thev doing todav^ Navar, that great 
toot ballet whose recoid of the lugh- 
csi scoier in the league still stands 
unbroken, has \irtually no source of 
income Youi piesent top scorers 
cannot laise then lallv bevund 13 ui 
14 even when plasing 70-minute 
matches In oui time, the duiarmn ot 
j play was only 50 minutes, vet he 
' scored as many as ib goals Can you 
imagine that * And after all this, he is 
leading his life in due puverts L\en 
then, he has not stopped serxiiig the 
game He trains a number ol \oiiiig 
boss with great caie 

"Now, think ol Dhaniai, he was mv 
coUeai,ue but letiied lecentls I 
don't know what he is going to do 
now with his three teenaged chil¬ 
dren He had a few scrsice bleaks 
and I don t think he is going to get a 
handsome amount of money tiom Ins 
emplovets I could base been in an 
even winse position had I not been 
lucky enough to get a inb hcie in 
Bud & Co, after dissociating msselt 
tiom Customs 

"Ihe lattei was a sPLond disision 
club then and m\ amhitioi) was to 
play m the India team in the Ohm 
pics Bui this was simple impossible 
if one got stuck iii a semnd disision 
team So 1 saa diced the loh foi 
gieater achievements li was a gieat 
iisk. but my ambition was tultilled ! 
when I got seU^cted toi the 1952 I 
Oh mpics " 

That. then, is the store ni life after I 
fnoihall It IS like being banished i 
fiom the limelight lo the daik coi I 
ners hackstag** Ni>w the question is 
surelv some protects can he taken up 
he the pations of the game in the 
country to ensuie pmiwr rehahihta 
tion of the^e playei s Rcmembei the 
entertainment they pioe'ided Re 
membci the honciuis thee* bi ought 
the nation, despite all the handicaps 
in those eaih davs when India was 
lust emeiging from the darkness of 
bondage 

To plav football then was like 
gambling with one's caieei Fhey 
hasarded it all lust fui then loee of 
the game What abimt those who 
benefited fiom then loiP What ah 
our then countiymen who tvioiced ' 
ovei India's success and ciiisckI the < 
footballers for then tailuies'^ Do 
they not have a dut\ lu light a candle 
for their dark futuie”^

Coleman In addition the network 
plans to broadcast a special two-hour 
segment of Love Boat this week with 
guest dmpearances by Btuce Jcnnei, 
Mark Spitz, Donna DeVerona and 
Buster Orabbe 

T hough sponsors have been 
jumping on the LAOOC band 
wegon, the campain has not gone 
smoothly in every case Take the 
Genet al Motors/Buick deal After 
searching fruitlessly foi an Amer¬ 
ican auto sponsor for almost a year, 
Ueberroth tuined the matter over to 
an Albuquerque ad agency with con 
nections in Detroit Datsun, VW, 
Mercedes and BMW were practically 
killing each other for a piece of the 
Olympic pie, but the committee very 
logically wanted a U S sponsor Af 
ter all, now would it look if the first 
Olympics to be held in America in 52 
years—and in L A , Car Capital of 
the Universe, of all places—could 
not attract an American car sponsor^ 
Financially troubled GM finally 
succumbed in August 1981 to the 
tune of S four million, plus 5(M 
Buicks for the use of LAoOC and 
USOC officials during the Games 
Sure, the Geimans and Japanese had 
offered $10 million, but sometimes 
you must pay a puce for national 
pride 

Even so, considering that GM may 
go the way of the Dodo bird any day 
now, the deal must be viewed as one 
of the great coups in corporate his¬ 
tory Y«, the S0,000 laid-off GM 
autoworkers must have been over- 
{oved to hear chat their “poor” com-

pany juit spent S fuur million for the 
right lo use Sam the Olympic Eagle 
in Its advertising In GM upper man 
agement, however, you may rest 
assured that all is Bliss Citv Take 
six-to-one odds that the new Buick

While Olympic officials are tooling 
around in their Buicks, the 250,000 
predicted visitois to the Games will 
be lucky to tool at all.

This also reminds us about the 
dope tests that have come to 
occupy such an impoitant place 
in the organisation of interna¬ 
tional sports meets Oneferseni 
ly hope' our airangemenis will 
not be found wanting when the 
time comes

Footbalters 
from the sky 

A ll eyes were glued to the 
glistening autumn sky of the 
city An Air Force helicopter was 
slowly hovering westward Suddenly 
three tiny spots appeared beside it 
and started growing larger and lar 
ger with every passing second They 
were three membeis of the Indian 
Air Force para-troopers who were 
coming down on the East Bengal 
ground to play an exhibition match 
with the home team, ananged by the 
lAF authorities as a part of their 
golden jubilee celebrations One by 
one nine para-troopers successfully 
landed on the f lelcl, some right inside 
the centre circle and thus treated 
about 20,000 cheering spectators to a 
memorable show of military valiance 
and mathematical precision 
After the para-dropping was over 
Air Marshal M S D Wollen, PVSM, 
AVSM, VM, Air Officer Comman-

How the stumps grew up 


■ 1 Col Rait Kerr is 
one ot the accepted 
authorities on Laws 
of cricket Consi 
dered the ablest 
secretary the MCC 
has evei possessed. 
Sir Pelham Warner 
said. '^You can 
stump him on the 
laws of cricket " 
Known for his re 
search and compila¬ 
tion ability, he wrote 
in 1950 a book “The 
laws of cricket,** 
which was described 
by Sir Norman Bir- 
kett, in the foreward 
to the book “as the 
most scholarly and 
authoritative trea¬ 
tise ** 

' J Sir Norman con 
tinued “Let nobodv 
suppose foi a mo¬ 
ment that a histoiy 
of the laws ot cricket 
must necessarily be 
dull reading The 
common Law ot Eng¬ 
land IS the heritage 
of the English- 
speaking world, and 
Its history is one of 
the mostabsorbing 
interest ”* 

I JBut neither Rait 
Kerr nor any other 
historian has been 
able to throw defi¬ 
nite information as 
TO how the “stumps** 
came into being and 
who discovered It It 
IS said that the 
stumps are as old as 
the game itself
